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WCTV Restraining Order Halts Vote 
Board Argues Against Ruling Today 


The saga of cable tv in Winchester 
took another twist last Monday when 
Richard L. Sampson, president of 
Winchester Cable TV, obtained a court 
imposed temporary restraining order 
preventing the Board of Selectmen from 
making a final decision on the cable tv 
company for Winchester. 

The Selectmen’ will attempt to have 
that restraining brder disolved at the 
Middlesex County Courthouse in Cam¬ 
bridge today at 2 p.m. and have 
scheduled another meeting on cable tv 
for tomorrow night at 7:30. 

A date was set Monday for a hearing 
next Wednesday on the case of Win¬ 
chester Cable TV vs Richard N. Wilsack. 
Should the Selectmen, of whom Wilsack 
is the chairman, fail to have the 
restraining order disolved, the Friday 
meeting could not take place and a 
decision would be reached Wednesday. 

Sampson, who last week charged 
Wilsack, Selectmen Barbara S. Hankins 
and Edward F. O’Connell with violating 
the conflict of interest law with Con¬ 
tinental Cablevision, Inc., also filed a 
civil complaint against the three 
Selectmen on the same grounds. 

The court decision orders Wilsack, 
Hankins and O’Connell to “desist and 
refrain from participating in any actions 
or votes of the Board wherein you are 
directly or indirectly involved as long as 
the application of Continental 
Cablevision, Inc., is under con¬ 
sideration.” 

Sampson had made his conflict of 
interest charges. last week when he 
learned that Winchester attorney 
Edward Hicks, the lawyer representing 
Continental in the licensing process, had 
been a campaign officer and a financial 
contributor for all three during their 
campaigns for office. 

Subsequently, WCTV’s trial council 
Jerry E. Benezra, went to the Cambridge 


courthouse on Monday and obtained the 
injunctioh, ex parte, meaning that the 
town was not represented. According to 
Benezra “I chose to go this route because 
Town Counsel was away and I had a very 
short period of time to act. I wanted to 
maintain the status quo until he retur¬ 
ned.” Town Counsel Douglas Randall 
was in Maine earlier in the week, but was 
expected to return in time for today’s 
hearing. 

In his brief to the court, Sampson in 
effect, asked the court to eliminate 
Continental from the licensing com¬ 
petition, when it stated “that this 
Honorable Court enter a permanent 
injunction prohibiting the defendants 
from participating in any actions or votes 
of the Board wherein the defendants, 
Richard N. Wilsack, Barbara S. Hankins 
and Edward F. O’Connell are directly or 
indirectly involved as long as the ap¬ 
plication of Continental Cablevision, Inc., 
is under consideration.” 

After reading the court decision 
before a crowd of about 45 people at the 
Town Hall Monday night, Wilsack read a 
short statement concerning the charges 
that have been leveled against he and the 
other Selectmen. “Upon the advice of 
counsel, my response must be limited to 
a brief denial at this time. When the 
matter is before the court I will make a 
full statement. 

“However, I want you to know now 
that at no time have I been improperly 
influenced by, or unduly favored Ed 
Hicks, Continental Cable or anyone else 
in discharging my duties as Selectman. 
Nor have I engaged in any acts that are 
in violation of the public trust the citizens 
of Winchester have placed in the Board.” 

O’Connell added that “clearly you are 
speaking for the five members of this 
Board.” 

At that point Wilsack mentioned 
Friday night’s meeting and announced 


Supt. Forbes Nelson 
Dies In Florida Feb. 25 
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Dr. Forbes H. Norris, 83, former 
superintendent of the Winchester Public 
Schools, died Feb. 25 at his home in 
Winter Park, Fla., following an illness 
for several months. 

Dr. Norris served as chief ad¬ 
ministrator in the Winchester schools 
from 1945-1953. Prior to coming to this 
town he had servesd as assistant 
superintendent in Richmond, Va. He 
received his Master’s and Doctoral 
degrees from Harvard University. His 
undergraduate work was done at Man¬ 
chester College, Ind. 

After leaving Winchester, Dr. Norris 
became superintendent of schools in 
Montgomery County, Md. He later 
moved to Briarcliff Manor, N.Y., before 
retiring to Winter Park.

Dr. Norris was a Rotarian and had 
been District Governor of Rotary 
International in both Virginia and 
Massachusetts.

He was a forward-looking educator 
whose philosophy was highly respected 
by all members of his profession. Local, 
state and national groups invited his 
participation in educational conferences. 
Service Organizations sought him as a 
speaker because of his keen wit and 
wholesome sense of humor. 


In Winchester Dr. Norris was a 
member of the Baptist Church and on 
many occasions served as a lay 
preacher. 

He is survived by his wife, Veda 
Norris of Winter Park, Fla., his son Dr. 
Forbes H. Norris, Jr, a physician in Mill 
Valley, Calif, and his daughter, Dr. 
Majorie M. Norris of Alexandria, Va. He 
also leaves three grandchildren.

that there would not be any further 
discussion of cable tv at that meeting. 

The Selectmen Chairman was not as 
restrained earlier in the day, before the 
existance of a restraining order had been 
confirmed. He called Sampson’s tactics 
“a new low in hitting below the belt in the 
Town of Winchester. In my view it’s a 
reflection of the calibur of management 
at Winchester Cable TV.” 

Wilsack also questioned the methods 
used by Sampson in obtaing his court 
order and in stating his charges last 
week. "If you have a problem like they 
allege you take it to court and you serve 
proper notice to the parties involved. You 
deal up front and you deal honestly and 
frankly. You take your information to the 
court, not to the press. You don’t try a 
case in the press.” 

William McCarter, the chairman of 
the Cable TV Advisory Committee, was 
informed of Sampson’s intentions late 
Monday afternoon by a courthouse 
source. He stated after the meeting 
Monday night that there was concern 
Sampson might attempt to obtain a 
restraining order ex parte, but was 
unable to get to the court in time to block 
the WCTV president’s move. 

Two weeks ago, the Selectmen made 
their first “cut” among the seven 
companies applying for the franchise in 
Winchester.

In what has been described as an 
extremely high Winchester voter tur¬ 
nout, Sen. Edward M. Kennedy and 
George Bush were the Winchester 
winners in Tuesday’s Massachusetts 
presidential primary. 

With the spring-like weather hovering 
in the high 40s, 6511 voters, or ap¬ 
proximately 52 percent of the registered 
voters in Winchester, went to the polls. 
The turnout was a sharp increase from 
the 34 percent showing in the 1976 
primary. 

Kennedy proved once again that 
there’s no place like home, defeating 
president Jimmy Carter almost 2-1 in his 
native state of Massachusetts, as well as 
in Winchester where he received 2276 
votes to Carter’s 1142. California Gov. 
Edmund G. (Jerry) Brown, who had 
pulled out of the primary, ran a distant 
third in Winchester with 140 votes. 
Eighty Winchester residents voted no 
preference. 

On the Republican side of the ledger, 
Bush, the former CIA director and 
ambassador to China, edged out Rep. 
John Anderson by 239 votes with a total of 
1108 to Anderson’s 869. Ronald Reagan, 
last weeks’s winner in the New Hamp¬ 
shire primary, finished third with 660 
votes, followed by Sen. Howard Baker 
with 159, John Connally with 46, Rep. 
Philip Crane with 33, Benjamin Fer¬ 
nandez with 3 and Sen. Robert Dole and 
Harold Stassen did not receive any votes. 
Seven people voted no preference and 
former President Gerald Ford received 
four write in votes. 

Kennedy carried all eight precincts 
with Precinct 8 giving him his biggest 
boost with 394 votes. On the Republican 
side, Bush won six of the eight with 
Anderson carrying Precincts 2 and 8. 

In the race for Republican State 
Committee, Werner Carlson of Bigelow 


avenue defeated Arlington’s William 
Barnstead by a count of 1562 to 442 and 
Marion Hunt of Lexington defeated 
Patricia Moreno, 886-443. 

In the Democratic race for State 
Committee, John Bilafer defeated fellow 
Arlingtonian Alex Wilson, 1180 to 746, 
while Woburn’s Claire Buckley Dwyer, 
with 865 votes, defeated Anne 
Beauchamp with 619, Jeanne Bonnell 
with 474 and Jean Rubenstein with 278.

Domestic Fight Leaves 
Husband Dead, Wife Charged 


A late night shooting following a 
domestic fight as left a 34-year old 
Winchester resident dead and his 28-year 
old wife charged with first degree 
murder. 

Helen Stecchi is currently undergoing 
observation at the Metropolitan State 
Hospital in Waltham after her 
arraignment on Monday for the alleged 
shooting of her husband, Wakefield 
Police Officer Frank Stecchi on Friday 
night. 

The incident came as a surprise and 
shock to members of the Winchester and 
Wakefield Police Departments and the 
neighbors who knew the Marchant road 
couple. “I just talked to her on Thursday 
and there was no problem. Nothing,” 
said a neighbor of the Stecchis. “We’re 
really stunned by the whole thing.” 

The rapid progression of events 
before the shooting has left police 
searching for answers. It is estimated 
that Stecchi was home no longer than 20 
minutes, in which time a fight ensued 
between he and his wife during which 
Mrs. Stecchi received injuries for which 
she was later hospitalized. 

On Friday, Stecchi, a patrolman in 


Wakefield, worked a double shift, 
finishing at 11:35, according to Wakefield 
and Winchester police. He was seen

Winchester Rotary Club Celebrates 
75th Anniversary Of Parent Club 


Chamber To Award Honor 
To Harrison Chadwick 


Brighten Up Vour Thursdays 
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The Winchester Rotary Club 
celebrated the 75th anniversary of its 
parent club, the Rotary International, by 
holding a dinner at the K of C on Feb. 14 
and by attending a dinner-dance on Feb. 
23 in Danvers. 

Rotary Club members, Ted Baxter, 3 
Bigelow ave. and Nick Fitzgerald, 23 
Fernway, were both honored at the 
Valentine’s Day dinner by the Club’s 
Board of Directors. Both Winchester 
residents received the Paul Harris 
Award in honor of the founder of Rotary 
International and a $1,000 check, for their 
contributions to the Winchester service 
organization in previous years. 

Charles Mahoney, president of the 
Rotary Club since last July, said in a 
telephone interview, that there are 18,446 
active Rotary Clubs in 153 countries 
throughout the world. All of the clubs 
operate “to serve the needs of the 
community by raising money and 
redistributing it,’’ according to Mahoney, 
a 21-year resident of Winchester. 

“We aren’t a fraternal organization,” 
Mahoney exlicitly noted. “Our 79 Win¬ 
chester members get together for the 
benefit of the community, not for their 
own benefit.” 

Since Rotary International was 
founded in 1905, Mahoney said it has 
placed particular emphasis on all 
“vocational services” in selecting its 
members. Strict guidelines regarding a 
person’s vocation are emphasized in the 
constitution of Rotary International, and 
are rigidly ahered to on the community 
level. Mahoney estimated that there are 
bout 853,000 active Rotary members 
today. 

One of the constitutional mandates is 
that no women be allowed in any of the 
Rotary Clubs. When asked whether such 
discriminatory practices had ever been 
challenged legally, Mahoney indicated 
that a California court had upheld its 
right to remain as an exclusive mens’ 
organization about two years ago. 

To gain admittance into the 53-year 
old Winchester chapter a person must be 
asked by one of the Rotary Club mem¬ 
bers to join. The criteria for becoming a 


member are that you either live or work 
in Winchester, and that your occupation 
or business endeavor be unique to the 
service organization, according to 
Mahoney. No two Rotary Club members 
are meant to come from an identical 
vocation. To avoid such membership 
restrictions Mahoney noted that the 
Winchester chapter allows persons of a 
similiar occupation to join by breaking 
down occupations, such as teaching, into 
a number of sub-categories. 

Admitting a bit of “parochialism,” 
Mahoney felt that “it (the Rotary Club) 
was the best service club in Winchester 
as far as raising money in volume,” for 
the town of Winchester. Mahoney 
estimated that the Rotary Club collected 
about $20,000 last year through its annual 
furniture sale every April at the Town 
Hall and from its twice-weekly furniture 
sales at the Rotary Barn, 36 Elmwood 
ave., during the remainder of the year. 

All of the furniture that is put up for 
sale is collected from Winchster 
residents. 

Most of the money that is collected is 
re-distrubuted to needing organizations 
and charities here in Winchester. . Last 
year, for instance, the Rotary Club 
donated $1,600 to the Ecumenical 
Association to help them sponsor the 
Vietnamese family. Other Rotary Club 
recipients last year were the Boy Scouts, 
and the Winchester Youth Basketball 
League. The Rotary has also agreed to 
sponsor a professional dance team for 
the upcoming International Fair in April. 

Occasionally the Rotary Club makes 
contributions to organizations outside of 
Winchester. In 1979, for instance, the 
Woburn YMCA received financial sup¬ 
port.

The School Committee Monday night 
voted to cut a total of $49,800 from several 
sectors of its proposed 1980-81 budget. 
The votes, part of a move to reduce the 
budget by $272,000, included cuts in 
unallocated funds, outside travel and 
reading supplies. 

The committee also approved a 
Community School Assn, program by 
which $1,300 will be taken from the field 
trip account to create a pool of funds for 
special “enrichment” activities. 

No action was taken on proposals by 
Supt. of Schools William C. MacDonald to 
expand the drug and alcohol education 
program to the junior high level and to 
hire a part-time teacher to help students 
for whom English is not the first 
language. 

In detailing proposed budget cuts, a 
process he termed "trying to see if it 
hurts more to break the left arm than the 
right,” MacDonald also called for 
reductions in the following categories the 
committee could not reach consensus on: 
elementary guidance, band uniforms, 
textbooks, a junior high reading

program, computer upgrading and ex¬ 
tended day kindergarten. 

For the present the School Committee 
is counting $114,159 set aside for sab¬ 
baticals as part of the $272,000 reduction 
needed to meet its budgetary com¬ 
mitment to the Board of Finance. Thus, 
as of Monday night’s votes, the com¬ 
mittee must cut $108,041 more. 

MacDonald stressed that the sab¬ 
batical allotment is required by contract 
and has not been eliminated. But since 
applications for sabbaticals are not due 
for several weeks, he says, the money is 
being considered, for the time being, a 
reduction. 

In the budget’s personal services 
category, Monday’s votes cut an 
unallocated increase by $25,000 and 
eliminated a proposed part-time clerk- 
aide and part-time custodian at*the high 
school, the two positions amounting to 
$ 11 , 000 . 

In the expenses category the com¬ 
mittee cut $3,800 in outside travel funds, 
$5,000 in reading supplies and $5,000 in 
miscellaneous reductions from the art, 
music, physical education and industrial 
arts departments. 

The committee spent much of the 
meeting taking straw votes to get a sense, 
of its members’ priorities.

eliminate three elementary guidance 
counselors from the budget at a savings 
of $69,000 was put off, pending future 
discussion of the effects of such a move 
and the possible restructuring of 
guidance services. 

A proposal to cut $33,900 from the 
allotment for band uniforms drew op¬ 
position from members of that depart¬ 
ment and from Committeeman Roger A. 
Bauman, who suggested cutting the 
allotment somewhat and requiring 
competition for marching band, so as to 
reduce the need for uniforms, which cost 
$170 each. 

Committee Chairwoman Constance 
D. Papas said band uniforms were as 
important as textbooks and football 
uniforms. She said she gave band 
uniforms high priority because of the 
pride and spirit the band gives the town. 
Committeeman Heimlich D. Holland, 
however, argued that the School 
Department already has uniforms and 
that it was ndt obvious from a number of 
course enrollments that the 170 uniforms 
requested would be needed. 

Other proposals left unresolved were 
the superintendent’s suggested reduction 
of two teachers that had been slate8 for 
the high school and 1.4 teachers in the 
junior high reading program.

Winchester Cable TV, already having 
obtained a restraining order preventing 
the Selectmen from taking any action on 
the cable tv licenses if Continental 
Cable vision, Inc., is involved, has sent a 
letter to the Board of Selectmen charging 
Continental and Warner-Amex with 
failure to disclose a number of pending 
license applications. 

The letter, dated March 3, claims that 
the two companies, who are the final 
applicants for the Winchester franchise 
with WCTV, did not reveal that they had 
license applications pending in a group of 
Illinois towns when they submitted their 
preliminary proposal on Oct. 31. 
According to Massachusetts Form 100, 
all companies are required to reveal all 
cable tv licenses elsewhere as well as 
possible new additions. The reason for 
this is to allow the town to judge the 
adequacy of that company’s financial 
resources to meet all of its commitments. 

According to Sampson’s charges, 
Continental has been granted licenses in 
Oak Park, Stone Park, River Grove and 
Franklin Park, all of Illinois. Sampson 
charges that Continental did not report 
these licenses. 

Sampson also stated that both Warner 
and Continental had license applications 
pending in the Illinois towns of 
Barrington, Bloomingdale, Arlington 
Heights, Des Plaines, Glenview, Niles, 
Park Ridge, Wheeling and Maywood. 
The WCTV president charges that none 
of these applications were reported in the 
preliminary proposal. 

In addition, Sampson also charges 
that Warner, who recently received the 
franchise in Pittsburgh, Penn., did not 
report that application Oct. 31. 
‘Although the application must certainly 
have been pending in October, it appears 
that it was not disclosed in Warner's Oct. 
31 submittal to Winchester,” reads 
Sampson’s letter. 

William McCarter, chairman of the 
Cable TV Advisory Committee, con¬ 
firmed on Tuesday that the two com¬ 
panies did leave those applications off of 
their preliminary report and that his 
committee was looking into the charges. 
“'We just received the letter yesterday 
and we’re looking into it,” said 
McCarter. 

Officials from both companies ex¬ 


plained that there were some omissions 
in their preliminary proposal, but that 
there was no attempt to hide anything 
from the Selectmen. 

“I can tell you flatly that there is not 
intention to omit any information,” said 
Robert Sachs of Continental. He men¬ 
tioned that a number of the companies 
mentioned were owned by another 
company called Cablevision of Chicago, 
a totally seperate company. Sachs also 
said that some of the information was 
“flatly incorrect.” 

Sachs added that his company had 
been unable to look more deeply into 
Sampson’s charges, stating that "we’ve 
been, for the past 24 hours, preoccupied 
with this temporary restraining order.” 
He noted that a number of the towns 
mentioned had formed together in 
Illinois for the purpose of granting a 
cable tv franchise, calling themselves 
the Northwest Municipal Conference. 

Sachs took the opportunity to vent a 
bit of frustration over WCTV’s recent 
actions. Noting that his company has 
built 86 systems since 1965 he stated that 
“I suppose there’s a bit of an irony that a 
company that has never constructed a 
system should make some charges.” He 
also added that his company was very 
active and that "I don’t really think to 
dignify them with a response would be

submitted their top choices with Con¬ 
tinental, WCTV and Warner-Amex 
Company finishing as the first three. 
Wilsack, Hankins and O’Connell all 
selected Continental first, with Select¬ 
man Wade Welch choosing Warner first 
and Selectman Arthur Dunbar making 
WCTV his top choice. 

The Selectmen instructed McCarter 
and his committee that evening to fur¬ 
ther research the three final applicants, 
citing a number of particular quesions. 
He was to give the results of that 
research last Monday night, with the 
Selectmen possibly making their final 
decision after that. 

Attorney Christopher Pitt, 
representing Winchester in Randall’s 
absence, confirmed Tuesday that an 
appeal route is available in the licensing 
process for any company who is rejected 
by the town. To obtain a temporary 
restraining order, WCTV had to prove 
that Monday’s vote would have caused

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Margaret Fuller Story To Be 
Staged At Unitarian Church 


The story of America’s forgotten 
genius, Margaret Fuller, whose thoughts 
arc as alive today as a century ago. will 
be told in a dramatic portrait entitled, 
‘'Still Beat Noble Hearts,” at the 
Unitarian Church on Sunday at 10:30 
am. 

Laurie .lames will re-create Margaret 
Fuller’s 19th century life, as adapted 
through her letters and articles. The 
program covers Fuller’s American years 
and traces her childhood, her young 
determinations and frustrations* her 
relationship with Ralph Waldo Emerson, 
and her later triumphs. 

Margaret Fuller, a woman of brains 
and heart, was labeled genius by some, 
was ridiculed by others. She was one of 
the first American women to plead for 
women’s rights, one of the first women 
members of the working press, first 
female foreign correspondent, an early 
literary critic, a challenger of American 
cultural and political values. Her book. 
‘‘Woman in the Nineteenth Century,” 
laid the groundwork for the women’s 
rights movement in the United States. In 
1850 she drowned off the shores of Fire 
Island with her husband and son. 

‘‘Still Beat Noble Hearts" has been 
James’ labor of love. She has researched 
and shaped the material and has followed 
in the footsteps of Fuller in America and 
Europe. She presented her drama at 
Harvard Univesity on July 19 when the 
Mayor of Cambridge proclaimed 
Margaret Fuller Day and when Dr. 
Buckminster Fuller shared the platform 
at Longfellow Hall and spoke about his 
greataunt. She has also taken Margaret 
to Lincoln Center Library of Performing 
Arts, as well as to many colleges, 
libraries and churches. 

James has appeared in leading roles 
in professional summer stock companies 


and has served as artist-in-resident for 
numerous school districts, touring her 
original program. “Poetry Listen-In.” 
She has free-lanced for such publications 
as the New York Herald-Tribune, Look 
Magazine, Parent’s. 

On a three-year assignment with 
Camp Fire Girls, Inc. she has written 
program books for members, ages six to 
GO. She attended New York University 
Writing Center and studied drama with 
Lee Slrasberg. Lewis &• Clark College in 
Portland, Oregon, awarded her the 
Distinguished Alumni Award.

Saturday morning, Mrs. Steechi called 
the Wakefield station twice, the first time 
to tell the desk sergeant that she was 
involved in an argument with her 
husbaned. According to the police, Mr. 
Stecchi then spoke to the desk sergeant 
and told him that he would leave the 
house. That call was made at 12:05, at 
12:15 Mrs. Stecchi called the Wakefield 
station again and stated that she had just 
shot her husband according to the police. 

The Wakefield Police promptly 
notified the Winchester station of the 
event and officers James Pierce, John 
Oliver, Richard Fisher and Larry Hill, 
along with Sergeant Roland Roy and 
inspectors Richard Beaton and William 
O’Neil responded to the scene. 

According to Winchester Chief John 
P. McHugh, when the police arrived at 
the Stecc hi home, Mr. Stecchi was on the 
floor bleeding heavily from a single 
gunshot wound. Mrs. Stecchi was so 
upset over the incident police were 
unable to find out exactly what happened 
at that time. The police were able to slow 
the bleeding until an ambulance arrived. 
Mr. Stecchi was then taken to Winchester 
Hospital and later to Massachusetts 
General Hospital where he died a short 
time after. 

McHugh could not state for certain 
that the gun involved was Stecchi’s 
service revolver, issued to him from the 
Wakefield police. He did say that it was a 
.38 calibur revolver, which is the stan¬ 
dard police handgun. Presently the state 
police have the weapon, which contained 
only the single bullet that was fired, as 
well as that bullet. They were called into 
the investigation once the case became a 
fatality. 

Stecchi was with the Wakefield Police 
Department for approximately seven- 
years. According to Lt. William Upton 
“he was well liked by the men and the 
townspeople. He was an excellent police 
officer. He did a good job.” 

McHugh, who wasn’t sure when the 
last death from a shooting occurred in 
Winchester (“It’s been so long I couldn’t 
put a definite date on it.”), noted that 
Stecchi had worked as a special police 
officer with Winchester for six months in 
1968 and five months in 1969, calling him 
a “hard working, good, quiet kid.” He 
added that he was never known to be a 
hothead and that the officers in Win¬ 


chester never knew of any domestic 
problems he might have been having. 

One of the Stecchi’s neighbors, who 
was quite concerned for the fate of the 
couple’s two children, a seven-year old 
boy and a four-year old girl, said that 
there was never an indication of 
problems between the couple. “It’s a real 
mystery and a real tragedy. He worked 
very hard. The whole thing was so short. 
It’s frightening. There’s nothing we can 
say.” 

She then stated that many people are 
simply sending flowers and forgetting 
about the children. “From what I have 
heard this is a real crisis and I just feel 
very concerned that many people are not 
giving any thoughts further than the 
horror story. Our concern at this point is 
for the two little ones. I just think that 
they’re going to need some help. People 
should offer some services or some 
money for these two children.” Currently 
the two children, both of whom were 
home at the time of the shooting, are 
staying with their uncle Walter Stecchi of 
Winchester. 

Mrs. Stecchi, who’ll be in 
Metropolitan State Hospital for 20 days, 
was first charged with assualt but that 
charge was later changed to first degree 
murder after her husband died. 

Stecchi was a native of Cambridge, 
but moved to Winchester when he was 
four. He was a graduate of Winchester 
High School and an employee for 10 years 
for Werner Carlson Building Contractor 
of Winchester. 

A member of the Winchester Lodge of 
Klks 1445, he is survived by not only his 
wife and two children, but by his parents, 
Frank F. and Helen (Auger) Stecchi of 
Winchester, his brother Walter F. and his 
sister, Mrs. James (Marcia) Spinelli of 
Wilmington. 

A funeral mass was held yesterday at 
St Mary’s Church, followed by burial at 
Wildwood Cemetery. Funeral 
arrangements were handled by Lane 
Funeral Home. 


In 1886 Winchester saw its first street 
cars. The horse drawn cars jingled 
through the center of town about once 
every hour. Hut, even that disturbance of 
the peace was resented by some citizens 
who made a valiant hut unsuccessful 
attempt to persuade the Selectmen to 
refuse permission for the tracks to enter 
town.

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Sampson’s Gamble 

To the casual observer, the actions of Winchester Cable TV 
President Richard L. Sampson in the last two weeks, meaning the 
charges of conflict of interest and the subsequent restraining order 
preventing the Selectmen from voting on a cable tv company, would 
appear to be some sort of death wish. 

Indeed, challenging the integrity of three of its members and 
then taking it to court does not seem like the ideal way to win the 
favor of the Board of Selectmen. But in fact, what we are seeing is a 
gamble by Sampson to win his WCTV a license in Winchester against 
two heavyweights in the business, Continental Cablvision and 
Warner-Amex. 

Regardless of how substantive Sampson’s charges of a conflict of 
interest involving Selectmen Richard N. Wilsack, Barbara S. 
Hankins and Edward F. O’Connell and Continental may appear to 
people, he’s hardly the first businessman to try to sway public 
opinion to his side by putting the spotlight on unfavorable in¬ 
formation about a rival. 

Such is the case here. Clearly these three companies have small 
fortunes invested in the race for the cable tv franchise in Win¬ 
chester. Sampson, seeing Continental with an edge and time running 
out had to make a tradeoff: upset a few people in town or watch his 
investment go down the drain. The choice seems pretty obvious. 
Warner, the other finalist, can afford to lose Winchester, Sampson 
cannot. 

The Selectmen have been planning to make their decision before 
the town elections later this month, since two members who have 
chosen not to seek reelection will not be returning after the vote. 
Wilsack, who has stated Continental is his top pick, is one of those 
Selectmen. 

By obtaining his restraining order, Sampson is hoping to stall 
until after the election. With two new faces on the Board, the final 
decision will have to be delayed until the newly elected Selectmen 
can become familiar enough with the proposals of the competing 
companies. This could take some time, perhaps, as Sampson is 
hoping, into the summer when Barbara Hankins, another vote for 
Continental, has stated she will be leaving the Board. When she is 
replaced the Board is basically back to square one. 

To be willing to take such a gamble, Sampson must have been 
fairly sure that his company could not overcome the doubts of 
inexperience and financial position Hankins and Wilsack have on 
WCTV. 

But one possible backlash which may hurt Sampson is the overall 
public opinion in Winchester of WCTV management. Throughout the 
licensing process they’ve attempted to come across as the most 
human, concerned company of the lot. Now the company who cares 
t he - l o cal group; has t U Tra ^r rtffrer p r m The result 

could be a questioning of the integrity of WCTV, despite the many 
prominent namefe involved as partners and not the values of the 
three Selectmen. 

The current charges and counter-charges of conflict of interest 
coming so late in the process are unfortunate because they are 
driving local people apart. Thus far there has been no substantiation 
of any charges but Sampson’s move to obtain a restraining order and 
ask for a court hearing on the matter is an indication he’s ready to 
play hardball. 

Let us hope that in all of this we don’t lose sight of the real issue: 
who, on merit, is the best company to hold the Winchester cable 
television license?

I attended the School Committee 
meeting last Tuesday and I was so 
disturbed at the presentation of the 
Advisory Committee concerning the 
director of curriculum applicants, that I 
felt 1 must write and express my feelings.

I 
cannot do else but think that there were 
two possible reasons for this, the first 
being bias the second being that they had 
not read her application and were not 
aware of the fact that she has a doc¬ 
torate. 

When the committee was questioned 
as to why the director of personnel’s vote 
was rejected, I was disturbed by the 
answer.

striking comparison of these two events 
- the extraordinary way in which the 
Town of Winchester’s business is done or 
undone, as the case may be. 

In both cases advisory committees 
were established to provide information 
to the respective Boards so they in turn 
could make reasonable decisions. In both 
cases the candidates had varying 
degrees of qualifications. In the Select¬ 
men’s case, the advisory committee 
researched ALL the candidates 
thoroughly, put all the information 
before the Board and then stood aside 
ready to assist, but allowing the Board to 
make an unbiased decision based upon 
qualifications. In the other case involving 
the School Committee, the advisory 
committee researched SOME of the 
candidates and brought to the School 
Committee ONE choice, denying the 
Committee its right as an elected body to 
choose among all the most qualified 
candidates. 

What is most striking in both cases is 
not the selection itself, but the tactics 
employed by some to ensure that their 
candidate would be chosen, Confidence in 
the people elected to make decisions in 
the best interests of the Town was not a 
consideration. However, the specific 
examples and the specific decisions are 
not the real issue. If that were so, one 
could say, what’s done is done and let’s 
move on from here. What is at issue is the 
modus operandi. 

The questions must be asked. Why do 
former public officials leave the Town 
after having the courage of their con¬ 
victions to stand opposed to a “popular” 
view? Why should an eminently well- 
qualified candidate for re-election lose 
after four years of outstanding 
professional service? And, what in¬ 
centive do we offer those we employ as 
professionals when their qualifications 
are summarily dismissed without a 
cursory glance? Can the citizens of this 
town make objective judgments? 

There are always those who resort to 
character assassinations to obscure the 
qualifications of the most desirable 
candidates and promote the less 
qualified. Habit and experience teach the 
politically alert that it is entirely ac¬ 
ceptable to use personal attacks as a 
normal way of life in our wonderful town.

The House The move to lower 
the drinking age was put to rest 
last week as the House defeated 
a move to return the age back to 
18. The lower branch also turned 
thumbs down on complaints by 
working people who can’t get to 
the Registry of Motor Vehicles 
during the day, when it killed a 
bill requiring the Registry to 
remain open evenings. These 
were two of the bills considered 
by the House as it picked up its 
pace a little last week while 
committee hearings still occupy 
most of the Legislature’s time. 

There were no roll calls In the 
Senate last week. 

Drinking Age (H2980) - House 
defeated 126-22, a bill to lower 
the drinking age from 20 to 18. 
Supporters of lowering the age 
argued the number of traffic 
fatalities involving liquor as well 
as arrests for driving under the 
influence have Increased since 
the hike to 20. They called for a 

different approach to the youth 
drinking problem. Opponents 
said the new law has been in 
effect for less than a year and 
urged it be given a good try. 
They reiterated last year’s 
arguments that the hike to 20 
would decrease teenage drinking 
and traffic fatalities. 

Rep. Sherman W. Saltmarsh 


voted against the bill. 

Registry Hours (H 3800) - 
House defeated 97-37, a bill 
requiring the Registry of Motor 
Vehicles to remain open at least 
one night a week until 8:30 p.m. 
Supporters said the evening 
hours would help consumers who 
can’t get to the Registry during 
the day because they work. 
Opponents claimf d the Registry 
is presently moving toward 
opening evening hours, but said 
it should be up to the Registrar, 
and not the Legislature, to 
decide the hours. 

Saltmarsh voted against the 
bill. 


Building Inspectors (H 586) - 
House approved 66-60, a bill 
requiring cities and towns to 
appoint certain building In¬ 
spectors for three years Instead 
of the present one year term. 
Supporters argued the position is 
an important one since the in¬ 
spectors enforce the state’s 
building code, and pointed out a 
three year term would give more 
continuity. Opponents clamed 
the bill violates home rule and 
said the state has no business 
Imposing terms of office for 
appointed officials in local 
communities. 

Saltmarsh voted against the 
bill. 
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Poverty Industry

The conflict of interest charges surrounding 
selection of a cable tv licensee in Winchester 
may tend to cloud the issue of which applicant 
will best serve its subscribers and the interests 
of the town. 

The situation now seems to be one of choosing 
up sides. A lot of prominent Winchester people 
are stockholders in the local firm, WCTV. But 
the selectmen and the attorney whose 
relationships have been challenged are also well 
known and well respected. 

Whether or not the attorney’s active par¬ 
ticipation in the selectmen’s political campaigns 
creates a conflict that should preclude his 
representing a cable tv applicant is something 
the court will have to decide. 

The question is not when the decision is made 
or who makes it, it is who is the best potential 
licensee. The cable tv advisory committee and 
the selectmen have done a lot of work trying to 
determine the answer. Any decision must stand 
on its own merits and not on local connections or 
local ownership. 

Perhaps it would be worthwhile, for future 
reference and for everyone’s piece of mind, for 
the.selectmen to make a formal statement, in the 
minutes, setting forth the strengths and 
weaknesses of the applicants as they see them 
and the factors contributing to their decision. 
When the vote is finally taken, the public 
deserves more explanation than just a show of 
hands or an extemporaneous comment. 

While such a formal statement, either in¬ 
dividually or as a “majority opinion” might 
raise as many questions as it answers, it might 
also go a long way toward settling things down. 

The selectmen are charged with making the 
decision based on a comparative analysis, not 
political influence or proximity of owners. It 
seems only right that they set forth their views in 
a written public statement for all to judge. 

Massachusetts 

The exceptionally strong vote for John 
Anderson in Massachusetts seems to have come 
as a surprise to commentators, columnists and 
the candidate himself. 

Not to us. 

Two things predicted it: 

One, years of watching voters here sym¬ 
pathize with anyone who expresses any sign of 
y!®eral, left wing inclination. , 

Two, years of paying taxes'to support all’the 
programs passed by local liberal legislators in 
the name of saving humanity. 

John Anderson fits right into this image. He 
fits in Massachusetts. 

The real story of the Massachusetts primary 
is the strong showing of Ronald Reagan and 
George Bush, both no-nonsense, penny-pinching 
conservatives. 

Reagan has a substantial hurdle to overcome 
nationally, his age. Many great men would have 
been unknown had they died before age 70, but in 


politics advancing age can be a serious liability. 
Nevertheless, Reagan, the most conservative of 
all Republican candidates, nearly equalled 
Anderson. And this with another strong con¬ 
servative at the top of the list, George Bush. 

The combined vote for Bush and Reagan is 
the story of the Massachusetts primary, not John 
Anderson. If George Bush can put a few more 
victories together with close finishes, he could be 
the Republican with the best chance of winning 
the Presidency. 

The real question is if not Bush, then who? 
The numbers just don’t seem to be there for 
Reagan on a national basis. Then again, we don’t 
know the national scene as well as we know 
Massachusetts. 

Ted Kennedy? 

What about the Kennedy vs. Carter race in 
Massachusetts? 

It’s not only Massachusetts liberalism and 
Kennedy charisma. The people just aren’t in¬ 
formed when it comes to Ted. 

And they don’t want to be. Without a Kennedy 
in the limelight, Massachusetts would be just 
another state. 

National . . . 

With the pressure on President Carter’s 
cabinet this week to make substantial cuts in the 
federal budget, a major concern is where the 
cuts will come. 

Some political philosophies hold that you can 
blame inflation on a lot of things just so long as 
you don’t blame it on the federal government - 
the big daddy with his handouts for all takers. 

But the reality is that only the federal 
government has the economic clout to make any 
serious moves against inflation. President Ford 
did it with the veto. He held down government 
spending by vetoing inflationary spending voted 
by Congress. The inflation rate was less than 5 
percent when he left office; it is over 18 percent 
today. Something has to happen soon to stop this 
craziness. 

The President’s call for emergency budget 
cuts is welcome but it is only a beginning. The 
hope is that the budget cuts will be made across 
the board and equally across departments. It 
would be particularly unfair to have the easy 
areas to cut — such as general revenue sharing 
to cities and towns — bear a disproportionate 
share of the burden. That would only place an 
added load on the property owner. 

The government has over five million people 
administering the almost 60 percent of the 
federal budget which goes for Individual aid 
programs — welfare, social security, veterans, 
and special training programs. Some of these 
cannot be cut because payments are mandated 
by law. But every program should be examined 
and it might be time to start thinking again about 
restraint - and changing some laws. 

An 18 percent inflation rate now on top of an 
actual 13.2 percent for 1979 is outrageous and 
indefensible. 


One of America's largest industries is the 
poverty industry. About 5 million persons hold 
jobs in which the chief function is to counsel with 
and dispense welfare payments to about 44 
million recipients. The dispensers represent a 
bigger constituency than workers in tran¬ 
sportation and public utilities (4.9 million), or 
people engaged in Una nee, insurance and real 
estate (4.7 million > 

Not counting lb political clout of that per¬ 
centage of the 44 million welfare receivers which 
represents registered voters, the givers-out 
carry a wallop of their own. And the natural 
human tendency is ;.n see to it that the needy 
become not less, but more. Thus, the constant 
search for recruits !•'. welfare eligibility. 

As America moves into the ’80s with a still- 
shrinking dollar, a productive population whose 
real incomes are stagnant, if not beginning to 
recede, and whose* taxes are growing heavier 
through inflation * m i* that edges them into 
higher brackets, it i ; hi tie wonder that tax revolt 
is in the air. 

In the process tJ revolt, certain illusions are 
going to be elbowed off lhe high board, and one of 
these may be the id. popular in the days of 
Lyndon Johnson, that if the government nails 
down a comfortable floor of income to guarantee 
the needs of chronic relief these people will take 
off Into self-support 

It was called ••brcukhig the poverty cycle,” 
remember? The theory was that when the fear of 
want was removed families would develop that 
serenity and stability that would enable them to 
take their places iv productive members of 
society. This theory didn’t bother itself with 
wondering how early Americans, who lived lives 
often precarious and certainly devoid of 
guarantees, were able to come up with the 
world’s most productive nation. 

Anyway, HEW experiments, starting 10 years 
ago in Denver and Seattle, have indicated that, 
under guaranteed income, welfare families are 
more inclined to lie down than rise up. Male 
family heads reduced work by 11 percent, female 
heads by 25 percent, and other adult male and 
female members by 43 and 60 percent, respec¬ 
tively. So much for the idea that an assured free 
living spurs ambition. 

Not without reason does the Mexican 
government argue that illegal Mexican im¬ 
migrants generally take only those jobs which 


native-born Americans spurn. We seem to be 
raising generations to whom the only jobs of 
which they are capable are beneath their 
dignity. 

But, worse than laziness, there Is a chilling 
logic in much job-ducking. Where not working 
pays as well as working, a worker would pay a 
100 percent tax on his labor. 

-In an article, “Treating Poverty,” in the 
February 0 Harper's, Tom Bethel quoted Dr. 
Jodie Allen, former special assistant to the 
secretary of labor, as saying that between 1971 
and 1975 the proportion of the federal caseload 
that had been continuously on welfare for more 
than three years rose from 31 percent to 45 
percent. 

Considering cash assistance, food stamps, 
housing assitance, education benefits, Medicaid, 
etc., a Harvard investigator found a welfare 
family that had legally obtained $16,000 a year. A 
taxpaying family head would have had to earn 
$20,000 to match it. 

In order to dampen these work disincentives, 
the push is now on to allow more and more job 
Income without welfare penalties. This, as 
Bethel points out, simply brings welfare to the 
middle class. Dr. Blanche Bernstein, former 
welfare director for New York City, told a Senate 
committee two years ago that it is possible for a 
mother of three to remain eligible for AFDC 
payments until her earnings reach $29,000 a 
year. 

Charles D. Hobbs, in his book, “The Welfare 
Industry,” asserts that in 1976, counting benefits 
from all sources plus tax exemptions, the 
average welfare family of four had a real income 
slightly above the median family level in 
America. And Martin Anderson, in his book, 
“Welfare,” mourns that cutting the charity load 
may be politically impossible because too many 
congressmen now have a “critical mass” of 
welfare recipients in their districts. 

Yet, something may Indeed have to give. How 
large can the welfare mass grow before the tax 
load on the productive segment of American 
society becomes, in itself, a disincentive to 
produce? and what is the future of a nation in 
what is again, quite obviously, a jungle world if 
the fever for Incomes transfers makes it im¬ 
possible for that nation to defend itself? 

The “poverty cycle” was supposed to have 
been cured by the Great Society. What can 
anyone, poverty Included, look forward to in the 
busted or beaten society? 




The Sliding Seventies 


What will historians 100 years from now say 
>f America in the 1970s? 

We guess now at our peril. Just as a desert 
nouse on the rim of the Grand Canyon cannot 
:ontemplate the awesome space because he is 
oo close to small things, so do we, in trying to 
>urvey the last 10 years, have difficulty in 
separating the titillating trivia from that which 
vill prove to be solidly significant. 

But it seems safe to say that in the decade 
vhich we are leaving America suffered setbacks 
n power, prestige, national wealth and morale. 
Whether history will record these trends as a 
nere dip, or as the onset of decay, we cannot 
udge today. 

It was a period in which our own foolishness 
md profligacy began to overtake us. The 
;scalating national deficits, caused, principally, 
jy politicians who sought favor from the dec¬ 
orate by spending more than they dared exact in 
axes, and by an electorate that generally 
responded favorably to the purchase of their 
/otes, finally ran into economic laws which no 
jongress can repeal. 

The dollar slipped on the world markets. 
What we needed from abroad cost us more, and 
hose Americans who traveled overseas were 
shocked at 57-cent marks, 25-cent francs and 
lalf-cent yen. 

On Oct. 19, 1973 came the Arab oil embargo. 
While the ban lasted less than five months, we 
mind that $2 oil had become $10 oil, and it went 
>n from there. 

We reacted with confusion and timidity. We 
vere married to movement, which meant 
gasoline, and we paid. The deficits climbed. And 
)ur productivity began to slip in comparison with 
najor commercial rivals abroad. 

Productivity, of course, is the index of how 
ifficiently we service, make, mine or harvest. It 
las a lot to do with price. This was overlooked by 
he hooters at the “work ethic,” the crowd that 
vanted 20-and-out, more holidays, shorter work 
veeks, and all the fun of featherbedding, 
slowdowns and hair-trigger strikes. Many who 
lelped add to prices now want their wages in- 
iexed to the cost of living. 

But there was a deeper trouble. The im¬ 
provement in our productive plant began to level 
Dff. In our laudable enthusiasm for cleaning up 
;he American environment, government 
iuthorities mandated rigid and sweeping rules 
;hat diverted funds normally allocated for im¬ 


proved machinery and processes into scrubbers 
and holding ponds. Many companies got out of 
the business of pure research, which had paid 
handsome dividends. The locus of most patents 
filed shifted toward West Europe and Japan. Our 
antique steel Industry, unable to meet foreign 
competition, began closing plants. 

Watergate hit the nation like a seismic wave. 
First a vice president and then a president 
resigning under fire! But the proper cure for an 
imperial presidency was hardly a confused 
presidency and an imperial Congress. 

It was a decade in which relief for the poor, 
the sick and the unlucky began to be replaced by 
a new concept — “incomes transfer.” This was 
the idea that taking from the able and the 
energetic and giving to the hapless and the 
weakly motivated was not to be a temporary 
shoring-up, but a permanent transfer of wealth 
as a human right. 

It was also a decade In which the bureaucracy 
got away. No campaign promise of Jimmy 
Carter failed so utterly as his pledge to cut the 
size of government. Gradually, we moved away 
from a government of laws and became a 
government of regulations, promulgated by the 
un-elected, the anonymous and unfireable. 

The Seventies started the American retreat. 
It involved not merely the determination to keep 
out of future Vletnams, but net losses as a world 
power. Our volunteer armed forces staggered 
along understrength and underqualified. 
Important bases vanished. Our Navy became 
No. 2. We apologized for building the Panama 
Canal and handed to a Castro-admiring bully boy 
a conscience Indemnity worth billions. 
Everywhere America held a position of strength 
it was easy to marshal student demonstrations 
against “imperialism,” while Russia’s 
proliferating power bases were advertised as 
points of liberation. 

There is some good news. The agony of In¬ 
flation is now well appreciated, and Congress is 
wondering whether the bureaucratic giant must 
not finally be curbed by flat ceilings on spending. 
Genocide in Cambodia has silenced Jane Fonda 
and Tom Hayden on Communist happiness In 
Southeast Asia. The unprecendented humiliation 
in Iran has drawn us together, and there is new 
concern about our military anemia. We seem to 
be learning something. 

But the decade of the Seventies was a bum-

About 50 intern ted itb range nuclear 
missiles are poised for in .hint firing 
against targets in lh< C.S. I mm a vast 
complex of underground eaves and 
tunnels throughout Cuba. 

This information I mm anti-Castro 
forces in the Caribbean u if b close ties in 
the Red held island For tin most part the 
missiles represent the hulk ol the Soviet 
nuclear-tipped arsenal that was sup¬ 
posedly removed from Cuba during the 
so-called Cuban missile crisis in 1962. 

It is estimated by these sources (anti- 
Castro) that instead of the reiHjrled three 
to five thousand Soviet Combat troops 
said to be there the actual is about 41,000, 
many of these it is understood, are in 
Cuba to maintain local order while Cuban 
troops are ranging world wide, such as 
Africa and Afghanistan. 

Reportedly the Cuban-based Soviets 
maintain long-ranged, npelear-armed, 
submarine-launched ballistic missiles. 
Further more they also have long-ranged 
nuclear-armed cruise missiles, Cuba 
based. 

Moreover, the Soviets have reportedly 
recently completed at Cienfuegos a 
facility which may well be intended for 
the handling of nuclear war heads. 

In the last year the Soviets have 
deployed a dozen M16-23 fighter-bombers 
to Cuba which can quick I v |»e adapted to 
deliver nuclear weapons They long have 
been flying reeonnissnner versions of the 
Bear intercontinental bombers hack and 
forth from the USSR to Cuba. They also 
fly surveillance up and down the East 
coast. 

Taken together, this jictix ity suggests 
that the Soviets have created in Cuba 
both a strategic submarine base and a 
strategic bomber base. 

If Carter continues to tolerate this 
threat to our security the Kremlin will 
take this as a clear signal that Carter’s 
administration lacks the will to use our 
military supremacy in the Caribbean 
region to neutralize the Soviet's advance 
military operations base inside the 
defense perimeter for the Western 
Hemisphere 

In his book. “Strat*.*g> of Survival’’ 


Brian Cozier, director of the widely- 
acclaimed London-based Institute for the 
Study of Conflict, and a recognized 
authority on subversion, terrorism, 
communism and national defense wrote: 
“The time for compromise and evasion is 
past. There is no time left,..unless the 
west (USA) acts now, meaning in 1980 the 
chances are that the tide of retreat will 
be irreversible." 

Suppose you knew that you had a year 
or two of life left as you have known It? 
Chances are that you would do 
everything in your power to cheat death. 
Do you realize that your country, 
America as you have known and loved - 
may have only two years of life left as a 
free and democratic society? 

By early 1982, at the latest, the 
Russians will have in place a fourth- 
generation ICBM strike force. They will 
then have such a clear and commanding 
ability to blast us off the map, while 
risking only minimal harm to them¬ 
selves, that no American president would 
dare to push the nuclear button. Which 
means, plain and simple, that we would 
be at their mercy. 

Yet there is a very real danger that we 
may face that fate in Just a year or two - 
and it is a danger which grows with each 
passing day of indecision and national 
blindness. The danger, very simply put is 
that the Soviet Union, in just about two 
years time will be in a position to force us 
to our knees, and to force us to become 
it’s chattels - and do so without firing a 
shot.

bemocratic nomination for the office of 
Iheriff of Middlesex County, 
f The lifelong resident of Middlesex 
bounty and a native of Cambridge, is 
Currently the coordinator of community 
[ervices for Middlesex County and has 
Wn affiliated with the County for the 
fast 28 years. 

Corkery is the employee represen¬ 
tative of the Middlesex County 
Retirement System for the past 22 years, 
and chairman of that board five years, 
fie is a product of St. John’s School, 
Jcambridge, Somerville High School and 
■the Rindge Cambridge School of Cam- 
Ibridge. He also completed courses in 
■special studies at Harvard. 

I Corkery served the County over the 
[years at Walden Pond, the Maintenance 
Division at the Superior Courthouse in 
Cambridge, also as Middlesex County 
Dog Officer and Coordinator of Com¬ 
munity Services. 

In 1968 he was appointed County 
Supervisor of Attendance; a position 
which put him in direct contact with the 
authorities of the cities and towns within 
the county. 

Corkery served as supervisor of the 
Middlesex County Training School and 
was directly involved with the juvenile 
court judges, probation officers, 
municipal attendance officers and school 
departments throughout the county in a 
wide scale program to evaluate and treat 
conditions that fostered truancy. 

The Training School received truants 
from seven counties in the eastern part of 
the state, and Corkery was instrumental 
in developing clinical treatment during 
the eight-month live in program con¬ 
ducted there. 

In his announcement of his candidacy 
for the office of Sheriff Corkery pointed 
to the dire need for better correctional 
and rehabilitation programs within the 
county, including: 

1. Enlargement of the victim reim¬ 
bursement program, allowing every 
inmate at the county correctional facility 


to earn funds and to make restitution 
where warranted; 

2. Vastly improve the prision in¬ 
dustrial program; 

3. Arrange for the use of state owned 
property around the Billerica House of 
Correction to implement added 
recreation programs, with the grounds to 
be maintained by the inmates and to 
provide some freedom outside the walls 
where warranted; 

4. Implement a state, county farmers 
program, involving 4-H members 
together with inmates about to be 
released; 

5. Inaugurate new athletic programs, 
indoors and outdoors to provide inmates 
with needed exercise, rather than con¬ 
stantly watch TV; 

6. To mandate that the Sheriff 
maintain living quarters on the grounds 
provided for that purpsoe in order to be 


available at all times and to be able to 
qpickly respond to the needs of the 
correctional facility; 

7. To encourage volunteer programs 
of a religious, fraternal, athletic and 
social services nature; 

8. To expand the inmates daily work 
release program in order to reduce jail 
costs and upgrade the victim reim¬ 
bursement programs; 

9. Insist on a state wide jail guard 
training school. 

“These are just a few of the im¬ 
provements that 1 feel are required in the 
Middlesex County Correctional System," 
said Corkery. “I will expound on them 
and more in the weeks and months to 
come during the course of this campaign 
throughout the county." 

Candidate Corkery, in addition to his 
duties with the county serves as a 
volunteer guard at the Children’s 
Hospital Shriners Burn Institute in 
Boston. 

The son of Mrs. Joseph Corkery of 
Cambridge, he is the father of five 
children; Thomas A. Jr. of Manchester, 
Sgt. Dennis Corkery with the US Air 
Force, Judy Austin of Wilmington, an 
employee with the Registry of Motor 
Vehicles in Woburn, Jo-Ellen Lorenz, a 
teacher at Wakefield High School and 
Robert W. Corkery of Reading. 

He is a past president of the Reading 
High School Parent-Teachers 
Association, a delegate to the National 
Association of Retirement Boards, a 
member of St. Joseph’s Retreat League 
(labor) and a former reservist with the 
US Coast Guard. 

“My committment is to serve as your 
Sheriff, to upgrade a long neglected 
correctional system to national stan¬ 
dards, and be a part of the rehabilitative

It was also a pleasure to have in the 
audience members of other local 
scouting troops, such as Scoutmaster 
Gagel of Troop 503.

it means to be a Eagle Scout made it 
known that many men who had 
distinguished themselves in the OSS 
behind the Japanese lines in great stress 
and solitude, had been Eagle Scouts. Mr. 
Vincent Coates, the Scoutmaster, made 
known the extra qualities that marked 
Jonathan and Charlie. For instance in 
camping trips in the bitter cold, they had 
had a special word for each of those new 
young scouts who had never had to tuck 
into a sleeping bag in the snow before, 
away from home perhaps for the first 
time. These two had sustained the others’ 
confidence and sense of adventure — 
they had proved to be true leaders. 

A surprise to all of us, including the 
scouts themselves, was a speech by Mr. 
Carbone, MDC Commissioner. He was 
there in order to give a citation to Charlie 
for ‘‘outstanding bravery.” Charlie had 
saved the lives of four little girls last 
summer while he was serving as life 
, guard on Nahant Beach. 

Afterwards everyone was invited to 
the home of Mr. and Mrs. Perenick.

During the winter of 1859-1860 Winchester 
was hit by a scarlet fever epidemic in 
which 10 children died. 


Winchester has about 6,500 households 
and a population of about 23,800. We have 
about 4,000 acres, a third of which is 
open, agricultural or forest land. 
According to the Metropolitan Area 
Planning Council, our population will 
gain about 400 people in the coming 5 
years. Demand for housing will grow 
more than population because of the 
increase in one and two person 
households. 

What can the Planning Board do to 
guide developement wisely? First, 
continue to administer the subdivision 
law to provide attractive and safe neigh¬ 
borhoods. Insure adequate water and 
sewer services. 

Second, develop the Center to bring in 
more tax revenue. Our municipal costs 
are pushing up. The land in the Center is 
not used to its maximum and fails to pay 
its share of taxes. In 1977 the town made 
a study of ways to develop the Center. 
Other people have made suggestions. We 
need to come up with more definite plans 
that the town can discuss. The Center is a 
logical place for small apartments of 
medium height. Can we also increase 
office use, more parking places, more 
shops? If more people lived in the Center, 
retail trade would benefit. 

Third, allow small apartments in 
large single homes. It is hard for a young 
person just out of college who wants to 
live in Winchester to find a small 
apartment. Older people who cannot 
keep up their homes, likewise cannot find 
small apartments. If the Parkview 
becomes condominiums, more people 
will need small apartments. Other towns 
have provided new by-laws to allow the 
Board of Appeals to permit a small 
apartment in a large single house on a 
large lot, providing the outside design of 
the old home is not changed. These 
changes do not involve government 
subsidies. Not many owners have taken 
advantage of the new by-laws, but a few 
have done so. A change in our by-laws 
might result in five or six additional 
small apartments being made available 
yearly. If we wish, we could limit the 
number of permits that could be granted 


each year. 

Fourth, encourage Cluster 
Residential Housing. The Winchester 
Zoning By-Law provides for cluster 
zoning on 10-acre sites. With housing 
costs and financing costs at peak levels, 
we should explore the idea of building 
two to four small apartments in buildings 
that look like single family homes, in a 
few places in the town. We would not 
want to detract from present neigh¬ 
borhood attractiveness, but should help 
to lower housing costs where a site is 
appropriate for new kinds of con¬ 
struction. Even small new apartments 
will be very expensive today. 

Fifth, provide a few subsidized 
housing units for families. Winchester 
has done well in providing public housing 
for older people with the Palmer Street 
and Westley Street residences. There are 
also some 675 families in the Town that 
need housing assistance according to the 
Metropolitan Area Planning Council. 
These arc low-income families, that are 
eligible for government subsidized 
housing. The Planning Board should 
encourage the Housing Authority to take 
advantage of a state program (Chapter 
705) that allows the Housing Authority to 
buy a two-family house and rent to low- 
income families for about one-fourth of 
their income. Perhaps the WHA could 
buy four two-family houses in the coming 
year. 

Sixth, provide housing for moderate 
income older people. There is still a 
chance that Winchester House will be 
funded by the Federal Government to 
provide subsidized housing for moderate 
income older people in Winchester. The 
Planning Board should support this 
endeavor. 

Seventh, continue to beautify our 
parks and open spaces. In Boston I lived 
in a neighborhood where local residents 
contibuted to the planting and care of 
shade trees and gardens. I would like to 
see Winchester bring neighbors together 
to plant flowering trees and develop 
small gardens in our public open spaces. 
I hope we can improve the beauty and 
safety of walks along the Aberjona River.

Winchester Hospital Receives 
Full Two-Year Accreditation 


Winchester Hospital was recently 
notified by the Joint Commission on 
Accreditation of Hospitals that it has 
received a full-two-year accreditation, 
based upon a survey of the hospital 
conducted by the Commission in October. 
The two-year accreditation is the 
maximum granted to any hospital. 

Accrediation by the Joint Commission 
means recognition of a hospital's com¬ 
pliance with established standards. For 
nearly 30 years the Joint Commission on 
Accreditation of Hospitals (JCAH) has 
been setting standards for and 
evaluating the quality of health care 
services provided in hospitals throughout 
the country. 

The Commission is the only in¬ 
terprofessional organization of its kind in 
the United States that continually 
provides this type of comprehensive 
measurement, evaluation, and con¬ 
sultation. The Commission, a non-profit, 
non-governmental organization, is 
sponsored by four major hospital and 
medical groups: the American College of 
Physicians, the American College of 
Surgeons, the American Hsopital 
Association, and the American Medical 
Association. 

State and federal laws do not require 
any hospital to seek accreditation. Thus, 
the hospital’s decision to do so volun¬ 
tarily, reflects its concern that the 
quality of its services be measured by 
health care professionals. 

The on site survey was conducted by a 
team of JCAH surveyors consisting of a 
physician, a hospital administrator and a 
registered nurse. 

Well in advance of the survey, Win¬ 
chester Hospital was required to com¬ 
plete a comprehensive questionnaire 
related specifically to JCAH standards. 
The questionnaire is one means the 
hospital has of conducting a preliminary 
self-evauluation. The completed 
questionnaire is returned to the JCAH 
where it is analyzed and used to pinpoint 
ureas that may require special attention 
during the on site survey. 

Commenting on the accreditation, 
hospital president Jack R. Hunter said, 
"A large share of the credit in our 
hospital’s meeting the high standards of 
the Joint Commission must be accorded 
to our medical and dental staff for its 
work. Such a large part of the Com¬ 


mission’s survey is related to medical 
care that, without intense participation 
by medical staff members, a full two- 
year accreditation would not have been 
possible. 

This is further evidence of the qulaity 
of medicine practiced at Winchester 
Hospital. Credit must also be given to our 
employees for thier personal efforts to 
keep the quality of our patient care at a 
high level.”

BURGLAR-PROOF EXTERIOR DOOR 


The most obvious 
entrance for a burglar 
Into most homes Is via 
the front or rear ex¬ 
terior doors. A burglar 
can open an ordinary 
snap lock fairly easily 
with a thin sheet of 
plastic or metal. On all 
hinged-exterior doors, 
you should use a dead¬ 
lock. In this, a separate 
pin on the flat side of the 
latch tongue stays stuck 
In the strike even when 
a burglar pushes back 
the latch tongue. 

Locks with a dead-bolt 
that is operated by a 
thumb-turn from the 
inside are equally ef¬ 
fective; but, of course, 
they do not lock a door 
automatically. 

For maximum 
security, you can equip 
exterior doors with on 
automatic deadlock 
plus a separate night 
lock. In the latter, the 
lock and strike fit 


together like a mortise 
and tenon joint, and 
there is no way a 
burglar can pry them 
apart. 

The most expensive 
night lock can be opened 
only with a key from 
both inside and out. 
Even if a burglar breaks 
a glass beside the door, 
he cannot open or force 
the lock. The lock is 
dangerous however, if 
you have a fire and can't 
find the key.

Carl Thomas 

Carl E. Thomas, a former Oxford 
street resident, died recently at Win¬ 
chester Hospital. 

Dr. Thomas was born in Belmont in 
1898. In his senior year at high school he 
captained the football, baseball and 
hockey teams and was graduated from 
MIT. In 1918 he enlisted in the Royal 
Canadian Air Force because he knew an 
old athletic leg injury would keep him 
from being accepted by the United States 
Air Force. 

Following World War I he returned to 
MIT where he received his S.B. in 
physics. Dr. Thomas began his career 
with the Automatic Refrigerating Co. in 
Hartford, Conn., where a laboratory 
accident in 1922 resulted in his losing his 
sight. 

Despite his blindness, he went on to 
Harvard University where he received a 
master’s in business administration, 
cum laude, from the Graduate School of 
Business Administration in 1924. In 1935 
he received a Ph.D. in economics. While 
pursuing his doctorate, Dr. Thomas was 
an economic consultant to the Federal 
Reserve Bank of New York. 

From 1935 until 1959 he served as 
economic advisor to the Lehman Corp. of 
New York, where he was concerned with 
the application of economic research to 
investment problems. From 1944 until he 
retired in 1964 Dr. Thomas was an 
economic consultant to the John Hancock 
Mutual Life Insurance Co. of Boston. 

In October, 1973 Dr. Thomas made a 
gift to the Baker Library of Harvard 
University of a collection of his papers 
which included many reports relating to 
the economic conditions from the 1930s 
1950s, and an unpublished manuscript of 
five volumes of his chief work, “The 
Dynamics of Nation Building." In this 
manuscript Dr. Thomas elaborated his 
theories relating to the economic causes 
and effects of wars in Anglo-American 
history. 

During his 20-year residence in 
Winchester, Dr. Thomas was a member 
of a group of Civil War “buffs" who met 
monthly in the Winchester Public 
Library’s Rich Room and presented 
scholarly papers on the Civil War. He 
was also a longtime member and past 
president of the Elm Hill Shakespeare 
Club, a local play reading group. 

Dr. Thomas is survived by his wife, 
Doris, a daughter, Joyce of Texas, and a 
son, Allan, of New Hampshire.

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Injunction Lifted, 
Selectmen Decide 
Continental’s Tops 


After two unsuccessful attempts in the 
past week and a half to hear the final 
report of the Winchester Cable TV 
Advisory Committee, the Board of 
Selectmen finally were presented that 
report on Monday night and then 
unanimously voted to award the Win¬ 
chester cable tv franchise to Continental 
Cablevision, Inc, over Warner-Amex and 
Winchester Cable TV. 

The Advisory Committee, along with 
three Selectmen, will now sit down w ith 
representatives of Continental to 
negotiate a contract for that license. 
According to Chairman Richard N. 
Wilsack, there is a hope that the wording 
will be finalized before the March 25 
election, although he stated that there 
wouldn’t be any problem for new 
members ol the Board should that 
deadline not be met. 

The Selectmen were at last able to 
receive the Advisory Committee, chaired 
by William McCarter, on Monday night 
after the town had won a court battle 
preventing WCTV from obtaining 
another restraining order. Town Counsel 
Douglas Randall had argued in the 
Middlesex Superior Court in Cambridge 
last Thursday to have the WCTV ob¬ 
tained restraing order then standing, 
dissolved: 

Randall and the Selectmen were 
granted that request, but at a meeting 
last Friday night, decided to delay 
hearing the Advisory Committee and 
making a final decision on the three 
finalists, until Randall had gone to court 
on Monday. 

WCTV had claimed for the past two 
weeks that there was the "appearance” 
of a conflict of interest involving 
Selectmen Richard N. Wilsack, Barbara 
S. Hankins, Edward F. O’Connell and 
Continental’s attorney Edward Hicks. 

At Monday night’s meeting, the cable 
tv discussion began with the Advisory 
Board giving a final summary of the 
three companies. 

The report did not make any 
recommendations and basically an¬ 
swered a couple of particular questions 
the Selectmen had raised at the Feb. 19 
meeting, where a preliminary vote had 
been taken of each Selectmens’s three 
top choices. Continental, Warner and 
WCTV were selected as the three 
finalists. The Board then asked McCarter 
and his group to zero in on some more 
specific questions they had about each 
company. 

The Advisory Committee did com¬ 


ment on the legal suit brought against the 
Selectmen by WCTV however stating: 
“The recent conduct of WCTV in making 
unfounded conflict of interest charges 
against a majority of the Board of 
Selectmen and subsequently obtaining an 
ex parte restraining order to prevent the 
Board of Selectmen from making the 
linal decision on the award of a cable 
license demonstrates, in the opinion of- 
this Committee, a serious lack of 
judgement on the part of WCTV’s 
management. Our committee seriously 
questions whether WCTV’s management 
team is capable of constructing and 
operating a cable television system in 
Winchester, particularly since it has no 
previous experience in this area. We also 
seriously question whether WCTV would 
cooperate in the future w ith the Board of 
Selectmen who would be responsible for 
regulating the licensee. Such a blatant 
disregard lor governmental authority as 
recently demonstrated by WCTV 
suggests that this company, if awarded 
the license, would be difficult if not 
impossible to regulate, and there could 
be no assurance that WCTV would 
operate a cable system with the best 
interests of the Winchester subscriber in 
mind. We believe that the Selectmen 
should very seriously consider whether 
WCTV is managed by the type of people 
with whom the Town would care to 
conduct business on behalf of its 
residents.” 

After McCarter finished reading his 
report, his committee was complimented 
by Wilsack, who called the report “the 
continuation of a very high standard of 
excellence .” 

O’Connell also praised the Advisory 
Committee. “It has been the epitome of 
Winchester that when push comes to 
shove our citizens come forward.” 

Wilsack then offered all of the com¬ 
panies applying for the application an 
opportunity for a final statement before 
the vote. George Duffy of Colonial 
Cablevision, which was one of the four 
companies eliminated Feb. 19, stepped 
forward to say that "as a company that 
came before you people, hat in hand, 
trying to make a pitch, I feel that this 
Board treated us very fairly. I feel you’ve 
given us a fair shake.” 

He went on to say that he had high 
respect for the integrity or the Select¬ 
men. Wilsack thanked Duffy, saying that

Two Court Hearings Later 
The Controversy Still Lingers 


It was a week of courtrooms, 
hearings, affidavits, complaints, 
demands and meetings. When it was 
over, the Board of Selectmen were free to 
choose Monday night, the cable tv 
company of their preference for Win¬ 
chester’s franchise. Yet there is still 
some question as to whether the con¬ 
troversy surrounding the selection of 
Continental Cablevision, Inc. is really 
over. 

“That decision has not yet been 
reached," said Winchester Cable TV 
President Richard L. Sampson on 
Tuesday as to whether he would appeal 
the Selectmen’s decision. “We’re 
naturally disappointed that we weren’t 
awarded the license. We did everything 
we could to bring the best possible 
proposal to the town. We should know in 
about a week or so.” 

Sampson had pul the Selectmen’s 
linal decision on hold last week when he 
went to court, charging the “ap 
pearance” of a conflict of interest bet¬ 
ween Selectmen Richard N. Wilsack. 
Barbara S. Hankins, Edward F. 
O’Connell and Winchester attorney 
Edward Hicks, the lawyer representing 
Continental, and obtained a temporary 
restraining order preventing those three 
Board members from voting. 

Sampson had presented evidence that 
showed Hicks had been a campaign of 
licer lor and a contributor to Wilsack, 
Hankins and O'Connell when they were 
running for office. When the Feb. 19 
preliminary vole was taken, all three 
made Continental their number one 
choice. 

On Thursday, Town Counsel Douglas 
Randall appeared in the Middlesex 
Superior Court in Cambridge in an at¬ 
tempt to have the temporary restraining 
order Along with the written argument 
he presented to the court, Randall also 
presented seven affidavits, live from the 
Selectmen and one each from William 
McCarter, chairman of the Cable TV 
Advisory Committee, and Hicks. 

Judge Thomas Morse, agreeing with 
the arguments set forth by Randall, 
dissolved the restraining order “without 
prejudice,” meaning that WCTV was 
tree to try again. 

WCTV had obtained the restraining 
order with the argument that a final vote 
by the Selectmen would cause them 
irreparable injury. In his statements to 
Morse on Thursday, Randall pointed out 
that WCTV has an “available ad¬ 
ministrative lorum” in the 
Massachusetts Community Antenna 
Television Commission, in which to raise 
their complaints. 

Randall pointed out that it is that 


commission which hears appeals by 
companies who are “aggrieved by the 
denial of its application by the issuing 
authority.” In this case, the Selectmen. 

Randall also argued that Hicks's 
connection with Continental has been 
public knowledge - at least since formal 
applications were filed by the competing 
cable companies in October of 1979. He 
added to that the fact that the in¬ 
volvement of Hicks with the three 
Selectmen has also been a matter of 
record lor years. “Nevertheless, the 
plaintiff has waited until the last stroke 
of the llth hour to bring these charges 
before this court. Such a delay was 
unreasonable and unnecessary.” He 
contended that this would be a a 
detriment to the town. 

Randall also stated in his argument, 
that the Supreme Judicial Court stated in 
the case of “Moscow vs. Boston 
Redevelopment Authority,’’ that "mere 
political contributions does not cause one 
to tall within the prohibitions of the 
state’s conflict ol interest statute.” 

Randall went on to state a number of 
“practical considerations" for town 
government in a community the size of 
Winchester, such as small, active groups 
in politics who are also in involved with 
each other in community activities. 

In I heir affidavits lo the court, 
Hankins, Wilsack and O’Connell all deny 
having been influenced by Hicks. 
O’Connell further stated that the use of 
terms such as “bag job” and • “blatent 
Misuse ol * power’’ by a WCTV 
representative has caused “physical 
pain and discomfort and mental stress to 
me and to members of my family. It has 
'had a deleterious effect on my personal 
professional work. It has had a 
deleterious effect on my wife's 
professional work.” He went on to say 
that the actions and statements of WCTV 
“undermine the right of citizens freely to 
support the candidates of their choice for 
public office, a right guaranteed lo us by 
the Constitution.” 

On Friday night the Selectmen met 
again, amid a crowded Selectmen’s 
office. After an executive session of 75 
minutes, Selectman Arthur Dunbar read 
a statement lo the audience: “On 
Thursday. March 6, Judge Morse 
dissolved the restraining order which 
prohibited our deliberating on the Cable 
TV license. Mr. Randall intends to return 
to court on Monday in an attempt to 
conclude this suit in a manner that will 
allow this process ol awarding a license

Strength In Winchester’s Diversity 
At Saturday’s International Festival 


It began as a reactionary step, 
spawned by the town’s racial crisis of 
last June. But unlike many impulse 
measures, the International Festival 
planned for this Saturday has survived 
the months since its birth and still carries 
the hope of its creators, a brotherhood in 
Winchester. 

“Our purpose was somewhere, 
somehow, to try to bring the community 
a little closer,” said Winchester High 
School Principal Vincent Larocco last 
week. But it’s not a program of the ad¬ 
ministration, which he is the first to 
admit. It’s being run by the students and 
it means more to them and the town than 
any car wash, cake sale or football win 
over Woburn ever could. 

“This was something that w*e could 
do,” says high school student Bob 
Hallisey of the Student Union at WHS. 

The purpose of the fair, which runs 
from 11 a.m. to 4 p.m. is to show the 
diversity of the town. It’s an idea that 
Multicultural Specialist Lee Behnke has 
often espoused, the fact that the dif¬ 
ferences in people’s backgrounds should 
not !>e dividers, but rather the glue to a 
stronger community. 

“It’s unbelievable the time and effort 
that’s been devoted,” points out Larocco. 
Especially in the past lew months, when 
community groups such as the Rotary 
and the Enka Society, as well as the 
town’s Recreation Department have all 


become involved. Letters were sent out 
by the Student Union approximately two 
months ago to every organization in town 
and the response has been very on 
couraging according to Larocco and 
Hallisey. 

All of the groups involved are 
donating thoir time and many merchants 
in town have donated materials Displays 
and«'r’em. ..ire planned by school groups 
such as the Spanish Club, the French 
Club, be German Club, the International 
Club and the Latin Club. They ’ll be joined 
by the Sons ol Italy, an Irish delegation, 
an Armenian delegation, an Israeli 
delegation, Winchester’s Black com¬ 
munity and all ol the grammar schools in 
town 

“It’s a tremendous thing lor school 
spirit,’ pointed out Larocco. “People 
want to go to this because of the nature ol 
the program.” He added that with the 
vast array of events to attend, people 
may end up complaining that there 
wasn’t enough time to see them all But 
Hallisey quickly points out that 
“nobody’s listened lo the complaints 
about Disney World.” 

The large formal promises an at 
traction for people of all ages, with 
Hallisey noting an example ol the fun 
students can have. “There aren’t many 
chances you get to < ireek dance with youi 
teachers.” 


Larocco isn’t sure if the event will 
become an annual feature at the high 
school, the turnout at this festival and the 
subsequent feedback from I he town will 
dictate that. Bight now be sees promising 
signs.

the Board “deeply appreciates you 
coming down here on your own time.” 

Bruce Clark of Greater Boston 
Cablevision agreed with Duffy, com¬ 
plimenting the Selectmen and the 
Advisory Committee. 

Richard L. Sampson, the president of 
Winchester Cable TV and the man who 
had taken the Selectmen to court, then 
read a prepared statement explaining 
the reasoning for the legal action. 

“We share the Board’s concern that 
the issue of which company can do the 
best job for Winchester, has been 
overshadowed by the legal issues in¬ 
volving the possible violation of Gen. 
Law 268A, seetion 23, which prohibits the 
appearance of conflict of interest. We are 
deeply sorry to sec the situation get so far 
out of hand that statements carried in the 
press have appeared to impugn the 
characters of individuals whose integrity 
we respect and whose friendship we 
value,” began Sampson. 

Further in the statement it read, 
“many people have suggested that the 
process by which large outside com¬ 
panies seeking approval by local boards 
seek out politically well-connected local 
counsel, is simply the reality of life and 
‘business as usual’ in many cities and 
towns. The real question that we each 
must answer is simply this: ‘At what 
point do the connections become so clear 
and so obvious that people in the com¬ 
munity are left with the uneasy feelings 
or impression that the decision-making 
body may be influenced by those political 
connections?’ This uneasy feeling can be 
created even in situations where there is 
no conflict, and where the individuals 
concerned scrupulously attempt to 
separate out a tendency toward 
favoritism.” 

The statement continued, “in this 
case, the connection was that the at¬ 
torney representing one of the cable 
companies was either the campaign 
manager or treasurer for three of the 
Selectmen constituting a majority of the 
Board (enough to grant a licens). Those 
same three Selectmen, in a preliminary 
vote, in fact, did choose the company 
represented by the attorney with whom 
they were politically connected. 

“There are some who would say that 
this is mere coincidence, but there are 
others who would suggest that this 


created the appearance of influence — 
the very thing which is prohibited by 
statute.” 

Sampson went on to say that “as 
former Gov. Volpe indicated in setting up 
a special commission in 1961 to establish 
a code of ethics for State, County and 
Municipal employees: The standards of 
conduct to which government must be 
held must be higher than what prevails in 
the marketplace, in order to maintain the 
confidence of the people in our 
democratic governmental structure. 

"Surely it is the responsibility of the 
government to provide moral leadership. 
It is essential to the operation of a 
democratic government that public 
officials give the appearance of being 
independent and impartial so that the 
public will maintain its confidence in the 
integrity of its government. 

“Perhaps all of us should ask our¬ 
selves what standards we seek for our 
elected governmental officials, The 
WCTV president continued, “and ask 
ourselves whether or not, if faced with 
this same issue as a menjber of the Board 
of Selectmen, we would be willing to 
stand up and say ‘ ‘yes, good government 
may require that I not vote on an issue — 
in order to preserve a higher good.’ That 
higher good is the continued main¬ 
tenance in the minds of the public that 
what may be business as usual’ in some 
communities is not acceptable as a 
standard of conduct for our government 
here in Winchester. 

“Any suggestion or innuendo that 
may have appeared in the press that goes 
beyond the confines of the issue that I’ve 
just described, is indeed unfortunate and 
certainly unintended. At no time has 
Winchester Cable TV alleged any actual 
conflicts or actual unethical conduct on 
the part of any Selectman, of Attorney 
Edward Hicks or of Continental 
Cablevision, Inc.” 

Sampson continued by saying that, 
“I’m sure I speak for every member of 
Winchester Cable TV when I say that our 
goal, our desire, our vision, was to do 
something very, very good for the town 
through our formation of WCTV. Never 
did we dream that we would find our¬ 
selves emeshed in a situation of potential 
harm to the town or anyone in it — least 
of all individuals who have labored long 
and ably for the Town.” 

Sampson then went on to urge the 
Board to delay their decision and con¬ 
tinue to analyze the three proposals. 

As Sampson ended his statement, 


Lawrence Murray, one of the attorneys 
lor WCTV, began to applaud and was 
joined by other members of the audience. 
Wilsack, obviously angered by the out¬ 
burst, banged his gavel on the table and 
stated “this is not an audience par¬ 
ticipation meeting Mr. Murray.” 

Murray answered Wilsack by saying 
that he was “very pleased to sec Mr. 
Sampson address the issue.” 

Wilsack, further angered, again 
slammed his gavel and said “I have not 
recognized you Mr. Murray.” 

Representatives from both Warner 
and Continental made statements to the 
Board liefore the vote was taken. As he 
did on the Feb. 19 straw vote, Wilsack 
went around the table (>olling each 
Selectman for his top choice. 

Saying that “I think it’s been a very 
rewarding experience in my point of view 
of being able to sift through the 
documentation and presentations of 
seven companies,” Selectman Arthur 
Dunbar was the first to select Continental 
as his top choice. “I listened to 
everybody. I think I read every word that 
was given to me.” 

Selectman Wade Welch was next, 
choosing Warner. ”1 believed and I still 
believe the people of WCTV did a 
tremendous job,” said Welch. “Unfor¬ 
tunately I have to vote for what I think is 
best lor all the people of this town.” 

Welch, referring to the fact that this is 
WCTV’s first attempt at building a cable 
tv system, said “I am going to play it 
safe. Let us not gamble with something 
as large an investment as this.” 

The first year Selectman stated that 
his reason for picking Warner over 
Continental was because of their ad¬ 
vances in technology, such as their 
QUBE feature, as well as their lower 
rates. 

O’Connnell, obviously referring to 
Sampson and the statement he had read 
moments before, stated that "we are 
here to serve the town. That has been the 
hallmark of this Board as long as I have 
been a part of it. It seems hard for some 
people to accept this.” 

He added that “I wish that I had kept 
a diary of the hours that we have spent on 
cable television. It is not something we 
have arrived at lightly. 1 am very, very 
proud to say that what I do now, I do for 
the Town of Winchester.” He then chose 
Continental. 

Hankins, who had made Continental 
her first choice at the Feb. 19 meeting, 
began by saying that her estimation of 


Warner had risen since that time. “I’m 
laced with a kind of dilemma now,” she 
noted. 

Calling the Continental and Warner 
proposals equal, Hankins stated she did 
have some reservations about comments 
made regarding service by Warner. It 
was service, she felt, that was the single 
most important concern. She then chose 
Continental. 

With the decision to grant the license 
needing a majority vote of the Board, the 
award went to Continental with that vote. 

Chairman Wilsack was the last to give 
his choice saying, “in terms of all the 
information I have been able to review, I 
would continue to rank Continental as my 
lirst choice.” 

A motion was then made to award the 
license to Continental, with Welch voting 
along with his fellow board members for 
I he purpose of making the vote 
unanimous. This prompted Wilsack to 
comment on the unity of the Selectmen. 
“This Board, under a fair amount of 
attack, has certainly held together as a 
board.” 

In their proposal, Continental has 
stated that they would be able to com¬ 
mence construction within 60 days of 
receipt of all necessary permits and 
licenses. They also state that the entire 
system will be completed, “absent any 
delaying conditions beyond the control of 
the company,” within 10 months.

lo proceed without compromising the 
integrity of this Board. 

“Although Ihe Court suit does not 
involve any charges of actual misconduct 
against any member of this Board, un¬ 
founded and unfair statements made by 
representatives of Winchester Cable TV 
prior to the suit have made any 
resolution of the Court case to be con¬ 
tingent on a sincere apology to this 
Board, their families and the citizens of 
the Town of Winchester. We await 
Winchester Cable TV's response, with 
the firm belief that the speedy resolution, 
of this case is in the best interests of all 
the citizens of Winchester and all the 
applicants for the cable TV license.” 

Hankins then suggested that the 
Selectmen review the report of the 
Advisory Board on the final three 
companies. “I think that we have 
inadvertantly imposed on the time of 


many of the cable tv c companies,” she 
told the Board. 

But Selectman Wade Welch was not so 
eager to consider the merits of the three 
finalists, WCTV, Continental and War- 
ner-Amex, just then. “My problem is that 
three members of the Board have been 
maligned unfairly,” said Welch. He 
added that he couldn’t concentrate on the 
number of channels a company was 
offering until the case had been resolved 
and asked that the discussion be delayed 
until after Randall went to court on 
Monday. “1 really do not want to 
deliberate in this charged atmosphere.” 

O’Connell lashed out at the actions 
brought against him. “I have been 
seared by the scars that have been in¬ 
flicted upon us by some people.” He went 
on to say that “they have Caused the 
Town of Winchester to suffer.” He too 
asked for a delay and then walked out of 
the room, but returned minutes later. 

After Dunbar and Wilsack agreed to 
reschedule the discussion for Monday 
night, Dunbar made a motion to adjourn. 
It was at that point that Sampson, 
standing in the doorway in the back of the 
room, said “Mr. Chairman,” but was 
ignored by Wilsack who seconded the 
motion and adjourned the meeting. On 
Monday, both sides were again in court. 
However, again Morse ruled in favor of 
the town, stating that WCTV did not show 
that irreparable harm would be done or 
that there was lack of a remedy. 

Morse also took issue with WCTV 
basing their argument on the “ap¬ 
pearance” of a conflict of interest. 
“Either there was or there plainly was 
not a violation under section 23,” Morse 
told WCTV attorney Jerry Benezra. 

Benezra had sought an injunction 
"more limited in scope” on Monday, 
compared to the previous restraining 
order WCTV had obtained. This time he 
sought to prevent the Selectmen from 
voting only until March 18. Benezra felt 
that in that time he might be able to get a 
ruling from the State Ethics Com¬ 
mission. “We are trying to pick a date 
that is reasonable,’’Benezra told Morse. 

Benezra admitted that the request 
was “somewhat out of the normal range 
of a restraining order,” and wasn’t sure 
he could succeed in his action. He stated 
that “this is new ground. In my 
judgement, virgin territory.” 

Randall had a number of reasons why 
the temporary restraining order should 
not be granted. He began, as he did on 
Thursday, by pointing out that no 
charges had been made of conflict of 


interest and that WCTV had only stated 
there was an appearance of one. 

He also pointed out that no 
irreparable harm would be done to 
WCTV if the license was granted. By law, 
there must be proof that the action which 
the Temporary restraining order would 
prevent, would cause irreversable harm. 

Randall, in fact, argued that the 
irreparable harm would be done to the 
“public at large” if the restraining order 
was granted, because it holds up the 
decision. “To delay the Selectmen one 
moment is irreparable harm or could 
be,” said the Winchester Town Counsel. 

Randall also pointed out that it would 
be unlikely that WCTV could get an 
opinion from the State Ethics Com¬ 
mission in eight days and that three or 
four months would be more realistic. 

Another argument he pointed out was 
that the WCTV action was an "11th hour 
attempt” to prevent the vote. He added 
that WCTV was attempting to seek relief 
by implying that public records were 
more than what they actually appeared 
to be. 

Randall also pointed out that 
ultimately, WCTV has little likelihood for 
success in their suit. Noting that WCTV 
does not state in their complaint a 
“factual basis for wrongdoing,” Randall 
stated that “the complaint itself nowhere 
sets forth that the public has that im¬ 
pression.” 

Stating that Hicks had appeared 
before the Board of Selectmen on two 
previous occasions to argue for a client, 
Randall pointed out that he was rejected 
both times. “That someone could in¬ 
fluence the Board of Selectmen is the 
shearest falsehood,” said Randall in his 
summation. “We’re talking about a real 
attorney whose reputation could suffer 
and five Selectmen whose reputations 
could suffer.” Attorney Edward Lev, 
representing Continental at the hearing, 
liled a motion to intervene against the 
restraining order, saying that “although 
we are not named as a defendant, 
nevertheless we are hurt.” 

Lev pointed out that if there was a 
ruling against the Selectmen it would 
also be a ruling against Continental since 
they would be connected. This would 
damage the reputation of Continental, 
said Lev and the cable tv company’s 
integrity is its “most precious 
possession” when seeking a license in a 
community.

Following the decision by Morse, a 
relieved Hankins said that "I'm just so 
delighted that we finally had a chance to 
give our side in court.” 

O'Connell stated that ‘all 1 know is 
that some people maligned the Board of 
Selectmen the last couple of weeks.” 
W ilsack would not comment. 

Bui there was still the question of an 
apology by WCTV. “That's up to them 
now because there was no settlement and 
no agreements,” Hankins mentioned 
after the hearing. 

Though not stated as such, Sampson 
may have come close to an apology on 
Monday night when he read a prepared a 
statement. After explaining the reasons 
lor the legal action against the Select¬ 
men, Sampson stated that “we are 
deeply sorry to see the situation get so far 
out of hand that statements carried in the 
press have appeared to impugn the 
characters ol individuals whose integrity 
ue respect and whose friendship we 
value.” Hater in the text Sampson said 
that “I’m sure I speak for every member 
of Winchester Cable TV when I say that 
our goal, our desire, ou»‘ vision, was to do 
something very, very good for the town 
through our formation of WCTV. Never 
did we dream that we would find our 
selves emeshed in a situation of potential 
harm to the town or anyone in it...” 
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The Selectmen will now begin 
negotiations on a contract with Con¬ 
tinental, hopefully finishing the wording 
before the town election on March 25. 

As far as any further legal action is 
concerned, WCTV's complaint is still in 
the courts and they still have the right to 
appeal the decision.

School Holding 
Registration 

The Neighborhood Cooperative 
Nursery School, located at the First 
Congregational Church, is presently 
holding registration for classes in »the 
1980-81 school year. 

The Cooperative Nursery School, 
beginning it’s 11th year, is a program for 
children of ages three, four and five, 
which also involves the parents of the 
students. With classes kept to a 
maximum of 12, the mothers of the 
students rotate in joining the class and 
working with the teacher. This gives the 
school two adults for each program, one 
of whom may lie more reassuring for the 
young students than the other. 

Tuition for three-year old children, 
who attend two half-day sessions each 
week, is $230 each year. For four and 
five-year olds, who attend three half-day 
sessions each week, the tuition is $380. 

The director of the Neighborhood 
Cooperative Nursery School is Bettie 
Jellis, who has been with the program for 
10 years. Jellis is a certified nursery 
school and elementary school teacher 

The school year at the nursery school 
runs the same as the school year for 
public schools in Winchester, starting 
one week later, but then taking vacations 
at the same time. 

“We have everything that you’d ex¬ 
pect in any nursery school,” says Eva 
Arnott, president of the school. She 
stated that some nursery schools place a 
lot of emphasis on academics, while 
others shade more in the other direction. 
“We’re really pretty middle of the road,” 
she pointed out. 

Presently, openings for four-year old 
students have almost all been filled, but 
there are still spaces for three and five- 
year olds. For registration information, 
contact Arnott at 729-2137 or the school 
during the morning at 729-8081.

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The Selectmen’s Choice 

in the light of the stated "appearance” of possible conflict of 
interest complications, as the Selectmen stated their preferences on 
Monday night for the final cable tv company in Winchester, they 
were in a somewhat "damned if you do, damned if you don’t position. 

By awarding the franchise to Continental Cablevision, an open 
door has been left to those Winchester Cable TV supporters in 
town who feel they never had a chance from the beginning or they 
never had a chance because they never had Ed Hicks. 

On the other hand, were the Selectmen to change their votes to 
the degree that the lead of three weeks ago swung away from Con¬ 
tinental, they could be accused of bending to pressures of an in¬ 
criminating "appearance." This despite the fact that the 
preliminary vote that determined the three finalists, was declared 
non-binding at the outset. 

But in the end, is there any reason to suspect the Selectmen’s 
choice? They claimed they voted on the merits of the company and 
indeed, Continental submitted an outstanding proposal. It was equal 
with Warner’s in nearly every regard and had two advantages on the 
larger company. 

The first was that Continental intends to build its headend site in 
Winchester. Warner, on the other hand, would be using the headend 
they already have established in Malden. 

From the time the proposals were submitted, it was clear that the 
Selectmen and the Advisory Board wanted the town to have as much 
control of the operation as possible, without actually interfering with 
the running of the business or the services to Winchester. A headend 
located on town property was much more comforting to the two 
committees than one in Malden. Should something go wrong in 
Malden which would impede the signals being transmitted, where 
would that leave the Winchester viewer? 

Another consideration which appeared to sway at least one 
Selectman's vote was the service record of the two companies. 
Though the Advisory Committee's final report gave a favorable 
service report on the whole for Warner, it did mention a number of 
communities where customers have not been pleased with that 
company. 

And what of Mr. Hicks and his role in the cable tv drama? If he is 
a favorite of this Board of Selectmen they have a strange way of 
showing it, having ruled against him in a case two years ago. The 
simple fact is, win, lose or draw, Ed Hicks was going to get paid from 
Continental. He also stated in a sworn affidavit to the court that he 
would not receive any bonus should Continental receive the fran¬ 
chise. 

WCTV had one insurmountable problem. It has never built a 
system before. In an industry where reputation is everything, they 
have none. As Dick Sampson is well aware, the money involved in 
the cable tv business is astronomical. It would seem only logical that 
the Selectmen would go with a proven commodity, despite limited 
partners such as Gilbert Hood and Alan Cormack. 

Which raises a question only Sampson can answer. With his 
all-star lineup of investprs in tpw^. why did he not have them petition 
the Board after the preliminary vote? if tills was his 1 ' st'fength, why 
usfeit? .. 

Tlie route he took could only have turned'me Board against him, 
simply because the members are human. Despite how hard they 
may have tried to continue to vote strictly on merit, surely the 
events of the past two weeks were in their mind when they con¬ 
sidered the WCTV application. And any hope WCTV had was 
probably destroyed by the broadside the Advisory Committee 
delivered in their final report. 

If the Selectmen had taken a company with serious flaws and a 
lawyer involved in their backgrounds, an "appearance" of a conflict 
may appear more suspicious. 

But the Selectmen chose an experienced, established firm that 
made an outstanding proposal. In the end, Winchester is that much 
the better for it.

I would like to add my impressions to 
the many that 1 have read these last two 
weeks in your paper. Recently, at an 
open School Committee meeting, three 
candidates were interviewed for the 
position of Director for Curriculum. 

Every School Committee member had 
an opportunity to ask each candidate 
three questions. Many of these questions 
had several parts which gave the 
Committee a good chance to gather 
valuable information. Approximately 
one hour was given to each candidate, 
and the interviews were conducted with 
respect and responsibility. Some 
members even tried to ask all the can¬ 
didates the same questions in an attempt 
to assure fairness. 

Candidates A and B were both from 
other school systems and answered 
questions in what I thought was a positive 
manner. Each explained some of the 
things they had done in their respective 
systems, and each answered questions 
about where he would start if he joined 
the Winchester system. 

There was something very exciting 
about listening to these two candiates. I 
began to feel that soon our students, 
when given a text that offered four 
geometric shapes, would all be able to 
develop 11 shapes from that lesson. I 
listened to a remarkable description of 
how the teachers had been thoroughly 
inspired by one of these candidates and 
hoped our teachers would be able to have 
this kind of help and inspiration also. 

Then candidate C was interviewed. 
More than once I heard the defensive, 
“We have nothing to apologize for.’’ This 
candidate has been associated with 
Winchester Public Schools for 26 years. 
She 9attl she had Visited Bartlbtt’ School 
and Children’s Own- and 1 had ap¬ 
pointments to visit Belmont Day and 
Buckingham Browne & Nichols. 

Before even visiting the latter two 
Schools, she concluded that she fell that 
an elementary school child would receive 
the best education at Visor ^ School. 

That statement r ade nn, ,nder how- 
objective she could \r .aacs-.ing where 
Winchester stoo ’ developing its 
curriculum. I listened as she stated, 
“Winchester does an excellent job of 
teaching!” .ien she paused and said. 
“My teach rs are supposed to clap 
here!" Su enough, the several V-0 
teachers >..,o were there clapped. This 
behavir roubled me. 

F: me thing I didn’t think it was 
pr< • .ssicnal. But for another, it 
reminded me of several meetings at V-t) 
that happened when problems arose. In 
my opinion, the problems were never 
addressed. Rather parents heard things 
such as. “We will h$ve 26 in a class next 
year for one grade but we will have an 
aide. We have the greatest school on 
earth.” 

Then .he few- parents there who 
seemed .o support almost anything this 
candidate did would clap and leave. I 
coufd not imagine this candidate as 
Director for Curriculum for the whole 
town. It could be possible for someone 
from within the system to evaluate our 
I curriculum, but it would take someone 
w ho was flexible, not very defensive, and 
who could see the forest for the trees. 

I heartily support the School Com¬ 
mittee’s selection of candidate B. It has 
renewed my faith that the system can 
work. Somehow we attracted this can¬ 
didate; the Advisory Committee 
recommended him; and the School 
Committee appointed him. I wish him 
well!

Mysteries are interesting, but may 
not be what you want! Last week I wrote 
an article for The Star about future 
Winchester development. The Star 
printed it on page 19, but failed to Include 
the heading 1 gave that explained my 
name is Constance Williams and I am 
running for the Planning Board. 

There are many other suggestions for 
Winchester development that might be 
discussed in addition to the seven 
suggestions 1 made last week. A change 
we might consider in our zoning by-law 
would be to allow housing that would 
facilitate congregate services for older 
men and women. 

For example, Winchester provides 
home-delivered meals to a few older 
people. These meals are delivered by 
volunteers but it is hard to find volun¬ 
teers for this work. The meals are not 
available on week-ends or holidays. 

More people could be served meals if 
we allowed older people to live in group 
housing arrangements, so that meals 
could be provided for a group. 
“Congregate housing,” is a new term 
being used to describe housing that also 
provides services for older people. The 
important character of these plans, in 
my opinion, is the opportunity to give 
congregate services. The arrangement 
can help older people who cannot live 
alone, but do not need the care of a 
nursing home. 

Lexington has a by-law that allows the 
development of congregate housing for 
older people. We should consider a 
similar by-law. I ask your support when 
you vote for the Planning Board on 
March 25.

A real effort to reform and streamline the 
legislative process is being made at the State 
House. This week the Senate adopted rule 
changes that should save the legislature time 
and money. Our legislators should be urged to 
support the measures when they come to the 
House. 

Simply, the rule changes would put the 
legislature on a two-year session. Bills would be 
filed the first year and, unless acted upon, they 
would be carried over to the second year only if

It is ironic that government regulation, which 
has as its purpose to make the marketplace more 
equitable for buyers and to sellers, has actually 
eliminated many of the bargains. As 
businessmen, we must deal each day with the 
thousands of regulations imposed by govern¬ 
ment in response to the perception that the 
private sector is in violation of the public good. 
Yet we witness increased costs to consumers and 
often denial of products that have value to the 
public. 

Small business people find themselves stifled 
by the mass of government regulation. A report 
of a subcommittee of the Committee on Small 
Business of the United States House of 
Representatives determined that overregulation 
is discouraging competition because smaller 
companies cannot afford the cost of keeping 
track of and complying with all of the rules. That 
cost is estimated at more than $3600 per year for 
every small business person. 

The economic burden of excessive regulation 
is a matter of great concern to those of us in the 
business community for two reasons. First, the 
capital we must invest to comply with 
regulations cannot be used for new plants and 
, equipment. Second, the cost of all regulation is 
v^pussed on to-the consumer . »•••• > 

It has been estimated that, for every dollar 
the government spends to enforce regulation, 20 
are spent to comply ... by some estimates as 
much as $100 billion in 1979. An average of $2000 
for each family of four! 

Some regulations are necessary of course. 
Those of us who live on a residential street insist 


the committee which heard the bill gave it a one- 
third vote. This would eliminate the repeat filing 
of thousands of pieces of legislation each year. 
By committee vote new bills could be accepted 
the second year. 

According to a newspaper report, the House 
and Senate this year are facing 8,428 bills, about 
half of them repeats from the last session which 
were not acted on. Under the present system, the 
bills have to be filed, numbered, printed (700 
copies of each) and reviewed in committee 
again. If the reform is approved, when the 
second year begins, the committees will just pick 
up where they left off and continue their work 
instead of wasting a couple of months getting 
organized. 

This measure is a sensible way to make our 
state government more efficient and to save 
money and it should be enacted by the House 
immediately. 


on a speed limit for the safety of our children and 
ourselves. In many instances we expect 
government to step in at times when a few 
members of the business community — or other 
segments of society — fail to recognize their 
responsibilities. However, government has 
moved from the position of referee to that of the 
opposing team. 

Congress, the regulatory agencies, the public, 
and the business community all have a rule in 
the reform process. The Congress must assume 
veto power over regulations and enact sunset 
legislation, establishing the date upon which 
each regulatory body will be terminated. Those 
in the federal agencies should take their cue 
from the Civil Aeronautics Board and devote 
some of their energies to reducing or eliminating 
regulatory functions. 

But those of us in the business community 
have the greatest responsibility. We must work 
with the regulators to develop reasonable goals 
and the means to achieve them. We must not 
yield to the forces of big government. Business is 
not, and never was intended to be, a partner of 
government. The first duty of every man and 
woman in this country who considers himself or 
herself a bona fide business person, is to preserve 
the lifeblood of this nation — the free enterprise 
system — and to do it by example. When that 
happens; the need-.W're u 1 ation i 11 be hedged, 
dramatically.

Recent weeks have witnessed a sharp 
reversal in official opinion concerning the 
alleged safety of marijuana — currently used on 
a regular basis by as many as 16 million 
Americans. 

For years the public — young people in 
particular — has been subjected to a media 
barrage suggesting marijuana is a harmless 
“recreational drug,” safer than alcohol or 
tobacco. This campaign has been powerfully 
aided by a noncommital, sometimes overtly 
friendly, attitude on the part of Federal com¬ 
missions and agencies with responsibility for 
drug control. 

Now, however, the tide is turning, as scien¬ 
tific evidence continues to mount, establishing 
the extensive health hazards presented by 
marijuana. Reviewing these data, high-ranking 
Federal authorities on drugs and drug abuse are 
trying to switch the previous signals, and send 
out an alarm to American Young people about 
the potentially lethal dangers of the weed. 

Symptomatic of this change were recent 
hearings before a Senate Judiciary Sub¬ 
committee concerning the health effects of 
marijuana use. Among the string of witnesses 
appearing to explain the newest findings on the 
physical and psychological properties of the 
drug — and their frightening implications — was 
Dr. William Pollin, Director of the National 
Institute on Drug Abuse. NIDA is the major 
Federal agency dealing with such matters. 

Pollin summarized recent scientific studies in 
nine key areas of research, indicating that in all 
of these areas the data either show “clear 
evidence of . . . danger” or else raise “suf¬ 
ficiently serious questions” to justify further 
inquiry “and emphasize the possible risk of 
marijuana use.” Among the findings: 

— Acute marijuana intoxication “impairs 
learning, memory, and intellectual per¬ 
formance.” Virtually all studies on this subject

The list of foods alleged to cause cancer 
continues to grow. Beer and Sctoch, diet soft 
drinks, and most everything else that might go 
good with a hamburger (also on the list). 

Though it might shock Peter Pan and his 
friends in Never-Never Land, even peanut butter 
is on the list, as are bacon, bologna, and a host of 
forbidden fruits — anything, in fact, which 
comes into contact with man-made pesticides. 

I'm sure .the day is not too far away when 
even'Chicken Soup will be off limits. 

Alter having spent several agonizing months 
on a diet. I can assure you that I take the subject 
of food very seriously. While I don’t worry as 
much about food safety as I do about calories. I 
know that some of you are very concerned about 
such things — whether you can take too many 
vitamins, whether nitrosamines in alcoholic 
beverages are harmful, and which pesticides are 
safe for use by the home gardener. 

That’s why I recommend to your attention the 
two-day “Dial-ogue on Food Safety,” which will 


show that “marijuana interferes with immediate 
memory and intellectual performance in ways 
that impair thinking, reading comprehension, 
arithmetic problem solving, and speech.” 

— Tests of driving and flying skills indicate 
“significant performance and perceptual 
deficits” that make these tasks more hazardous. 
Though experienced pilots predicted there would 
be no fall-off in their performance and thought 
they were performing capably, in fact “there 
was a substantial decrement on the basis of 
having smoked only one joint.” Also, the effects 
lasted for hours after the smoker thought they 
had worn off. 

— Marijuana leads to an increased heart- 
rate, making it dangerous for those with heart 
conditions. The negative effect of marijuana 
smoke on lung capacity, according to one study, 
is far greater than that of cigarette smoke — by a 
ratio of roughly 28 to one. In addition, Pollin 
noted, “marijuana smoke contains larger 
amounts of cancer-producing hydrocarbons than 
tobacco.” There is also evidence that marijuana 
reduces the body’s ability to fight off infection 
(the immune response). 

— The psychological effects of marijuana are 
also serious, escapism, blurring of reality, and 
postponement of maturation. “The most com¬ 
mon adverse clinical reaction of marijuana use 
among American users,” Pollin said, “is the 
acute panic anxiety reaction. Transient mild 
paranoid feelings are common in users. 
Marijuana flashbacks have been reported.” 

Beyond this are findings still considered 
tentative and in need of further investigation: 
Permanent brain damage, interference with 
reproduction, possible chromosome damage. All 
in all, Pollin concluded, “every effort must be 
made to actively discourage use by children and 
adolescents. Moreover, there is much data to at 
least suggest that regular use by adults also 
carries significant health risks.” 

Rather different from what we are used to 
hearing on the subject, isn’t it?

Hostages 

KDITOK OK THE STAK: 

Does the Iran hostage situation seem 
to change endlessly for no apparent 
reason? New information on this 
outrageous situation is now surfacing. 


The word on this problem is that Pres. 
Carter has canceled, countermanded or 
postponed every attempt by the US 
military and intelligence establishment 
to mount a lightning rescue of the 
American hostages held by communist 
terrorists in Tehran for 100 days. 

Sources inside the Defense Dept, have 
leaked that for more than three months, 
a top secret US commando unit, code 
named "Delta Force” has been standing 
by on full "extraction” (armed rescue) 
alert at the special Warfare Center, Ft. 
Bragg, N.C. 

But, the White House, overjoyed at the 
unexpected political windfall from the 
"Hostage Crisis” which has revived the 
faltering Carter reelection campaign, 
has vetoed every suggestion from the 
Pentagon or from the CIA to rescue the 
captive Americans by means of an in¬ 
stant, carefully coordinated special 
operation. 

Officers experienced in special 
operations have affirmed that the 
American priosners could have been 
rescued unhurt by a precisely timed 
airborne strike of Delta Force 
augmented by support elements from the 
Navy’s “seal” teams, the Air Com¬ 
mandos and the CIA. 

Special operations weaponry includes 
highly advanced, top-secret develop¬ 
ments in laser technology, fiber optics, 
thermal psycjioactive chemicals. 

Failure to save our hostages by a swift 
Special Forces raid was strictly a 
poltical decision. Carter saw his ratings 
rise from the moment the communist 
terrorists took over our embassy and he 
decided to keep this unexpected bonanza 
going us long as possible. 

Carter and Khomeini both faced 
grave political problems last year, and 
both solved them by exploiting the un¬ 
fortunate hostages. The Ayatollah found 
himself at the head of a nation split into a 
half dozen squabbling minorities, he 
united them by staging the seizure of the 
American embaassy. 

Carter was a lame duck last Sep¬ 
tember. By Christmas he was a high¬ 
flying front runner, thanks to the hostage 
crisis, which made many anxious 
Americans turn to the White House for 
reassurance. 

Carter’s actions with regard to the 
hostages amounted to a calculated and 
callous exploitation of their plight, and of 
the concern felt by all Americans.

Persian Gulf Energy Sources 


By Elmo R. Zumwalt Jr. and Worth H. Bagley 

America faces great future dangers from the 
widespread tensions in the Persian Gulf. 

The stakes for the U.S. are: 

— Oil supplies from the Gulf that total 25 
percent of our imports. 

— Alliances in Europe and Japan that could 
weaken and dissolve in political accommodation 
for Gulf oil. 

America receives 2.2 million barrels of oil a 
day from Persian Gulf countries. If cut off, we 
would be limited to oil consumption levels of 15 
years ago. Our annual Gross National Product is 
now more than twice the level of the mid-60s. 
Serious industrial slow-down and unemployment 
would result from interruption of oil flow. 

Western Europe and Japan are even more 
vulnerable to Gulf oil, importing a larger per¬ 
centage of their consumption. They lack many of 
the energy alternatives the U.S. can realize for 
the future. If Gulf oil exports diminish through 
terrorism or war, or by decisions of political 
authorities hostile to the U.S., our allies may 
seek political accommodations at the expense of 
economic and security pacts with Washington. 

Deliberate political manipulation of oil ex¬ 
ports and prices began with the 1973 Arab-Israeli 
war. They are being aggravated by the Iran 
crisis. Similar instabilities are likely in other oil- 
producing states. Historical and Islamic fric¬ 
tions might lead to conflict between Arab 
nations, resulting in oil stoppages. Soviet sub¬ 
version and aggression might succeed, giving 
Moscow important control over some Middle 
East oil policies. 

None of these possibilities can be positively 
predicted. But a first priority for the country is to 
devise a strategy and policies that discourage 
unfriendly actions and limit the damage, should 
oil interruption occur. 

President Carter has set a valid direction for 
essential non-military energy programs. But the 
White House inexplicably has failed to provide 
the most urgent energy insurance — creating a 
healthy and quickly available national strategic 
petroleum reserve. 

President Ford in 1975 proposed a three 


month reserve. Carter subsequently called for 
expanding the supply to six months. Inadequate 
management delayed the completion of salt 
dome storages and the pumping system to 
retrieve stored oil. Insufficient funds set limits 
on accumulating oil. And, in the past year, the 
White House has refused to create the petroleum 
reserve because Saudi Arabia conditioned its 
voluntary and helpful increase in oil production 
and supply on not adding to our reserve. 

Today the U.S. has a strategic petroleum 
reserve equivalent only to one week’s national 
consumption. 

Let us examine how a six month, one billion 
barrel strategic oil reserve would give 
Washington some breathing room: 

— A cut of all 2.2 million barrels of Gulf oil 
per day could reduce U.S. Gross National 
Product by about two percent in six months and 
four percent in a year. 

— Using a strategic petroleum reserve to 
offset fully these losses, the U.S. could sustain 
consumption and industrial activity for about a 
year, with three months petroleum reserve 
remaining. Or by using only one-half our reserve 
in one year, our annual Gross National Product 
loss could be held to about two percent. 

— If oil exports to the United States were cut 
by other countries (e.g., Libya) as well as Gulf 
oil-producers by 3.3 million barrels per day, we 
would exhaust our reserve in less than a year. 
Or, using only half of it, we could limit loss of 
Gross National Product to about three percent. 

These illustrative calculations, however, are 
subject to uncertainties. We cannot predict the 
duration and quantity of an oil interruption, the 
usefulness of international sharing agreements 
with other industrial nations, nor the situation 
following a period of reduced imports when our 
reserve is low or exhausted. 

Nevertheless, the value of an oil reserve is 
obvious. It provides time before our industry is 
slowed, to use diplomacy or armed power — if it 
is strengthened — to reduce or eliminate the oil 
interruption. Critical disputes with our allies 
could be less likely because use of strategic 
reserves would permit first priority to be given 
to the common interest in economic survival

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Solar Energy: A Big Bill 
Followed By Long Term Savings 


By LAURA WALKER 

Three solar collectors sit atop the 
south facing roof of the Muggia family’s 
Dartmouth street home. These glass 
boxes, which are collecting sunlight that 
heats the family’s water supply, have 
substantially reduced their gas bills and 
given them an increased sense of self- 
sufficiency. 

The Muggias have joined a growing 
number of New England residents who, 
faced with rising fuel costs, controversy 
ovcr nuclear power and US relaince on 
foreign oil. have turned to solar energy 
as an inexpensive, independent means of 
heating their hot water and homes. 
Although some solar energy equipment is 
still very expensive, many are having 
great success with solar hot water 
heating and simple forms of home 
heating. 

Solar energy hot water heating is 
•‘most definitely cost efficient for the 
individual homeowner who has a small 
amount of capital to lay out. The energy 
savings on the life ,of the house are tr- 
mendous,” said Lisa Frantzis, a solar 
energy consultant at Arthur D. Little, 
Inc. 

“It’s very satisfying to stand in the 
shower and know that the hot water is not 
costing you a dime,” said Judy Muggia. 
The Muggia’s initial $2600 investment 
was reduced by federal and state tax 
credits to a net cost of $1200. 

Although an additional heating 
system is necessary on cloudy days and 
when large amounts of hot water are 
used, the Muggia’s have found that “our 
gas backup practically never turns on. In 


Cary Boyd of Solar solutions in Win¬ 
chester. “There are two to four collectors 

copper absorber plates with tubes 
filled w ith antifreeze. These are installed 
on a south facing, unshaded roof or on the 
ground. Then there is a pump and an 80- 
gallon storage tank with a heat ex¬ 
changer.” 

When the temperature at the 
collectors reaches a certain point, the 
pump is activated. Antifreeze is then 
circulated through the collector and 
passed to the water at the heat ex¬ 
changer. 

“I can hear it turn on at about 8:15 
u.m. and turn off before 4 p.m. on days 
when there is more than 25 percent sun,” 
said Muggia. 

Dr. and Mrs. Robert Shirley did not 
have a south facing roof on their 
Woodside road house; they installed a hot 
water system on a rack outside of a 
second story window. Although they 
don’t have exact figures on how much 
they have saved, Althea Shirley said that 
the savings were “trmendous.” “We’re 
very happy with it. It gives us in¬ 
dependence from oil and environmental 
problems.” 

Since November, the Hansens of 
Cambridge street have used solar power 
to heat most of the water that they use. 
“We have great hopes,” said Eleanor 
Hansen. “The feeling of independence is 
real and its good to feel that we are 
conserving fuel.” 

Heating one’s home with solar energy 
can be an even more expensive un¬ 
dertaking because the equipment used 
has not yet reached affordable prices. 
The price for installing an active solar

another solar option; they can be in¬ 
stalled “on a south facing space for about 
$25 a square foot and can cut fuel costs by 
20-25 percent.” 

Some individuals and community 
groups are finding ways to utilize the 
sun’s rays at much lower costs. Members 
of the Urban Solar Energy Association in 
Boston are experimenting with different 
methods of building inexpensive solar 
collectors on the house of Somerville 
resident Rick Strout. 

On one wall of the building a sheet of 
plastic has been hung, while the windows 
on each floor of the same side have also 
been opened. “The heat is collected in the 
space between the plastic and the house. 
And by natural thermosiphoning, it 
circulates into the house through the 
window,” said Strout. They are also 
experimenting with making collectors 
from glazed glass and plastic. 

Strout detailed measures that an 
individual can take to reduce fuel con¬ 
sumption and utility bills. “One should 
begin with caulking, weatherstripping 
and cleaning the furnace because about 
30-50 percent of total heat is lost through 
the cracks. You can also insulate the top 
half of your windows.” 

Heating with solar energy is an in¬ 
creasingly viable option lor New 
England residents, especially for those 
who can afford the initial cost of 
equipment and installation. It “has the 
potential of decentralizing energy 
production,” said Strout, “and of 
reducing our dependence on foreign oil. 
If done properly, you can save a lot of 
money.”

Submitted herewith is the Town Manager's proposed budget for Fis¬ 
cal Year 1981. Total expenditures are projected at $23,622,311. Non- 
property tax revenue is projected at $6,534,000. Therefore, a tax rate 
of $81.76 is estimated at this time, in order to produce a property tax 
of $17,088,311 (assuming assessed evaluations of $209,000,000.) This 
would be a $6.96 tax increaso over the present $74.80. 


Revenue 


Revenue projections are somewhat conservative. An examination of 
the Summary of Revenue Schedule (see summaries) will show that changes 
in revenue have not been drastic in any particular area. Howovor, 1 am 
recommending the use of $200,000 from the Stabilization Fund in order to 
assist in undertaking important but non-recurring capital improvement 
projects. The Town's Stabilization Fund is very healthy (in excess of 
$700,000) and it would be foolish to postpone certain capital improvements 
while sitting on a Fund as large as Winchester's. Revenue Sharing is pro¬ 
jected at $287,000 which technically may be too optimistic. A more accu¬ 
rate figure to use is $157,000, however, it is inconceivable that Congress 
will not extend Revenue Sharing and even more inconceivable the President 
would veto an extension of this legislation in a Presidential election 
year. 


Note that no Surplus is projected for Fiscal '81. Although there 
will bo significant revenues from the Fsical '80 budget, we must recog¬ 
nize that most of the large employee wage agreements are not settled at 
this time and will probably require funding from Surplus some time after 
the Spring Annual Town Meeting. A more accurate estimate of the Town's 
surplus position can be determined in May. 


Other potential revenue not taken into account arc the proceeds the 
Town should realize through the sale of land (excessed school buildings, 
sale of rental properties, etc.) 


Expenditures 


Of the $23,622,000 of projected expenditures, $1,825,000 are charges 
and assessments by the County, State and other agencies such as the MDC

Capital 


The Capital Program is more fully described in the budget i 
under the Capital "Tab" toward the end of the budget document. 


Energy 


The dramatic increase in oil prices affects the Town government just 
as it affects the private consumer. The November Town Meeting supplemen¬ 
ted the Fiscal '80 budget by voting a $200,000 appropriation to the Town's 
basic energy budgets of $864,609. These funds are being closely monitored 
by the Energy Task Force and a detailed accounting of the $200,000 will be 
given to Town Meeting. For purposes of properly comparing budgetary chan¬ 
ges from Fiscal '80 to Fiscal '81, the $200,000 has been carefully allo¬ 
cated "into" the individual departmental FY-B0 budgets. This allocation 
i8 only on paper within this budget document. Attached to this budget 
message is a copy of that allocation. The attachment provides a clear 
picture of the total energy funds contained in each individual depart¬ 
ment's budget. 


Hopefully tho Fiscal '81 budget contains funding for energy expenses 
that are closer to what those costs might be next year. This is, however, 
very difficult to project and will have to bo carefully monitored during 
the next few months. 


Summary 


As Town Manager, I did not attempt to adhere to any artificial spend¬ 
ing limit such as a 4t or level funding or similar kinds of standards used, 
during the past few years. Winchester's budget and tax rate for the past 
four years have remained very stable. To attempt to comply with tax caps 
or level funding in this document would clearly require service reductions 
that should only be decided by Town Mooting. This budget document is a 
very adequate tool, as designed, to permit Town Mooting to make those de¬ 
cisions.

A very brief summary of proposed expenditures follows. More de¬ 
tailed descriptions of these expenditures can be found throughout the 
budget on the various program element sheets. 


General Government 


An Office of Economic Development is proposed for $16,000. This 
is a new expenditure and is proposed in order to strengthen the Town's 
administrative ability to aggressively seek programs and projects that 
will broaden the tax base and revitalize the economy of tho business 
community. Matching funds from the business community will be sought 
for this program. 


Education 


The school budget as adopted by the School Committee for Fiscal '81 
totals $8,935,000. It does not contain funds to cover the teachers' wage 
negotiations. 


Culture and Recreation 


The Town's recreation program is being recommended for strengthening 
by increasing the budget to $146,277. This level of funding provides only 
a basic recreational program for a community of this size. It should be 
considered carefully, particularly since the Town is willing to commit 
three times that amount or $437,000 for Library services. 


Public Safety 


No significant changes are proposed in tho area of Police or Fire 
protection other than the addition of one civilian dispatcher in the Pol¬ 
ice Department. This is the second year of a program to gradually con¬ 
vert the communications/dispatching function to civilian and place uni¬ 
formed personnel more directly in police work. 


Transportation 


The transportation program basically is the Town's Mini-bus operation. 
The service has proven to be extremely popular. Of the $187,000 of anti¬ 
cipated costs, $85,000 comes back to the Town in fares and an MBTA grant. 


Community Services 


Community services represents all of tho functions performed by tho 
Department of Public Works. Each year for the past four years, we have 
proposed staff reductions with very little service reductions. In Fiscal 
'81 no staff changes and no service level changes are proposed.

Each Caoital project on the 
schedule is described on the following rages. 


Capital expenditures on the Town's physical assets; buildings, roads, 
parks, playgrounds, equipment, water system, sower system, etc. have been 
neglected for too long. This budget proposes undertaking these Capital 
projects now. Substantial reduction in tho Town's debt service payments 
will take placo after 1986. All of tho Capital projects reconsnendcd at 
thio time car. be undertaken without increasing. annual lovel of debt 
service. Neglect of these facilities in editing years will only serve to 
Increase operating costs and will result In higher costs once the projects 
are undertaken as clearly must be done.

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Constance Williams Outlines 
Future For Planning Board 


(Editor's note: The following is a 
political announcement from Constance 
Williams, a candidate for one three-year 
term to the Planning Board). 

Winchester has about 6,500 households 
and a population of about 23,000. We have 
about 4,(K)() acres, a third of which is 
open, agricultural or forest land. 

According to the Metropolitan Area 
Planning Council, our population will 
gain about 400 people in the coming five 
years - Demand for housing will grow 
more than population because of the 
increase in one and two-person 
households. 

What can the Planning Board do to 
guide development wisely? First, con¬ 
tinue to administer the subdivision law to 
provide attractive and safe neigh¬ 
borhoods, and insure adequate water and 
sewer services. 

Second, develop the Center to bring in 
more tax revenue. Our municipal costs 
are pushing up. The land in the Center is 
not used to its maximum and fails to pay 
its share of taxes. In 1977, the town made 
a study of ways to develop the Center. 
Other people have made suggestions. 

We need to come up with more 
definite plans that the town can discuss. 
The Center is a logical place for small 
apartments of medium height. Can we 
also increase office use, more parking 
places, more shops? If more people lived 
in the Center, retail trade would benefit. 

Third, allow small apartments in 
large single homes. It is hard for a young 
person just out of college who wants to 
live in Winchester to find a small 
apartment. Older people who cannot 
keep their homes likewise cannot find 
small apartments. 

If the Parkview becomes con¬ 
dominiums, more people will need small 
apartments. Other towns have provided 
new by-laws to allow the Board of 
Appeals to permit a small apartment in a 
large single house on a large lot, 
providing the outside design of the old 
home is not changed. 

These changes do not involve 
government subsidies. Not many owners 
have taken advantage of the new by¬ 
laws, but a few have done so. A change in 
our by-laws might result in five or six 
additional small apartments being made 


available yearly. 

If we wish, we could limit the number 
of permits that could be granted each 
year. Fourth, encourage cluster 
residential housing. The Winchester 
zoning by-law provides for cluster zoning 
on 10-acre sites. 

With housing costs and financing cost 
at peak levels, we should explore the idea 
of building two to four small apartments 
in buildings that look like single family 
homes, in a few places in town. 

We would not want to detract from 
present neighborhood attractiveness, but 
should help to lower housing costs where 
a site is appropriate for new kinds of 
construction. Even small new apart¬ 
ments will be very expensive today. 

Fifth, provide a few subsidized 
housing units for families. Winchester 
has done well in providing public housing 
for older people with the Palmer and 
Westley street residences. There are also 
some 675 families in town that need 
housing assistance, according to the 
Metropolitan Area Planning Council. 

These are low-income families, 
families that are eligible for government 
subsidized housing. The Planning Board 
should encourage the Housing Authority 
to buy a two-family house and rent to low- 
income families for about one-fourth of 
their income. Perhaps the WHA could 
buy four two-family houses in the coming 
year. 

Sixth, provide housing for moderate 
income older people. There is still a 
chance that Winchester House will be 
funded by the federal government to 
provide subsidized housing for moderate 
income older people in Winchester. The 
Planning Board should support this 
endeavor. 

Seventh, continue to beautify our 
parks and open spaces. In Boston I lived 
in a neighborhood where local residents 
contributed to the planting and care of 
shade trees and gardens. 

I would like to see Winchester bring 
neighbors together to plant flowering 
trees and develop small gardens in our 
public spaces. I hope we can improve the 
beauty and safety of walks along the 
Aberjona River.

Former Finance Committee Chair¬ 
man John J. Williams, who is a candidate 
for the Winchester Board of Selectmen, 
urges residents to vote in thd upcoming 
election on March 25.

1. Challenge: to provide qualified 
leadership that will assure taxpayers a 
maximum return for each tax dollar 
while maintaining or improving the level 
of services. 

2. Trained and experienced in public 
administration plus a thorough 
knowledge of municipal law and finance 
afford the necessary background and 
experience to meet the challenge.

Hearing Next Wednesday For 
Swanton Bridge Reconstruction 


Plans for the proposed reconstruction 
of the Swanton Street Bridge will be 
disclosed during a public hearing at the 
Jenks Senior Center on Wednesday, at 
7:30 p.m., according to Rep. Sherman W. 
Saltmarsh Jr. 

An engineer will be present with plan 
display at 6:30 p.m., an hour before the 
meeting gets underway, for the con¬ 
venience of interested citizens desirous 
of in-depth information. 

Saltmarsh explained the proposed 
project involves replacing the Swanton 
Street Bridge in its present location over 
the B & M Railroad, with improvements 
to the approach way and 216 feet of Main 
street. Both full-depth construction and 
resurfacing will be employed. The bridge 
roadway will be approximately 34 feet 
wide, curb to curb, and will have 
sidewalks on both sides varying from five 
to sev^n and a half feet. 

The bridge, including the approach 
slabs, will be approximately 70 feet. The 
westerly approach roadway will 
measure 55 feet and the easterly ap¬ 
proach 125. The project length will total 
466 feet and a bridge and protective 
screen will be provided. 

Saltmarsh said the purpose of the 
hearing will be for the state DPW 
spokesmen to both explain the plans and 
to obtain comments on the proposal. 


“There will, of necessity, be a certain 
amount of inconvenience to those 
residing along the proposed im¬ 
provement but every effort will be made 
to minimize disruptive effects," he 
declared. 

“The plans on display will be suf¬ 
ficiently developed to study and discuss. 
Following the hearing, refinements will 
be made in the design of the facility 
which will be constructed by the end of 
1980," Saltmarsh concluded.

Continental Cablevision, Inc. Proves 
An Expensive But Exciting Proposal 


Now that the court hearings are over 
and all of the votes have been taken, the 
question for the television watchers of 
Winchester is: What hath the Selectmen 
and Continental wrought? 

In about 12 months, the cable tv 
system Continental Cablevision Inc., the 
company awarded the Winchester 
franchise from the Board of Selectmen, 
has proposed to the town will be in place. 

The rates proposed are as high as 
those of any of the other contenders for 
the licese. Yet for $8.75 a mont^ local 
residents can see programs broadcast 
from the west coast, (irst-rate, uncut 
movies and a number of locally 
originated events. 

Continental offers three types of cable 
tv packages. The first is a three-channel 
informational service which costs $2.95 
per month. This is for residents who can’t 
subscribe to some of Continental’s more 
elaborate packages, providing constant, 
local, national and international news. 

For $5.95 per month, the subscriber 
can obtain the basic service package 
which provides clear pictures of all 
stations in the greater Boston area, as 
well as stations originating in Worcester 
and New Hampshire. Also included in 
this package is a “Winchester Channel” 


for local programming, the UPI- 
Newstime channel and an emergency 
warning system. 

Finally, what many experts feel is the 
future for cable tv, Continental offfers a 
52-channel “Expanded Service’’ 
package. It is this investment that 
provides the viewer some of the more 
publicized features of cable tv. 

Presently most Winchester residents 
can pick up 15 signals from stations in 
and around Boston and in other parts of 
New.. jBJpgland,. With, the Expanded 
Package, Winchester can pick up seven 
more signals coming from such stations 
as WCBS in New York, KTVU in 
Oakland, KPIX in San Francisco, WGN 
in Chicago and WTBS in Atlanta. 

In addition, Continental offers 33 
services along with the regular broad¬ 
casting channels. Such attractions as a 
Satellite Program Network, Cinemerica 
Satellite Network for seniors, 
Nickelodeon for children, Madison 
Square Garden Sports, Thursday Night 
Baseball, the Christian Broadcasting 
Network, People That Love, a religious 
station, BBC In America, a Bulletin 
Board, Community Access, Government 
Access and Educational Access as well 
as a Disco Network, all at no extra 


charge. 

A fee will be charged for the use of 
Home Box Office channel, a Movie 
Service Channel and a fire, burglar and 
medical alert alarm channel. 

The installation for all of these 
packages is free during the period of 
construction and for the first three 
months thereafter. 

One of the major concerns of the 
Selectmen and the Cable TV Advisory 
Board during the licensing process was 
the local origination programming of¬ 
fered by the companies. Continental has 
offered to equip the town with a television 
studio by donating $75,000 worth of 
equipment, including two color studio 
cameras, two electronic newsgathering 
cameras, electronic film production 
equipment and full editing and playback 
facilities. 

In addition, they will also provide 
$25,000 worth of equipment to upgrade 
the existing high-school closed circuit 


Broadening the tax base, increased 
housing for low and moderate income 
residents, revitalization of Winchester 
Center and a possible youth center were 
among the major areas of concern to 
those approximately 80 persons at¬ 
tending Sunday’s Candidates’ Day, 
sponsored by the League of Women 
Voters.

Three candidates Clarence 
Borggaard, Eric Bradlee and Constance 
Williams - are vying for one three-year 
term on the Planning Board. This 
position is available due to the decision of 
Anthony Pelletier not to seek re-election. 

According to the format stipulated by 
the League, each candidate was alloted a 
five-minute period in which to introduce 
themselves. This was subsequently 
followed up with questions from the 
audience while former Town Meeting 
Moderator and State Representative 
Harrison Chadwick a served as the 
moderator. 

Planning Hoard 

Town Meeting Member Clarence 
Borggaard said that he is commited to 
seeing that persons on fixed and 
moderate incomes are able to remain in 
Winchester if they choose. “We don’t 
need any. more banks, pharmacies, 
travel agents or businesses,” Borggaard 
said. “We need other things.” After 
which he noted that the proposition 
before the town (referring to the defeatd 
defeated Winchester House), was a good 
one. 

Eric Bradlee outlined to those in at¬ 
tendance at the Jenks Senior Center both 
his perceptions of the job and his 
qualifications. 

The principal job of the Planning 
Board is enforcement, review and im¬ 
plementation of the zoning by-laws, 
which are to promote the general welfare 
of the town. “Considerable judgment is 
needed to implement this,” Bradlee said. 

Bradlee says that his knowledge and 
committment to Winchester as a third 
generation resident, and his fiVe years 
on the Acton Planning Board “makes me 
the Planning Board member you will not 
have to train.” 

Constance Williams says that the 
town should work on the 1977 report for 
the revitalization of Winchester Center,

"I’m not at all sure that all of this is 
deserved,” said former State Rep. and 
Town Moderator Harrison Chadwick at a 
dinner in his honor Tuesday. But guests 
at the Chamber of Commerce awards 
program had no doubt . 

One of Winchester's finest servants 
was deservedly honored as the recipient 
of the Chamber’s first Achievement 
Award. A host of elected officials, in¬ 
cluding the Governor, praised “Harry” 
Chadwick for his integrity, his service, 
his example. 

“A man of integrity who was alw-ays 
willing to listen and was always recep¬ 
tive to discussion” were the words used 
Tuesday by Gov. Edward King to 
describe Harrison Chadwick. 

King, who outlined his association 
with Chadwick which began while he 
(King) was working at tbe Port 
Authority, said that many of the ideas put 
lorth by Chadwick during his tenure in 
the House of Representatives are still 
fell. 

King lauded Chadwick for “for your 
friendship, your willingness to listen and 
to help me, and for the integrity you have 
brought to public office.” 

Selectman Richard N. Wilsack spoke 
of his attendance at Town Meeting as a 
new resident of Winchester and his ad¬ 
miration for Chadwick’s calm and 
knowledge of parliamentary law as he 
ran a Town Meeting that could be an 
example for any town in New England. 

Praising both Chadwick and his 
successor, Sherman Sa’.tmarsh, Sen. 
Sam Rotondi recalled that his father said 
of Chadwick that he reached out to a 
cross section of people as a public ser¬ 
vant. “These were men who honestly 
believed that they had an obligation to 
pursue lor the public welfare,” he said, 
adding that he hoped to show the respect 
he had lor Chadwick by the work that he 
did. 

Saltmarsh, who presented Chadwick 
with a resolution voted by the Mass. 
Senate and House of Representatives, 
said that he still met people who referred 
to him as the man who succeeded Harry 
Chadwick and who talk about Chadwick 


as a man of integrity and trust, a man of 
his word. 

Adding that Chadwick left a “great 
big pair of shoes to fill,” and that he 
would be more than pleased if people said 
hall of those things about him, Saltmarsh 
read the resolution which listed some of 
Chadwick’s accomplishments in the state 
legislature including the Metropolitan 
Area Planning Council, community 
colleges, reduction in the size of the 
House, the crime commission, electric 
roll call, data processing, committee 
staffing and a legislative research 
bureau. "The commonwealth is the 
benefactor,” he said. 

In presenting an engraved Revere 
boBl on behalf of the chamber, president 
Robert B. Nickerson referred to Chad¬ 
wick’s “contributions to his fellow man.” 

For his part Chadwick spoke of his 
resolve while in the Army to return to his 
native New England. “It has always been 
a pleasure to hold public office in behalf 
of the people of Winchester,” he said. 

As the program closed Chadwick 
remarked that he felt as though people 
were saying that at any rate he tried and 
there was some achievement “and that is 
all anyone could ask for.” 

In the case of Harry Chadwick, 
Winchester got much more than it could 
have asked for and the town and town¬ 
speople are much the richer for it.

the Planning Board, and examine the 
need for additional small apartments. 
Subdivision work, housing for the elderly 
and low-income residents, Holton street 
traffic, a youth center and private and 
public funding for parks Williams cited 
as areas which should be examined. 

Williams outlined her personal 
qualifications as having received a 
master’s degree in city planning from 
MIT, working three years on the staff of 
the Cambridge Planning Board, and 
work on the relocation of persons 
displaced by government action and the 
management of public housing. 

On a question by Selectman Wade 
Welch as to the candidates’ opinions on 
the by-law which limits building heights 
to 45 feet, responses varied. 

Borggaard replied that “If we’re 
going to do anything about the weed 
patch next to the Winchester Savings 
Bank, we will have to loosen the stric¬ 
tures.” A businessman has to be 
guaranteed a reasonable profit before he 
will invest here, Borggaard said. 

In terms of aesthetics, Bradlee said 
that he opposes an increase in height. 
However, if the town was in favor ot it, he 
would concede. 

Williams said that she would like to 
keep it at 45 feet, however, if the by-law 
were to increase in height, the structure 
should be limited in the building lot size. 

But, would these candidates favor the 
change in zoning height limit if it could be 
proven as the only way that development 
could be brought to Winchester? queried 
Planning Board Chairman Charles 
Tseckares. 

Bradlee said he would support it if it 
could be determined as the only way to 
develop the area. Williams thinks con¬ 
sideration should be given to possibly 
combining smaller units with larger 
ones. Borggaard said the limit shouldn’t 
be higher than absolutely necessary. 

While if appeared that all three 
candidates were in favor of additional 
housing in Winchester, the methods to 
achieve it differed. 

Williams said there are two ways to 
increase the supply of apartments - allow 
small apartments to be built in an 
owner’s house or encourage the building 
of small units in cluster zoning. She notea 
that the latter idea isn’t feasible now 
because of high interest rates. 

Borggaard thinks Winchester should 
be developed as a bedroom community. 
Bradlee says that in the short run the 
only solution is to use existing housing 
stock lor more apartments. 

Board of Selectmen 

Candidates for the Board of Select¬ 
men were then given an opportunity to 
present their views and answer 
questions. 

Clara Hewis said that the cost of 
government has steadily increased while 
the quality of life has been reduced. "We

studio facility. 

The local origination channel will be 
available to Winchester residents for 
various projects. To insure that the 
maximum use will be gained from the 
equipment, Continental is offering a 14- 
week course in video production which 
has been designed for them by Emerson 
College. “The value of the training 
program will be twofold,” reads the 
Continental proposal. “First, it will 
demystify the production process for the 
participants. Secondly, it will provide a 
trained nucleus of local volunteers who 
will be able to effectively operate the 
community channels.” 

Among the local programs those 
volunteers might broadcast could be; 
Selectmen or School Committee 
meetings, activities from the Winchester 
Library, Curtain & Cue productions from 
the high school, local sporting events or 
Council on Aging topics such as 
retirement planning. 

Finally, Continental will also hire, or 
at the town’s option, provide funds for 
Winchester to hire, a full-time 
professional program director who would 
coordinate local programming. 

The actual contract is still being 
negotiated between the two groups with 
questions such as Continental con¬ 
tributing stock to Winchester or to a non¬ 
profit organization in town, and the final 
location of the headend site. Continental 
has given five possible locations to the 
Board: Amberwood drive, Azalea road, 
Mt. Psgah, Stitson Hall and the Parkview 
Apartments. 

Though the actual signing of the 
license may not take place before the 
election on Tuesday, Continental has 
indicated that they could begin con¬ 
struction within two months after the 
license was finalized and would have the 
system completed approximately 10 
months after that.

Selectmen Meet With Advisory 
Comm. To Discuss License 


Are there ways for parents to avoid 
impasses in communicating with 
adolescent sons and daughters? Are 
there ways in which parents and teachers 
can promote behavior that they regard 
as more responsible and constructive?” 

Lenrow will address these and other 
questions in his talk, which will be 
followed by a question and answer 
period.

The Board of Selectmen met Tuesday 
with members of the Cable TV Advisory 
Committee and a representative of 
Continental Cablevision, Inc. to work out 
details of the cable tv license, which is 
expected to be signed at Monday night’s 
Selectmen’s meeting. 

Two conditions, concerning the 
availability of stock in the cable com¬ 
pany lor purchase by residents and the 
length of the contract, were discussed as 
specifications in the license. 

The Selectmen voted Tuesday that 
Continental Cablevision make available 
20 percent of the company’s stock for 
purchase by local residents and that 
officials (both elected and appointed) be 
exempt from being able to purchase the 
stock. 

The clause which states that local 
officials cannot purchase cable tv stock 
was made at the request of Selectman 
Barbara Hankins. Hanking says she 
would like input from Town Counsel 
Douglas Randall, who was not at the 
meeting, on this clause. However, if it is 
not inserted in the license, Hankins said 
she would not sign it. 

Although the provision that local 
residents be able to purchase shares of 
stock will be inserted, both Cable TV 


Advisory Committee Chairman William 
McCarter and Continental Cablevision 
Representative John Rakoske noted that 
it would be at an annual cost of thousands 
of dollars. The costs which will be in¬ 
curred consist of keeping stockholders 
informed of the company’s business. 

The Selectmen also agreed that the 
license be granted for 10 years with a 
five-year option, providing all terms and 
services have been complied with. 

McCarter said that in drawing up the 
provisional license there are “two basic 
ways to go.” 

The first, which McCarter favors, 
would be a provisional license with an 
attached draft of the final license. The 
second would be a provisional license 
which will become the final license when 
all conditions are met. 

Selectman Arthur Dunbar said he 
would like a proviso to allow “future 
negotiation for any changes both parties 
might deem advisable.” 

Both the Selectmen and Cable 
Advisory Board concurred that a Cable 
Advisory Committee be continued to 
monitor the installation and im¬ 
plementation of the cable tv company. 
The members and terms of office of this 
committee have yet to be decided. 


Win. Cable TV 
Discontinues 
Court Action 

Chairman of the Board of Selectmen 
Richard Wilsack said Tuesday the Board 
was informed last Friday that Win¬ 
chester Cable TV, the plaintiff in a 
Superior Court civil action suit, volun¬ 
tarily discontinued the action without 
prejudice. 

The suit had alleged there was an 
appearance of a conflict of interest 
between Selectmen Richard N. Wilsack, 
Barbara S. Hankins, Edward F. 
O’Connell and Winchester attorney 
Edward Hicks, the lawyer representing 
Continental Cablevision (The Star, 
March 13). 

Winchester Cable TV President 
Richard Sampson noted Wednesday that 
the voluntary and unilateral dismissal of 
the suit allows the cable company to go 
back to court at any time, if they felt it 
necessary. 

Although he declined to elaborate, 
Sampson said, “It has become apparent 
there are administrative remedies we 
could pursue. It seems appropriate one 
should exhaust these administrative 
remedies before entering the court.” 

Wilsack said, when asked to comment 
on the dismissal, “I’m very pleased. It 
looks like this matter is being wrapped 
up.” 

Town Warrant 
Closes Tuesday 
With 29 Articles 

The Warrant for Town Meeting, which 
begins May 5, was closed Tuesday night 
containing 29 articles and two articles for 
a Special Town Meeting. 

Some of the articles contained in the 
Warrant include: the disposal of the 
Washington, Noonan and Parkhurst 
schools; establishment of revolving 
accounts for ongoing Recreation 
Department programs; establishment of 
a Hood plain district; approval of a 
revised sign by-law; the reinstitution of 
garbage collection; an increase in water 
rates; and several budget items. 

The two articles which will be taken 
up at a Special Town Meeting May 26 
concern the authorization of funds to 
repair the senior high school and sup¬ 
plementing the fiscal year 1980 budget.

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must carefully scrutinize our budgets, we 
must take the initiative and we must 
work on alternative uses of energy - and 
not just curse OPEC,” Hewis said. 

She noted that problems which 
plagued Winchester in 1968 - a lack of 
adequate housing, traffic on Holton 
street, bridge reconstruction on Cross 
and Swanton streets, and the business 
revitalization of the Center - are the same 
issues confronting the town today. 

Attorney Alan Macdonald feels his 
experience in both state and federal 
government, where he worked on air 
pollution control, criminal violations of 
drug abuse and had the opportunity to 
manage personnel and budgets budgets - 
would be an asset to him on the Board of 
Selectmen. The town must work on ex¬ 
panding the tax base and on easing the 
tax burden on the individual homeowner, 
through the development of the down¬ 
town area, he says. 

Michael Saraco, who is retiring 
shortly as director of the Board of 
Health, says he offers his experience as a 
department head, Town Meeting 
member, and memberships on the 
Finance, Town Retirement, Charter 
Commission, and Town Waste and 
Incinerator committees to the Board of 
Selectmen. 

Saraco says he is in favor of 
stabilization of the tax rate without 
reducing services, better budgeting 
procedures and better utilization of the 
resources available. He also thinks there 
should be a mechanism for control of 
spending from the total budget. 

John Williams, a former Finance 
Committee member and chairman, and 
member of the Cable TV Advisory 
Committee, says he is seeking election to 
the Board of Selectmen “because there is 
a need for people with practical, up to 
date experience.” Williams also cited 
taxes, revitalization of the center, 
maximum etnciency in town government 
and broadening of the tax base as issues 
which must be considered. 

Questions were then asked about the 
possibility of a youth center in town. 

Williams says he would like to “do 
something” for the youth in town but that 
he is looking for direction. 

“We can lead but we can’t do it for 
them,” Hewis says. She notes that “more 
has to be done through education ac¬ 
tivities and making kids aware of what’s 


available.’’ 

Macdonald says that youth have to 
participate in activities. He says he sees 
some solution through the potential of 
private investments. Saraco thinks youth 
should be involved in the decision making 
process “to decide what it is that they 
want.” 

Mary Pronski then told those can¬ 
didates seeking election to the Board of 
Selectmen that she has been con¬ 
siderably troubled by the fact that, since 
the implementation of the Charter, the 
Town Manager takes action on all per¬ 
sonnel matters. Personnel matters had 
previously been left to the Board of 
Selectmen. 

The Town Manager is responsible to 
the Board of Selectmen, Saraco says, and 
the Board of Selectmen have 15 days in 
which they can disapprove any action 
taken by the Manager. 

Williams says that this is one of the 
things that bothered him the most and he 
would “like a little balance to swing back 
to the Selectmen.” 

Hewis, former chairman of the 
Charter Commission, said that under the 
Charter the Town Manager is “a 
manager, a department head for the 
Selectmen.” 

“We retained the authority in the 
Board of Selectmen. Whether or not they 
choose to acknowledge that respon¬ 
sibility is another thing. The Selectmen 
have the ua authority, and I would say 
they have not exercised the authority as I 
would.” 

The final question of the day came 
from Tseckares. “Are you willing to take 
the initiative to communicate that we 
may need to spend a buck during the next 
few years to achieve results?” 

All Selectmen were in agreement that 
they would be willing to spend money on 
programs and services, as long as they 
could be convinced that spending money 
would produce the desired results.

Winchester’s assessment for the 
Northeast Regional Vocational School 
during the 1980-1981 fiscal year is 
$173,187.66, an increase of $12,243.16 over 
the 1979-1980 budget, according to a 
report filed by Gerard P. Donohoe, 
Winchester’s representative to the 
Vocational School Committee. 

Donahoe says this hike is due to in¬ 
creases in enrollment, energy costs, 
transportation and salaries for the up¬ 
coming year. In 1978-1979 Winchester’s 
share of the regional school budget was 
$160,725.09. 

Donohoe says that for the last seven 
years he has been trying to have a “Fair 
Share Assessment Plan” passed by the 
School Committee, and that this year he 
was successful. “It will mean a savings 
to Winchester this year of $8,324.80,” he 
said. “In the past Winchester’s 


assessment was based on the regular day 
programs, and Winchester paid for 
programs that they did not participate 
in.” 

The Voke School this year has a 
student enrollment of 1,208 in the regular 
day school program, 423 students in the 
late afternoon program and 132 in the 
post high school program. 

In June, 1979 nine Winchester students 
were graduated from both the regular 
day program and the late afternoon 
program. This year Winchester students 
total 78 in the regular day program, 17 in 
the late afternoon program, five in the 
post-high school program and four in 
Project Option - the special needs 
program. This year 16 students applied 
and were accepted from Winchester, 
whose quota is 24 students.

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With the town elections on Tuesday, 
The Star decided to conduct an im¬ 
promptu interview this week with the 
tour candidates for the Board of Select¬ 
men. Michael I) Saraco of Farrow 
street. Alan G. Macdonald of Bacon 
street. (Mara M 1 lewis of Swanton street 
and John J. Williams of Mystic avenue. 

Kach candidate was asked the same 
to questions without any prior 
knowledge of what the questions were, 
nor propa! 'ion or the interview. 

star: In todays inflated economy, how- 
can towns like Winchester function under 
a tax cap and should the budget again be 
over the cap at the Town Meeting this 
year, would you advise the Town Meeting 
members to override it or look for other 
areas to cut service? 

Saraco: Td like to stabilize the present 
tax rate and I think it can be done if we 
were to reestablish priorities and better 
utilize our manpower and resources. 1 
think we should be able to live within the 
tour percent cap this year because of 
savings we have, like the money 
reverting back to the town from snow and 
i c e i e m o V a 1 . 

Macdonald: 1 would advise the town 
meeting to try to keep within the tax cap 
lor this fiscal year. I think in the short 
term, towns will ftave to look for alter¬ 
native sources for funding.” 

I lewis: ‘I can't say blankly to override 
it In other words 

what expenses were needed to override 
it? If the budget was lor what I consider 
essential services I would advise 
overriding it If you have to cut you have 
to Ik 1 careful where you cut. On the 
overall question ol a tax cap I don't think 
we can live within it. at least not and 
provide the services the towns people 
expect and are entitled to." 

Williams: “I think the town should set 
their priorities. If it involves going over 
the cap then that's what it involves. I’d 
have to look at what services have to be 

cut.” 

Star In Winchester today there is a 
growing problem of a housing shortage. 
With an already limited apartment 
supply converting to condominiums, 
what solution do you see for lifelong 
residents who can no longer afford to 
stay in town? 

Saraco: "I think a study has got to be 
made of this whole housing situation . If it 
requires some zoning changes to ease the 
housing shortage I'm all for it. I'd be in 
lavor of two and three family dwellings 
m certain areas as long as it fits into the 
neighborhood." 

Macdonald: I would be in favor of 
multifamily dwelling in the downtown 
area where we already have zoning for 
it." 

I lewis: "We should raise the height 
restriction. The 45 foot height restriction 
isn’t realistic in some areas of the town. 
It doesn't serve the developers. We have 
discouraged development for the last 20 
year and now we see what’s happening. 
I'm definitely for expanding the housing 
base, preferably through private 
business.” 


Candidates Talk About The Issues 


Williams: "There’s two groups here. 
There’s people who live in large homes 
who would like to move into something 
smallerand there’s people who can’t 
afford to stay in town. As for people who 
can’t afford to stay in town I think 
something has to be done. It would 
depend on the package that was put 
together. I would look to the Center 
first.” 

Star: Do you think the town should 
become involved in a resource recovery 
project similar to the North Andover 
proposal? 

Saraco: "It depends on the conditions of 
the contract. The conditions of the 
contract must be suitable to the needs of 
the town both financially and through 
services. If it’s beneficial to the needs of 
the town, yes.” 

Macdonald "I think it would be 
necessary in the long term to think of 
regionalization of such services as waste 
disposal. One of the ways to keep ser¬ 
vices and keep costs at a minimum would 
be to regionalize services.” 

I lewis: "I’m a little bit disturbed withMhe 
North Andover proposal. I was very 
much opposed to the removal of our 
incinerator. We should have expanded 
it,corrected the emisions problems and 
enlarged it. You can’t eliminate waste 
simply by moving it to someone elses 
yard. You have to burn it. If we do 
anything we should be looking towards 
the concept of using it for energy.” 

Williams: "There’s the economics that 
have to be looked at there. There’s so 
many unanswered questions. What is it 
going to be down the road? What’s in¬ 
volved with the tipping fee? We’ve got to 
have guarantees for the town.” 

Star: What are your feelings about 
consolidating the Assessor’s office with 
the Town Manager’s office and having a 
full full-time assessor? 

Saraco: "1 think a study should be made 
towards a full-time assessor but I’m not 
in favor of it being consolidated with the 
Town Manager’s office. I think it should 
be appointed by the Board of Assessors.” 

Macdonald: "I think we have to study the 
ability of the budget to handle a full-time 
assessor. There is a need, under the state 
legislature of last year, for full 
evaluation to keep better track of current 
property values. Hopefully this could be 
satisfactorily done under the present 
system. But if we need to adapt to meet 
the requirements of the state statute, 
then we’ll have to look into a full-time 
assessor.” 

I lew is: "No and no. This was discussed 
by the Charter Commission. At that time 
the representatives felt that there was an 
element of contact with the people that 
would be lost with the board that effects 
them the most.” 


Assessors that we have now brings a 
more objective point of view than a single 
person would. If you kept the current 
board and added a full-time person I 
don’t see what you’d be contributing 
other than someone who’s there to an¬ 
swer questions from 9 to 5.” 

Star: How do you think the town should 
restore the Center and broaden the tax 
base? 

Saraco: "I think it may require some 
changes in the zoning. I’m very much 
interested in this area and feel that it 
may require some changes in the zoning 
law.” 


adaptable to garbage disposals. I would 
like to see garbage collected as long as 
there were those citizens who felt it was 
necessary.” 

Star: How do you think the town should 
go about insuring the quality of water in 
Winchester? 

Saraco: "No comment until I resign from 
the Board of Health.” 

BF Macdonald: "I believe that through 
professional supervision by the town 
water department we do recognize the 
problems that exist in the water supply 
through an antiquated system of storing 
and delivering water, and we will be

Macdonald: I think the town should look 
into multifamily dwelling units in the 
downtown area. This would bring 
residents into the downtown which would 
be a continuing source for the retail 
outlets.” 

Ilcwis: "The first thing you have to do is 
recognize that the business community is 
not confined to the Center. We do not 
have a viable center. We don’t have 
enough land area, we don’t have enough 
buildings. Once we recognize that we can 
recognize where we do have land and 
start developing up Main street. They’re 
going to have to expand the Center and 
realize that it goes beyond the rotary. In 
1968 1 suggested that if we built some 
apartments down town it would put 
people where the business was. The 
zoning wouldn’t allow it.” 

Williams: "In the Attitudinal Survey the 
biggest thing the people complained 
about was the variety. What got the most 
use was the food storses and the banks.In 
order to attract more shopping to the 
Center there has to be a bigger diversity 
of stores.” 

Star: Do you think garbage collection 
should be restored to Winchester? 

Saraco: "I feel that garbage collection 
should be restored with certain con¬ 
ditions. I’m very much interested in Mr. 
(Harrison) Chadwick’s proposal.” 

Macdonald: "Yes I do.” 

llewis: "Definitely. 1 think it’s small 
potatoes to claim that we’re going to save 
$20,000 a year by eliminating the garbage 
collection which effects many people in 
town. To suggest that we should increase 
the Recreation Department budget in a 
time of tight economy and cut essential 
services is a mistake. I’m one of those 
who strongely believes it should be 
reinstated.” 

Williams: "1 was against them cutting 
the money which provided the garbage 
collection. It was against the advice of 
the Town Manager. There are still a lot of

Williams: I think the Board of nlnmhine which is not necessarilv 


taking steps through a capital ex¬ 
penditure program and through normal 
maintenance to bring the system up to 
date.” 

llewis: "First by qualified water per¬ 
sonnel. Unfortunately we lost a good man 
as far as our water supply was con¬ 
cerned. The system has not been 
properly maintained in the last few 
years. Only improved maintenance is 
going to correct it.” 

Williams: "Right now they’re 

monitoring on a weekly basis the 
coliform count, perhaps more than 
weekly. As far as a long range plan goes 
it involves quite a bit of money. There’s 
extensive repairs to pumps necessary. 
You’re talking of a figure in the millions 
of dollars over a period of time. It’s an 
old system and it needs some work.” 

Star: What are your feelings on having a 
community youth center in town? Do you 
think it inevitably becomes a hangout for 
teenagers or could it be something 
better? 

Saraco: "I’m for it. We had one back in 
the 30s and I made use of it. I think it 
would need solid supervision. I think 
there should be solid backing from the 
town and that a lot of the government 
should be handled by the students 
themselves.” 

Macdonald: "The Recreation Depart¬ 
ment programs are diverse enough for a 
great number of the town youth so that a 
youth center could become much more 
than a hangout. It would only be limited 
to a hangout if there weren’t enough 
recreational programs and youths were 
continually at the youth center. The 
difficulty is in determining what kind of 
recreational programs are of interest to 
the youths.” 

llewis: "No I don’t believe that a youth 
center inevitably becomes a hangout for 
teenagers. The kinds of kids we are 
concerned about don’t go to a drop in 
center. I think a youth center is a good 
idea presuming the kids take an interest. 
The youth do have to be involved because 
if they’re not it won’t take off. I think it’s 


irresponsible to suggest the town can 
come up with some money to build one. 
Private funds maybe.” Williams: "Weve 
had them over the years, one that was 
funded .by the town and then other 
private endeavors. It seems there’s a lot 
of - enthusiam for a while and then those 
people who are involved, the young 
-people, mature and there’s nothing 
brought in from the bottom to replace 
them. It goes through a period of decline 
and then closes. But I’m in favor of it. 
There’s definitely a lack of places to go. 
I’d like to see what the youth want. I 
think that anything that’s going to be 
done for them is going to require their 
assistance.” 

Star: Are you in favor of placing the 
police and fire departments under one 
building and having civilian dispatchers 
and if so, what would you do with the 
existing police and fire stations? 

Saraco: "I think a great deal of study 
should be given to it. I’m not too happy 
with the civilian dispatchers because I 
don’t think they have the proper training 
to handle the things that a police officer 
can on a moments notice. I think a great 
deal of study should be given in this 
area.” 

Macdonald: "That’s a question that will 
get a considerable amount of study over 
the next year or two and is too com¬ 
plicated to answer with a simple yes or 
no. I honestly don’t know the need at this 
time for civilian dispatchers. If it would 
assist police and fire in allowing them to 
be out in the town more to do their job the 
way they would like to do it, then I think 
we should look at that option seriously.” 

llewis: "I don’t see anything wrong with 
combining the existing facility if we have 
it. I do think the town should take over by 
eminent domain the savings bank. As far 
as civilian dispatchers, I don’t see 
anything wrong with utilizing more 
civilians.” 

Williams: "Combining the two has been 
discussed for years. For the civilian 
dispatchers there seems to be two 
schools of thought. (Police) Chief 
McHugh has one now and will be going to 
another. (Fire) Chief McElhinney seems 
to think it’s a job for professionals. It 
would have to fit the conditions as the 
department head saw it.” 

Star: Why are you running for Select¬ 
man? What can you bring to the Board? 

Saraco: "I feel that I can bring my ex¬ 
perience in town government during the 
past 34 years and that what I’ve tried to 
do in Town Meetings to stabilize our tax 
rate and reestablish priorities and come 
up with a budgeting program must now 
be done from an administrative position 
rather than as a Town Meeting member. 
I’ve given my services as a department 
head for 22 years and I now offer my 
services as a member of the Board of 
Selectmen. Because of over 56 years of 
residency in Winchester, I know the 
town, the people, their needs and feel that 


I could be a valuable asset to the other 
members of the Board of Selectmen.” 

Macdonald: "I’m running for Selectman 
because I’ve had public service ex¬ 
perience in the state and federal 
government that I believe would con¬ 
tribute to the Town of Winchester. I 
would like to make that contribution with 
knowledge that I have benefited greatly 
from the services that I have received 
over the years from Winchester and 
believe that now is the time that I can 
offer something back to town govern¬ 
ment for future generations.” 

llewis: "When you run for office it’s 
because you think you can do a better job 
than the people who are there. I’ve been 
in town all my life. I’ve been involved in 
the Charter Commission so I know as 
much about the Charter as anyone. I 
think I know what the people want and I 
think I know how to get it.” 

Williams: "Basically, there’s two in¬ 
cumbents not running and there’s a very 
good chance that a third one will be 
resigning this summer. I do have ex¬ 
perience as a Town Meeting member for 
seven years and a Finance Committee 
member for five years. I think that the 
experience I’ve had is invaluable. It’s the 
town I’ve lived in just about all my life 
and I just want to be a service to the town 
1 grew up in.” 

Winchester Wie Add Selectmen’s 
Questions (Macdonald) 


Macdonald: "I would advise Town 
Meeting to look for ways to stay within 
the tax cap limitation. In the long term, 
with the inflation spiral as high as it is, no 
town can remain in the tax cap and 
maintain the level of services the citizens 
have come to expect.” 


Macdonald: "I would recommend 
development of multifamily dwellings in 
the downtown area where the property 
has already been zoned for such 
dwelling.”

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LWV Discusses Water Supply And Energy Problems In State 


liy The League 
of Women Voters 
or Massachusetts 

Introduction 

In one-third of the communities in 
Massachusetts, the drinking water is 
contaminated hy hazardous materials, 
other communities have imposed 
watering bans and conservation 
measures because water supply is low 
‘Safe drinking water" is an issue that is 
more and more in the headlines 

The time is approaching — if not 
already here — when we must act to 
assure safe drinking water. But how'.’ 
Shall we just move on to gel clean water 
Irom another site as we have done in the 
past.’ Shall we or can we decontaminate 
existing supplies ’ 

Shall we stretch out what clean water 
we have with conservation measures'.’ Do 
we. in fact, have ample water and just 
need to allocate it more wisely? What 
role must the lederal. state, and local 
governments play’.’ And what is the role 
ol the citizen .’ 

Because safe drinking water cannot 
be assured without urgently needed 
attention to the problems, the League of 
Women Voters ol Massachusetts has 
prepared and the local LWV has sub¬ 
mitted a series ol four articles to 
examine how our drinking water supply 
has gotten to its present crisis situation 
and some solutions which have been 
proposed 

The first of these articles, on water- 
quantity problems, follows. Next there 
will be an article on the problems of 
water quality, followed by articles on the 
Northfield Diversion and on water 
conservation, political and citizen action.. 

Water Supply: Quantity 

An estimated 1,300 billion gallons per 
day (BUD) of surface water is available 
in the continental United States. In ad¬ 
dition. a potentially very large ground 
water resource is still undefined. The 
Water Kesources Council (a federal 
agency) has estimated that 355 BGD is 
withdrawn each day, but only ill BGD is 
consumed. The remainder is returned lor 
reuse. 

Considering the figures, one may ask, 
“If we have so much water, why the fuss 
about supply?” The principal answer to 
the nationwide problem is location. 
About 50 percent of the total supply is 
east of the Mississippi lliver, 20 percent 
is in the rather small area of the Pacific 
Northwest, and the rest of the country 
shares the remaining :H) percent. 

In addition, water use has increased 
markedly. Between 1900 and 1970 our 
population increased 2.5 times, but per 
capita water use increased 3.5 times. Add 
to these problems the increase use ol 
chemicals, pesticides, hazardous 
materials of all kinds, and the pressure ol 


development encroaching on water¬ 
sheds. and you have not only a national 
picture but a microcosm of 
Massachusetts. 

Although Massachusetts receives an 
average ol 4:1 inches of rainfall a year 
and by all yardsticks is a water-rich 
state, concern about w ater shortages has 
increased in the last decade. Because 
Massachusetts has been perceived to 
have an abundance of water, the water 
has been used excessively. It has been 
regarded as a “Ireegood,” and few if any 
efforts have been made to conserve 
except in times of drought. 

Additionally, settlement patterns 
have developed without regard to water 
supply. The population is clustered in the 
eastern coastal area and the free-flowing 
streams are in the north central and 
western areas, especially in the 
Merrimack and Connecticut Kiver 
Valleys. 

Ground w ater sources in the east have 
been limited in quantity and now are 
limited severly hy quality problems. In 
the west where acreage has been 
available lor surface water im¬ 
poundments (dam-formed lakes) and 
natural lakes and ponds abound, 
problems ol road salt, viruses, bacteria, 
and turbidity are rendering these im¬ 
poundments suspect. (See the League’s 
second article on water.) 

Kecharge management is not readily 
understood or practiced in 
Massachusetts. The balance between the 
water withdrawn, water diverted out of 
the area by sewage treatment plants, for 
example), and the amount of runoff from 
blacktop areas, paved roads, houses, 
etc., has not been a serious concern of 
water managers 

Consequently, water levels in wells 
drop, salt intrudes, reservoirs refill too 
slowly, and towns and cities find 
themselves with a "water problem.” 
Because water supply has been 
primarily a local responsibility in 
Massachusetts, too frequently those in 
charge have not had the technical 
background to anticipate and deal with 
potential water problems. Nor have 
planning boards regularly considered the 
effect ol development on the water 
supply 

Some very farsighted water 
managers called for the construction of 
Quabbin Reservoir early in this century, 
and it was developed in the 1940 s. 
However, such a response to water 
demands is no longer possible because of 
lack of land area and, more importantly, 
because of an increased awareness of the 
rights of resident populations. 

Flood skimming of the Connecticut 
Itiver or diversion from the Millers Kiver 
system and the Merrimack Kiver have 
been suggested as ways to increase the 
water supply to eastern Massachusetts. 
These suggestions will be discussed in

the League’s third article But such 
diversions will not aid Massachusetts 
cities and towns whose water supply has 
become contaminated. Next week’s 
article will address problems on drinking 
water quality. 

By the late 1960’s water specialists 
became very concerned about drinking 
water quality. In the United States 
between 1901 and 1970, I2B known out 
breaks of disease and poisoning were 
traceable to drinking water, 20 persons 
died, and 46,:174 became ill. It is safe to 
assume that many cases were 
unreported. 

Surprisingly, few Americans question 
the quality of their drinking water. We 
had become used to turning over our 
water supply management to local 
governments and private entrepreneurs. 
We continued to assume that water from 
the tap was clean - although a lew did 
turn to spring water, home distilled 
water, commercially provided bottle 
water, or even home-installed filtration 
devices. 

Congress passed the Safe Drinking 
Water Act in 1974 hut delayed lull im¬ 
plementation ol the Act until 1977 to 
enable the National Academy of Sciences 
to come up with primary drinking water 
standards.Every community water 
supply which serves 15 or more con 
nections or 25 people must meet the safe 
drinking water standards. Even trailer 
parks, motels, etc., are covered. 

One ol the provisions of the act calls 
lor testing local drinking water supplies 
lor K) chemicals, six pesticides, bacteria, 
radioactivity, and turbidity (turbidity, or 
cloudiness, is caused by solid matter 
particles suspended throughout the 
water). It also requires that the public be 
informed when the quality violates the 
primary standards set as “maximum 
contamination levels.” 

These tests, when carried out in 
Massachusetts, revealed widespread 
contamination with salt. 
Irichlorethylene, and many other sub¬ 
stances. Fully one-third of 
Massachusetts communites’ drinking 
water supplies are contaminated with 
hazardous materials. Some of these 
supplies must be closed permanently, 
others will require expensive treatment 
and years ol restoration effort. And this 
alarming development has appeared 
throughout New England and the nation. 

(’ontamination has occurred in many 
wells because of lack of safeguards to the 
aquifier (underground area where water 
is retained). This has happened largely 
because there was inadequate un¬ 
derstanding ol the nature and charac¬ 
teristics of ground water. 

Although the state has been engaged 
lor many years in a cooperative program 
with the United States Geologic Survey to 
determine the I low and interaction of 
ground water, the entire state is not yet 
mapped. Additionally, many toxic and 
hazardous substances have been 
disposed ol carelessly and often illegally. 
These wastes can then enter the ground 
water system. 


Widespread use of road salt has 
caused problems in some areas. Nitrate 
'a salt) is a real and immediate danger 
lo infants^ind cannot be tolerated in the 
water supply. Coliform bacteria from 
local material also are a health hazard. 
These bacteria are often treated with 
heavy doses of chlorine, but chlorine can 
mix with debris in the pipes and create 
Iribalomethones, which are cancer- 
causing agents. Turbidity tends to make 
chlorine treatment ineffective. 

The solution to such problems for 
many communities is filtration at the 
source. which is expensive. 
Massachusetts recently adopted a 
regulation requiring filtration for some 
communities. Many large supplies of 
water already meet the standards and 
have adequate treatment facilities. 

(Hhers w ill have to provide treatment 
which will often be expensive. The law 
gives the states primary responsibility 
«primacy) lor implementing the safe 
drinking water act when states can prove 
they have adequate means of providing 
coverage. They are to be provided with 
technical and financial assistance from 
Congress. 

Massachusetts has primacy and is 
preparing to carry out its respon¬ 
sibilities. Two important bills were 
passed in the last session ol the 
legislature which will help communities 
finance their programs. The state will 
pay 50 percent of the costs of local 
filtration systems. The state will also 
give financial aid for leak detection and 
refining and repairing of distribution 
systems. 

Water specialists expect that when 
lhe public is informed about its water 
quality problems, it will insist on 
corrective action. Whether Ihis ex¬ 
pectation is realistic remains to be seen. 

Will conservation of water help us out 
of our present serious problem of water 
contamination? Can we save enough 
water so that a search for additional 
sources will not be necessary? 

These questions are being asked by 
citizens and public officials across the 
state. As in any question so broadly 
stated, there is not a yes or no answer. 
However, a study which is nearing 
completion for the New England 
Interstate Water Pollution Control 
Commission reveals some significant 
facts about the effectiveness of water 
conservation. 

It is generally conceded that people 
use up to 65 gallons of waiter each day in 
their schools, workplaces, and homes. 
Showers use about 23 gallons and toilets, 
26 gallons. People can save both water 
and water heating costs by installing a 
very simple device in their shower heads 
or using water saver shower heads and 
by limiting the time spent showering. A 
family of four can save $100 per year. 

In addition, installation of toilet dams 
• plastic containers in tanks) or water 
saving toilets can reduce water usage 


significantly. 

These savings, along with similar 
shower and toilet modifications in 
commercial and industrial facilities, can 
reduce present and future water demand 
by 20 percent. 

The savings in commercial and in¬ 
dustrial use of water can amount to 90 
percent if recycling and more effective 
application and use is made of process 
water. In addition, communities can 
reduce water requirements by a 
systematic program of pipe lead 
detection and repair and pipe 
rehabilitation. State Senator Carol 
Amick maintains that between 18 and 20 
million gallons a day are lost from the 
MDC system. Arlington found that a leak 
repair program saved over 600 million 
gallons of water a year. 

It appears that a strong conservation 
program can provide additional water 
lor some communities which have lost a 
part of their water supplies to con¬ 
tamination. Communities will be able to 
further ensure adequate water in times 
of shortages by making plans now for 
future problems. 

Conservation can be assured if local 
governmental units have the authority to 
impose conservation measures through 
ordinances, penalties for violations, and 
enforcement. Implementation of a 
watershed management program can 
enhance the yield of a watershed and can 
ensure that future contamination does 
not occur. 

A systematic program of leak 


detection and repair and replacement of 
old pipes will save water. Installation of 
water meters where none are now used 
and systematic testing to ensure that 
meters are accurate will save water. And 
a realistic rate structure that does not 
reward the big user will encourage 
conservation. 

Since it is evident that some con¬ 
taminated supplies will not be 
rehabilitated for years (about 10 years to 
clear a salt-contaminated well, for in¬ 
stance) and additional sources will be 
hard to tap (the Northfield Diversion 
controversy is an example), con¬ 
servation is an important part of the 
future water picture in Massachusetts. 

But conservation can be effective only 
if a large percent of the citizens in the 
community not only demand that 
“something be done,” but actually 
participate in the doing. Safe drinking 
w ater supplies can no longer be taken for 
granted. 

Like the energy shortage, the safe 
drinking water shortage requires in¬ 
dustrious management. Federal and 
state agencies have helped define the 
problems and will provide assistance 
with the solutions, but ultimately local 
municipalities and individual water 
users will determine whether water from 
the tap will be safe to drink in the not-so- 
distant future.

The House. Last week the 
House passed a court-job 
measure which has sparked 
controversy over whether the 
bill reintroduces excessive 
patronage into the court system. 
The House also approved a bill 
freeing up some $15 million from 
cooperative banks for loans, 
although opponents say there is 
no guarantee the money will be 
used for loans. 

Court Personnel (H 5564) — 
Did the House last week attempt 
to scuttle a major portion of the 
1978 court reform package? The 
answer depends on whom one 
talks to. The lower branch 
refused 88-54, to reconsider its 
passage of a bill exempting 
assistant court clerks and 
assistant registers of probate 
from personnel standards now 
established and administered by 
the Chief Administrative 
Justice. 

Presently, under the 1978 
reform, only judges, clerks, and 
registers of probate are exempt. 
Supporters say the standards are 
too restrictive and claimed there 
are many people who should be 
considered for the assistant slots 
but are not. 

Opponents charged the bill 
scuttles a key part of the 1978 
reform package and puts 
patronage back into the process 
by exempting some 600 in¬ 
dividuals from the new stan¬ 
dards. 

Rep. Sherman W. Saltmarsh 
Jr. voted for the bill. 

More Money for Loans? (H 
278) - According to sponsors of 
a bill reducing the liquidity 
reserve requirement of 
cooperative banks from six and 
one half percent to six percent of 
its share liability, the move 
would free up some $15 million 
for loans. 

Not so, say opponents, who 
claimed the banking com¬ 
missioner opposes the bill and 
noted there is no guarantee the 
$15 million will have to be set 
aside for loans. Despite the 
objections and claims that the 


measure allows the money to be 
diverted for other purposes, the 
House refused, 126-15, to 
reconsider the measure’s 
passage and it received final 
approval and was sent to the 
Senate. 

Saltmarsh voted for the bill. 

The Senate. Amidst cries that 
the Legislature is being buried in 
an annual avalanche of refiled 
and reprinted bills, the Senate 
last week, adopted new rules 
prohibiting the annual refiling 
and reprinting of thousands of 
bills. The Senate also approved a 
rule requiring roll call votes on 
all future legislative pay hikes. 

Roll Calls - Although 
Halloween has long past, the 
"Halloween pay raise” con¬ 
troversy lingers on and refuses 
to go away. 

On a 36-0 tally, (one Senator 
voted “no,” but his vote was 
paired and cancelled out) the 
Senate approved a new Senate 
rule requiring a roll call vote on 
any bill affecting the salaries or 
allowances of legislators. 

Supporters noted the rule 
would help avoid what happened 
last year when the controversial 
pay hike was approved without a 
Senate roll call. Attempts by this 
reporter to reach the opponent 
for a statement were un¬ 
successful. 

Sen. Samuel Rotondi voted in 
favor.

Dear Mrs. Papas: 

Your answer to “Name Withheld” in 
last week’s Star most emphatically did 
not answer my question. 

Regarding the candidates for the 
Director for Curriculum position, I 
asked, “Why did the Chairman of the 
School Committee fail to notify the public 
through the Star? ... Why the secrecy?” 

One wonders why two such important 
School Committee meetings would be 
held only a day apart and unannounced in 
the Star - meetings where, to quote your 
letter of March 6 to the editor, “decisions 
of major significance to the town” were 
to be made. 

In a similar situation, the an¬ 
nouncement of the candidates for the 
superintendent-director of the Northeast 
Metropolitan Regional School, together 
with pictures and backgrounds, was 
made in a local paper on Feb. 29, two 
weeks before the well-publicized elec¬ 
tion. 

Many concerned parents and students 
would have liked to have attended and 
voiced their concern and desires, yet it 
seems that only Vinson-Owen parents 
and educators were heard at the 
meeting. It also seems that they are the 
only ones upset by the decision. 

What with school closings and layoffs 
imminent, it would have been easier to 
bend to political pressure within the 
system and vote for an in-house can¬ 
didate, behind closed doors, or in this 
case in front of friends of the candidate. 
Fortunately, this did not happen. 

Only the School Committee and 
screening committee were privy to the 
resumes, credentials and backgrounds of 
the candidates. I like to think that the 
unanimous decision of so many 
responsible people has brought a man of 
extraordinary caliber into our shrinking 
school system - someone who can bring 
us new life and ideas from outside (and 
that perhaps I can stop thinking of 
moving to another system out of 
desperation.) 

I like to think that all our elected of¬ 
ficials have the courage to vote for the 
greater good of the whole community, 
even when it means voting against a 
respected friend. Is this not democracy? 

I would hope that in the future all our 
public officials keep us aware of im¬ 
pending decisions, “public” meetings 
and hearings, etc., through the Star.

Is the town aware? 

The staff at Lincoln School was 
shocked and disappointed when we 
learned that the School Committee had 
voted to accept the recommendation by 
Superintendent William MacDonald that 
William Warnock, principal of Lincoln 
School since 1973, be the second Win¬ 
chester principal to lose his position. 

As a result of the School Committee’s 
decision, the students, parents and staff 
will lose the only principal Lincoln School 
has known since its inception in 1973; and 
Bill Warnock who has been a principal in 
Winchester since 1963, may be without a 
job. 

Mr. Warnock, a graduate of Dart¬ 
mouth College who earned his M. Ed. at 
Boston University and C.A.G.S. at 
Michigan State has worked hard to 
establish a professional and pleasant 
environment at Lincoln. 

Many of us have been at Lincoln since 
1973 and some of us have worked with Bill 
for even longer. The staff’s respect for, 
and rapport with Mr. Warnock is 
positive, universal and perhaps unique. 
To our knowledge, Lincoln School is the 
only school from which no teacher, 
secretary, clerical aide, specialist or any 
other supportive staff member has ever 
requested a transfer. 

A cohesive and professionally 
dedicated staff working in concert with a 
supportive principal creates a positive 1 
and organized learning environment at 
Lincoln School. 

Few, if any, Lincoln families chose to 
transfer to another public school when 
the choice became available through 
open enrollment. 

Mr. Warnock is a sensitive, warm 


person. He respects his staff as 
professionals, allowing creativity and 
freedom in their teaching, but expecting 
the highest standards of education for his 
students. The results of standardized 
tests have consistently shown that the 
educational environment at Lincoln 
School has been effective. Lincoln School 
has always been well represented on 
honor rolls at the secondary level. 

The students are receptive to Mr. 
Warnock’s firm but sympathetic control. 
He knows each student by name, as well 
as the student’s academic’background 
and progress. 

He has made an effort to be directly 
involved on a personal level with the 
implementation of student oriented 
activities. These activities include en¬ 
vironmental education at Sargent Camp, 
Peterborough, New Hampshire and the 
Historical and Urban Environment 
Studies Program in Boston, 
Massachusetts. His level of involvement 
in student affairs range from urban and 
rural experiences to the yearly third 
grade checkers’ tournament. 

Mr. Warnock’s patience and un¬ 
derstanding in handling of special needs 
classes housed at Lincoln deserves 
recognition. At one time there were three 
special needs classes at Lincoln. Lincoln 
School has been unique in this situation. 

The continuity and stability of the 
special needs program at Lincoln 
reflects the strong leadership qualities of 
Mr. Warnock. The Special Needs 
students at Lincoln have reaped the 
benefits of this stable environment. 

Moreover, as Chapter 766 required 
increased “mainstreaming” of these 
students, Mr. Warnock was instrumental 
in enabling and encouraging his staff to 
accept this challenge successfully. 

After 17 years of quality service as a 
principal in the Winchester Public School 
system, Bill Warnock does not deserve to 
be summarily dismissed from his 
position without a clearly defined cause. 
But quite apart from personal con¬ 
siderations, the students, parents, and 
staff at Lincoln School deserve someting 
better than that as well. 

We are not unmindful of the fiscal 
constraints within which the School 
Committee has had to function in 
stressful times of economic difficulty. 
Nevertheless, the high standards of 
education which Winchester expects and 
has received to date, must be maintained 
and cannot be sacrificed to fiscal 
austerity. , 

In our opinion, the loss of Bill War¬ 
nock as principal, will have a substantial 
adverse impact on the quality of 
education at Lincoln School for years to 
come. Accordingly, we urge the School 
Committee to reconsider its decision and 
to retaih Bill Warnock as principal of 
Lipcdln ?<)hodl.

Those of us who have 
worked side by side with Mr. Warnock 
feel that he is one of Winchester’s most 
supportive and understanding principals. 

We deeply regret the Superintendent’s 
recommendation and the ensuing School 
Committee vote. If Mr. Warnock does 
leave the Winchester school system, his 
departure will be a great loss to the town 
and to our children.

First Baptist Church - Part I 


By HENRY E. SliMONDS 

The date of the first preaching ser¬ 
vices of the Baptist faith in Winchester is 
not exactly known, but a group of devout 
men and women conducted Sunday 
School services in Union Hull, over the 
S.S. Richardson building on Main street, 
corner of Park street prior to 1850. It is 
presumed that the elders also held 
services of worship in this same hall. 

On Jan. 12, 1852 the following 14 
members organized the Baptist Society: 
Benjamin Abrahams, K.W. Baker, Cyrus 
Bancroft, Josiah Hovey, Nathan Jaquith 
Jr., Charles Mclntire, Horace P. Stone, 
Hiram Andrews, John A. Bolles, Samuel 
G. Grafton, John Hopley, D. Wyman 
Locke, Hatevil K. Stanton and Aaron D. 
Weld. Rev. N.A. Reed was called as 
pastor and began his duties in April. 

The First Baptist Church was con¬ 
stituted at a meeting on Aug. 18, 1852 with 
19 members. The first service of the 
church was held on Sept. 2, 1862, at which 
time an Ecclesiastical Council of the 
Baptist Churches about Boston met in 
Lyceum Hall to publicly recognize them 
as a regular Baptist Church and the Rev. 
N.A. Reed as their pastor. 

The first deacon, John Hopley, was 
elected Nov. 3 of the same year and 
served alone in the office for nearly two 
years until August, 1854 when A.J. 
Bellows was elected to serve with him. 
Rev. Reed’s pastorate came to a close 
Aug. 1, 1854. Twenty-three persons had 
been added to the church during his briel 
ministry. The pulpit was supplied lor a 
few months by Rev. T.D. Worrall, of 
England. 

Rev. E.B. Eddy became the next 
pastor on Dec. 1, 1855 and served until 
May, I860. During his vigorous and 
successful ministry there occured the 
great and widespread revival of religious 
in both the Congregational and Baptist 
churches in Winchester. New members 
of the church during this period were 
baptized in Wedge Pond (called Echo 
Lake at that time). Ninety-live membrs 
were added to the church during his 
ministry. Rev. J.D. Messon was the 
pastor from I 860 to 1862. 

Rev. Henry llincley accepted the call 
ol the church in June. 1862 and was or¬ 
dained and publicly installed as pastor on 
Sept 4,1862. In January a new organ was 
placed in Lyceum hall and the old one 
taken out. On June 14, 1862 another organ 
w as purchased from Stevens and Jenet of 
Boston for $650 and tin* previous organ 
taken hack in trade 

The Church and Society had held 
services lor 10 years in the Lyceum Hall. 
Rev. llincley felt that this public hall was 
not dignified enough lor a church and he 
urged the people to build a more fitting 
edifice. Under his leadership the 
members in the next two years raised 


approximately $5700 by January, 1864. A 
building committee was formed, land 
was purchased on the corner of 
Washington and Mt. Vernon streets and 
the church erected. 

It was dedicated free from debt on 
June 9, 1864 with appropriate 

ceremonies. The pew* rental system was 
established at this time. Rev. Hincley’s 
pastorate was marked with great 
spiritual significance, having added 51 
new members. It was with the deepest 
regret that his resignation was acepeted 
in November. 1866. 

Rev S.J. Bronson succeeded him on 
March, 1867 and served for about three 
years, at which time 14 more new 
members were added. At that time the 
church rented a parsonage on Stdvens 
street for their pastor. 

Rev. L.G. Barrett became pastor in 
February, 1870. During his four-year 
term the membership increased by 69. A 
bell was purchased from Blake & 
Company of Boston for .approximately 
$800, the money being raised by holding 
church fairs, and hung in the tower in 
December, 1870. During his ministry the 
Women’s Missionary Aid Society, was 
formed, with 62 members. 

Rev. 11.F. Barnes became pastor in 
June. 1874 and served for seven years in 
w hich 66 new members were added.'He 
resigned in March, 188L. 

When Rev. Joseph F. Fielden became 
pastor in August, 1881 he found the 
Church financially embarrassed. 
Temporary relief was obtained by 
placing a mortgage on the building. He 
proposed a plan of free will offerings by 
which the mortgage could be lifted. Over 
$5,000 was raised, of which $1000 was 
used to pay off the mortage and $4500 to 
frescoe the building and refurnish it. The 
pew rental system was abolished and the 
weekly voluntary offerings were sub¬ 
stituted. 

The Church and Society were con¬ 
solidated and the church legally in¬ 
corporated as the First Baptist Church ol 
W inchester in 1890. The Sunday School 
bad prospered under the direction ol 
Frederick A. Sanborn. Rev. Fielden 
resigned in 1891. During his 10 and one 
half years of pastorate 106 new members 
were added making a total membership 
of 217. 

Rev. C.A. Wheeler became pastor in 
February, 1892 and served the church for 
only two years. He introduced the weekly 
calendar which he printed on his own 
printing press. 

In November, 1894 Rev. William E. 
Sehlieman acepeted the call to the 
church. During his four-years ministry 
many improvements were made on the 
interior. The organ in use was removed 
and a better one purchased which was 
placed behind the pulpit instead of at the 
back of the church wehre the first organ

stood. The platform was enlarged, the 
walls of the audience refrescoed and the 
lloor recarpeted. 

After Rev. Schlicman's resignation in 

1898, Rev. Amos Harris served the 
church for one year. Rev. Henry E. 
Hodge became the pastor in December, 

1899. coming from the First Baptist 
( hurch of Boston where he had been the 
assistant pastor. It was duirng his 
pastorate that the church experienced its 
greatest growth. 

Lydia Jennie Crawford was con¬ 
secrated by the church to the missionary 
service at a special service Sunday Sept. 
19,1909. Crawford sailed in October of the 
same year from San Francisco for China, 
under the auspices of the Baptist Foreign 
Missionary Society. She worked as a 
nurse during the Chinese Rebellion in 
1912. At the close of the Chinese W'ar she 
continued her missionary work in China 
until 1945. at which time she retired after 
serving lor 36 years. 

Druing the Rev. Hodge’s ministry his 
wife conducted a Sunday School class of 
high school girls. Later this group took 
the name of the E.P.H. Class (Elizabeth 
Betel’s Hodge) and for several years did 
outstanding social and civic work. Also, 
m 1914 Ida Tufts taught a Sunday School 
Class ol young girls which took the name 
of Uhiluthea twhieh means “Lovers of 
Truth"). 

This group was one of the most active 
groups in the church w hich helped serve 
the Harvest Home Supper and also 
assisted the church in many other needs. 

Many changes were made in the 
auditorium ol the Church during thse 
years through the generosity of Newton 
Schultis. Other members contributed 
many other much needed furnishings, 


among which was an individual com¬ 
munion service. After 19 years of the 
greatest spiritual growth in the Church, 
Rev. Hodge resigned in December 1918. 

Dr. Wood of Arlington served the 
Church until 1920. Rev. Clifton Walcott 
became pastor in February, 1920. Under 
his leadership an executive committee 
was formed of which the pastor was 
chairman. In this committee every 
department of the church was 
represented. Seven deaconesses were 
appointed. Each group now had a deacon 
and a deaconess with a fellowship 
ministry among its members. The 
women’s work was organized under one 
organization, known as the Women’s 
League. 

The town at this time formed an Inter- 
church Council in which the Baptist 
Church cooperated. The Council staged a 
pageant, “The Holy Grail,” which took 
place on June 2, 1923 in a section ol the 
Middlesex Fells known as the “Daisy 
Field.” This was a field off South Border 
road almost opposite the old Fish Hat¬ 
chery al the corner of Winthrop street 
extension. 

The Sunday School had grown to 243 
members under the leadership of 
Lorimer B. Slocum and a woman’s Bible 
Class was conducted by Daniel (’. Lin 
seott. 

In May. 1926 the Rev. Walcott 
resigned. For two years the Church was 
again without a permanent pastor. The 
pulpit was supplied by the Rev. Charles 
Moss of Malden. Rev. Herbert S. Johnson 
(formerly ol the Warren Avenue Baptist 
Church of Boston) and Rev. J.W. 
Brougher, who served only three months 
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Winchester • . . 

A few weeks ago, when there was an appalling lack 
of candidates for town office, The Star urged qualified 
people to come forward to serve their town. 

One of those who did is attorney Alan Macdonald, 
35, of Bacon street, who has served as both counsel to 
a special Congressional committee and as a 
Massachusetts Assistant Attorney General where he 
was chief of the Veterans Division. 

He is running for Selectman and we think he 
deserves one of your two votes for that office next 
Tuesday. He is dedicated to Winchester and would 
serve the town well. 

Alx)ve all, remember to vote in the annual town 
election this Tuesday, March 25. 

The Winchester Chamber of Commerce’s first 
annual awards night was a huge success and a credit to 
the community. Over 250 turned out to honor retired 
state representative and town official Harrison 
Chadwick who is 77 this year. It was a well deserved 
honor and the whole event was carried off with an 
atmosphere of friendliness rather than formality. 

National . • . 

We are all in the same boat. It’s sinking. Inflation 
is running at a rate of 20 percent; the prime rate hit 19 
percent this week. 

Six months ago, no economist in the country with 
the possible exception of Eliot Janeway, the eternal 
pessimist, would have believed it if someone said the 
prime would hit 19 percent in this century, never mind 
in 1980. 

The annual inflation rate was five pefcent when 
President Ford left office in January 1977. Last 


Friday there was a glimmer of hope in President 
Carter’s message that the administration was finally 
recognizing some drastic action had to be taken. 

But instead of immediately balancing the federal 
budget through major spending cuts, the plan calls for 
only a $14 billion reduction in the $30 billion deficit. 
The balance is hoped to be made up through a 
“recalculation of income” — higher taxes. 

The rest of the program is also seriously flawed 
from an economic standpoint. It is certainly not the 
emergency program we need before the country 
suffers a major economic catastrophe. Economists 
almost universally recognize all the conditions for an 
absolute disaster are present. 

Instead of rushing the patient to the hospital for 
emergency surgery with lights flashing and sirens 
blaring, President Carter is leanifig out the window 
saying "beep, beep, anybody got a bigger bandaid?" 

As the Wall Street Journal said on Monday, “No 
one in Wall Street is urging the President, Congress 
and the Federal Reserve Bank to panic. But some 
people here would appreciate more of a sense of 
urgency." 

The current economic situation is totally un¬ 
precedented in the entire history of the United States. 
The runaway spending programs of the Federal 
government for the past 15 years are finally catching 
up with us. 

The only question ieft is whether or not 
uncontrolled inflation will have people pushing 
money to the store in wheelbarrows to buy a loaf of 
bread, or whether a serious economic depression will 
result in no bread at all. 

The situation can’t stay the way it is. And it isn’t. 
It’s changing weekly. And the change isn’t for the 
better. 


Striking Back 


Last week former Oakland, California waitresses 
won $275,000 in damages against a union local and its 
top official who had tried to force them into 
prostitution through a compulsory union hiring hall, 
in a decision of the California Superior Court, 
Alameda County. 

The two former waitresses, Karin Seritis and Teri 
DeLoache, had brought suit in 1976 against a' 
restaurant workers union and its chief officer, 
Qjp^rgipg. that they were forced to seek waitressing 
job&iithrough aiunioti hiring hall and were there 
ffolidtfed tP ehgJge in prostitution and sex en¬ 
tertainment. Harassment, threats, and loss of em¬ 
ployment followed when they refused, their suit 
charged. 

Ms. Seritis was awarded $75,000 and Ms. 
DeLoache $200,000 by California Superior Court 
Judge Robert H. Kroninger, against Local 28 of the 
Hotel, Restaurant Employees, and Bartenders Union 
and its Secretary-Treasurer, Ray Lane. 

The plaintiffs were assisted in their suit by at¬ 
torneys employed by the National Right to Work Legal 
Defense - Foundation, an organization that provides 
free legal aid to employees suffering abuses of com¬ 
pulsory unionism. 

The Foundation attorneys presented the young 
women’s case in a week-long trial in February, 
producing testimony from current and former 
Oakland area waitresses that the union’s compulsory 
hiring hall was being used to coerce job .applicants into 
prostitution and sex entertainment for union officials. 

Foundation attorneys for Seritis, and DeLoache, 
had argued the girls were required, under the union’s 
contracts with employers, to seek waitressing jobs 
exclusively through the union’s hiring hall, and that 
this system let union officials pressure job applicants 
into prostitution. 

Union agreements provided that no major area 
restaurants could hire waitresses unless they were 
provided through the union hiring hall. 

Superior Court Judge Kroninger found that the 
“union local, by reason of collective bargaining 
agreements .. . controls the hiring, wage rate and 
working conditions of waitresses and certain other 
restaurant and bar employees in a great number of bay 
area food and liquor purveying establishments." 

Judge Kroninger awarded $25,000 each in general 
damages to Ms. Seritis and Ms. DeLoache, plus 
$50,000 each in punitive damages, against the union 
for its improper discrimination against them, in 
breach of its legal duty of fair representation. 

Ms. DeLoache also won $125,000 damages against 
the union and Ray Lane jointly, for their willful in¬ 
fliction of emotional harm. 

“For three years," commented Thomas J. Harris, 
Chairman of the National Right to Work Legal 
Defense Foundation, "our attorneys have been aiding 
the bravest, most persistent victims of union coercion I 
have ever encountered in all my years of fighting for 
employees’ rights against compulsory unionism.” 

“Karin Seritis. and Teri DeLoache," he explained, 
“suffered degradation, obscenity, harassment, threats 
of violence, and loss of jobs - because they had the 
pride to refuse to become prostitutes for union bosses.” 

“This case shows better than any other,” the 
Foundation Chairman added, “how abuses are inflicted 
upon wage earners whenever union officials are 
allowed a monopoly on job referrals through the ex¬ 
clusive hiring hall system.” 

The National Right to Work Legal Defense 
Foundation, established in 1968, is a charitable 
organization. It provides free legal aid to workers 
whose rights have bec*n violated as a result of com¬ 
pulsory unionism. 

The Foundation has more than 250,000 supporter.; 
from all over the country. It is presently supporting 


more than 100 court cases involving employees’ rights. 

Massachusetts, unfortunately, is a state where 
there is no “right to work.” If you want a job where 
there is a union shop, you must join the union, pay its 
dues, and abide by its rules. 

It is the compulsory unionism system which leads 
to the kind of abuses evidenced in the Delxmche- 
Seritis case. While only a little over 20 percent of the 
workforce in this country is unionized, compulsory 
unionism - the closed shop system - creates almost 100 
percent of tbe labor stride,.you read abopjt,,duUy- 

In this dhop,'everybody has to go along or you lose 
your job. In an "open shop” or in a state which has a 
Right-To-Work law, unions can only keep members if 
they are adequately and fairly representing them. 
Once a union fails to do this the employees can drop 
out or seek another union to do this without fear of 
losing their job. Open shops keep the union on its toes 
and serving its members, not milking them to provide 
plush benefits for union leaders. Or other "benefits” as 
the girls in California found out. 

Fortunately for Teri DeLoache and Karin Seritis. 
the National Right to Work Legal Defense Foundation 
was there to help. While the labor movement’s in¬ 
fluence over politics in Massachusetts is so pervasive 
that we shall never see a Right-to-Work law here, you 
can help fight the evils and abuses of compulsory 
unionism across the country by supporting the 
Foundation.

We have alternatly tried 
school playgrounds, parks, and dead-end 
streets. Though we do usually have 
better luck down by the Mill Pond, it does 
not always have the most pleasant odor, 
and in the winter, it really is rather cool. 

In the past three years, I have arrived 
at three solutions to our dilemma: 

1. movie theaters, ice cream parlors, 
roller skating rinks, and the like. All ol 
these run into a large amount of money 
and for those of us thinking about college, 
or for thpse who are for any reason on a 
tight budget, this solution quickly 
becomes impracticable. 

2. ‘parties,” or "informal 
gatherings,” at the homes of friends. 
Unfortunately, 1 only know of two people 
in my group of friends who have that 
mystical combination of a room big 
enough to accommodate all of us and u 
set of parents receptive to the idea of 
sacrificing their house to a bunch of 
mongrel kids for the evening. 

3. The Winchester Youth Center. That 
castle in the sky which would be inviting 
enough to the teenagers to make us 
willing to spend a Friday or Saturday 
evening there. 

Obviously, this idea has been kicking 
around Winchester lor many years. In 
fact, we have had, at various times, a 


National Health Insurance 


by M. Stanton Evans 

Washington — Debate about national health in¬ 
surance and other public health care issues is usually 
distinguished by righteous ignorance. 

Tte normal drill in such discussion is to act as 
though soaring health care costs, skyrocketing 
hospital room rates, and a rising percentage of GNP 
for health care have loomed up out of nowhere, and to 
demand corrective action by the federal government. 
This is the style of argument used by Sen. Edward 
Kennedy, President Carter, and various other 
promoters of National Health Insurance (NHI). 

Fortunately, there are some people around who 
have bothered to take a closer look at the causes of 
rising health care costs, and who can tell us why our 
medical economy has behaved so strangely in recent 
years. And the net result of their researches is to 
indicate that the suggested panacea of NHI would 
almost certainly make our health care problems worse. 

Two studies on this subject have appeared in 
recent weeks, and both deserve the widest possible 
audience. The first is “New Directions in Public Health 
Care,” prepared by a group of expert medical 
economists and published by the Institute for Con¬ 
temporary Studies. (This is an updated version of a 
volume originally brought out in 1976, by all odds the 
best single book on health care published in the past 
deende.) The second is "Health Care Cost Increases,” an 
excellent monograph from the American Enterprise 
Institute. 

Between them, these studies pinpoint the source of 
the recent upward surge in health care costs: The 
radical tilting of our medical economy-toward a system 
of third-party payment, in which someone other than 
the patient picks up the tab at the point of con¬ 
sumption. With more than 90 percent of hospital bills 
and 60 percent of physician charges handled on this 
basis, these services are perceived as being virtually 
free by the consumer, with a resultant upward spiral 
of demand 


How did we get our medical economy in such a fix? 
The answer is the federal government — the very same 
government that is being touted as the solution to our 
health care troubles. By underwriting medical bills to 
the tune of $60 billion annually through Medicare and 
Medicaid, and by writing tax laws to encourage 
massive reliance on employee health insurance plans, 
the Feds have built the third-party system to its 
present vast dimensions. 

The ICS and AEI studies spell out the history and 
consequences of this involvement: for instance, the 
somewhat astonishing fact that net out-of-pocket 
expenses to patients for a day in the hospital actually 
decreased (in constant dollars) between 1950 and 1974 
— and that the only medical service for which there 
has been a decline in overall costs has been pre¬ 
scription drugs (which are generally paid for out of 
pocket, not by third parties). 

Efforts to correct the problem of rising costs by 
clamping on controls, these authors show, are 
analogous to trying to stop your car by hitting the 
brakes with one foot while the other jams the ac¬ 
celerator to the floor: It won’t work, and it will have 
disastrous effects on the machinery. The first thing 
you need to do, quite clearly, is to get your foot off the 
accelerator. 

By the same token, these researches suggest that 
national health insurance ‘ can only intensify the 
problems it is supposed to cure. The point of NHI, 
after all, is to provide everybody with free everything, 
which will push the spiral of demand still faster. If we 
have runaway costs with partial subsidy, we can be 
sure of even bigger costs with total subsidy. And that, 
in turn, means more rigid controls than ever. 

These studies are refreshing because) they focus on 
causes rather than dithering about symptoms, and 
because they deal in facts instead of theoretical 
bombast. They should be not only read but pondered 
by members of Congress before they pass another 
piece of health care legislation.

Youth Incident

I am extremely distressed (angry) 
about the treatment of my daughter by 
Doth the legal system and by the news 
media. 

Without any evidence or testimony 
given, the police gave out information 
that the 14-year-old girl involved in an 
incident Dec. 10, 1979 was found un¬ 
conscious and that she had been kicked 
and beaten. No testimony was ever given 
to support these statements. 

Indeed it was admitted by the police 
that she was conscious when found, after 
being called by one of these girls. 
Charges were brought by my daughter 
against this 14-year-old for lewd assault 
and battery. These charges were 
dropped without presentation at trial 
with the statement being made to the 
judge that my daughter had no rights as 
an individual in that courtroom. 

The police told these girls charged 
with assaulting this 14-year-old girl that 
they were “going to get them," and 
despite the recommendation in probable 
cause hearing to drop both sides that 
indeed was the end result.

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Consolidation Plan Dominates 
Recent Annual Hospital Meeting 


Tin* consolidation of Winchester 
Hospital with Choate and Symmes 
hospitals was the main order of business 
at the hospital's annual meeting held 
recently at the Jenks Senior Center. 

In the opening remarks of his report, 
chairman of the Hoard I). Reid Weedon 
Jr., acknowledged the Board’s election of 
Jack Hunter as president last March, 
adding that “he is to he highly com¬ 
mended lor quickly filling the role of 
president and doing so with the 
naturalness and ease that are so often 
characteristic of a leader.” 

Turning to consolidation and the 
continuing dialogue with Choate and 
s> mines Hospitals, Weedon indicated 
that the decision not to merge was made 
hy Winchester Hsopital. 

We entered the year in October, 1978 
\ith the recognition that the hospitals 
needed a professional consultant to assist 
m the preparation of a Certificate of 
Need application to follow the recom¬ 
mendation of our previous consultant 
that we merge and build a new single 
laciltiy to replace the three hospitals. 
The previous consultant had estimated 
that the new facility would cost between 
* in,(MX),IKK) and $5U,(X)0,(X)0. which was 
approximately the sum of the cost of the 
improvements which the three hospitals 
had hoped to make on their present 
buildings. 

“Unfortunately,the cost estimate 
jumped to $ 70 . 000 ,non and the consultants 
made a financial analysis of the capacity 
ul the three hospitals to handle a project 
.1 this magnitude. They convinced our 
joint 1 1 ■ a nee task group that it was not 
lo.iahl- Very reluctantly the three 
hospitals turned tlieir attention to the 
do liability of merging without the plan 
or the hope ol building a single new 
facility 

“Our consultant concluded that the 
best course of action would be a cor¬ 
porate merger of the three hospitals with 
the continued operation of each of the 
three facilities essentially as at present 
but with physical plant improvements 
costing about $28,000,000 in total. The 
coordinating committee, medical staff, 
executive committee and board of 
directors spent many hours agonizing 
over the proposal in an effort to un¬ 
derstand whether improved health care 
without increased cost would be the 
result for the community. 

“An acceptable alternate would be the 
same care at less cost. Reluctantly, 
Ixicause everyone saw some advantages 
ini a corporate merger, the conclusion 
was that the proposal did not fulfill these 
basic requirements regarding quality 
and cost of operation. The Winchester 
Hoard of Directors therefore rejected the 


merger as proposed." 

“However, Winchester Hospital has 
expressed the strong desire to continue a 
program of cooperation with the other 
two hospitals. We believe that corporate 
merger is neither necessary nor 
desirable to achieve the proposed ad¬ 
vantages so long as the three similar 
community acute care hospitals operate 
separately. 

“We hope to have the opportunity to 
work with the other two hospitals and, in 
so doing, believe that all of the significant 
advantages in the merger ‘as proposed’ 
can be achieved. These opportunities 
would include cooperative educational 
programs, centralized purchasing, 
centralized warehousing, consolidation 
of major laboratory functions and other 
activities." 

With respect to the consolidation 
efforts, Hunter emphasized that the time 
spent in studying the feasibility of a 
merger was not wasted: 

“Those hours were productive 
because we were able to carry on a 
dialogue with the Choate and Symmes 
Hospitals to an extent that had not been 
so in the past. We discussed problems 
common to the three institutions and 
unique to each of our three hospitals." 

In his report to the Board, Hunter also 
summed up the activity at Winchester 
Hospital during the past year as 
“proving the value of the community 
hospital in the total health care delivery 
for our service area." 

He noted that “outpatient services 
continue to be used well beyond the 
capabilities lor which they were 
originally designed." He also said that 
the average length of stay per patient for 
the year was 7 days, which compares 
favorably with a state average of 8.7 
days; the Oncology Suite which opened in 
Februrary, 1979 has been well received; 
and that a very high occupancy rate in 
the hospital continued for the year. 

These statistics, according to Hunter, 
“reflect the efficient use of our equip¬ 
ment, our staff and our resources, the 
quality of medicine and surgery provided 
by our medical staff and the personalized 
concern rendered by our nurses and our 
other health care personnel and the 
reputation that Winchester Hospital has 
had for over six decades." 

Hunter also addressed the problems 
of adequate parking and the lack of 
adequate space at the hospital to ac¬ 
commodate its total services. 

Reporting for the medical and dental 
staff Richard E. Stiles Sr., M.D., stressed 
that a main consideration of the staff this 
past year has been “the dire need to 
upgrade our hospital facilities.” He noted 
that the special areas which need im- ; 


provement include the intensive care 
unit, cardiac care unit, emergency room, 
day surgery, parking, operating suite, 
and pediatrics. Solving the problems of 
the physical plant “will require a 
prompt, intensive and cooperative effort 
by the entire hospital family and the 
communities we serve, he said. 

In other business: the number of 
corporate members for the coming year 
was set at approximately. 245. Robert J. 
Zirkel was elected a member of the 
corporation and treasurer of the hospital. 
Four new members elected to the Board 
of directors were Paul J. Andrews of 
Woburn. Joy B. (’ass, M.D. of Winchester 
and A. Daniel Gillis and Lester E. White, 
both of Wilmington. 

Outgoing members of the Hoard of 
Directors presented with plaques in 
recognition of their service were George 
W. Boylen Jr.. Daniel T. Chane, Jr., L. 
Barbara Hooper, and Howard Ulfelder, 
M.D. James W. Willing was elected in¬ 
vestment trustee for a three-year term. 
Newly elected members of the 
nominating committee were L. Barbara 
Hooper. Wilmington Kenneth C. 
Latham, Reading; and Alice C. Perkins, 
Winchester.

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High School Holds Series 
Of Career Workshops 




Local Heating Company 
Has Conservation Seminar 


“What do you want to be when you 
leave high school?” became a significant 
question to students recently attending 
Career Workshops, sponsored by the 
Winchester High School English 
Department. A series of guest speakers 
and video tapes challenged the students 
to consider the themes of com¬ 
munication, self assessment, self con¬ 
fidence, and academic and technical 
preparation. 

Barbara Stoddard, teacher and 
chairwoman of the Career Days, believes 
the two-day event was worth the time and 
preparation invested. “The department 
is well aware that few students will' 
pursue careers in English. However, we 
all know writing and speaking are most 
important skills for future success. 
That’s why I decided to focus on com¬ 
munications skills,” she says. 

MARIE Franklin, Stoddard’s co¬ 
chairwoman and a communications 
specialist in speech and television 
production, wrote and presented a video 
tape on the interviewing process called 
“Selling Yourself.” She told students. 
“We are all products in the marketplace. 
In order to be successful in life one must 
sell oneself.” Franklin says she made the 
tape because she knows communications 
skills are vital for college and job in¬ 
terviews. 

Another video tape featured Michael 
Behnke, Director of Admissions at Tufts 
University. Stoddard and Franklin 
served as moderators and asked 
questions generated by senior students 
about the admissions process. Behnke 
focused on the way an admissions officer 
looks at a candidate and commented on a 
variety of topics - from the importance of 
marks, SAT’s, and work experience to 
clothing worn during an interview. 

Kay Tiffany, a guidance counselor at 
Winchester High School praises the tape 
and thinks parents should view it. Tiffany 
says. “Behnke gave excellent 
suggestions, showing how to make the 
facts on an application come to life 
during an interview. Also, it’s helpful to 
know that a strong personal essay can 
make a difference.” Sandy Colozzi, a 
senior student, said, “I wish I had seen 
this tape earlier in the year; I know 
juniors will find it very useful.” 

Students began to consider the im¬ 
portance of traveling and com 
municating with other cultures from Lee 
Behnke’s presentation of her experiences 
in the Peace Corps in West Africa. 
Behnke, multicultural specialist for 
Winchester Public Schools, said her 
experiences abroad provided direction 
for her and her husband’s careers. Why 
did she become a volunteer? She 
responded. “We Didn’t think twice about 
going to the Peace Corps - when' 
President Kennedy called, we went!” ' 

Nancy Atkins, librarian at Winchester 
High School, presented the career 
resources the library provides aand 
urged all students to make use of these. 
Atkins mentioned the books “What'Can I 
1 Be,” ^hsflJhere’hife After High School,” 
and “Why Should I Hire' You?” She 
stressed that all young people need a 


career, not just the college bound. 

Ann Broyer, personnel administrator 
for Raytheon Company, focused on skills 
necessary for managerial level positions 
in industry. Broyer told her audience that 
academic and tehcnical competence are 
primary, but these qualifications alone 
are not enough. "The two most important 
qualifications for success are the ability 
to communicate and a good self-image. 
Also, it is not enough to be competent; 
you must believe you are competent.” In 
addition, she offered special career tips 
lor women. 

Students learned about careers in 
sales and marketing from Bill Butcher, 
regional sales manager for financial 
institutions, Gold Card Division of 
American Express. Showing the 
audience the steps necessary for suc¬ 
cessful selling, Butcher tol- his audience 
that there are excellent opportunities in 
sales. Stressing the importance of 
communication, he said, “My greatest 
asset is my ability to write effective 
memos that can be clearly understood. 
Poprly written and verbal com¬ 
munications are two of the biggest 
problems in business today.” 

Although statistics say America has 
too many lawyers, no seats remained 
empty when Sydelle Pitas from the 
litigation department of Herrick and 
Smith described her career and her job 
as an attorney. Senior student Dawn 
DiMarzo said, “She was so personable. 
Also, she described both the good and bad 
parts of the profession.” Valerie 
Colantion summed up the feeling of her 
peers when she commented, “Ms. Pitas 
inspired me and made me realize that it 
is never too late to change one’s plans 
and one’s profession.”

John V. Gilmore, Ed.D., founder of 
the Gilmore Institute and consultant to 
the Wellesley Public Schools, is con¬ 
ducting a workshop for Title I parents, 
teachers and public on Wednesday at 
McCall Junior High School.

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After Seven Months Transit Library Study Group Gives 
System Is Part Of Community Assessment To School Bdatd

Alter seven months of operation. 
Winchester's community transit system 
appears to have been assimilated into the 
Winchester community. ‘Residents 
regulai ly use the service, having in 
legrated travel by community transit 
vehicles into their daily activities. 

The effectiveness of Winchester 
Community Transit is not an accident, 
however, hut rather is the result of the 
combined efforts of the towh; the 
Transportation Advisory Committee; the 
community transit coordinator; the 
MIVIA . and the many individuals within 
the town who support the system through 
ridership and by regularly making 
constructive suggestions on how to im¬ 
prove the system 

Within this web of support, 
modifications are .made as needed to 
meet changes in ridership demand, to 
lust el feet an efficient, usable service, 
and to handle problems within a 
minimum disruption of service 
a* ailability. The various groups men¬ 
tioned also* interact to plan for the future 
ol Winchester Community Transit. 

The concept of having an intra-town 
transit system in Winchester was 
initially developed nearly three years 
ago In a committee comprised of 
residents, including members involved 
both professionally and non- 
pi olessionally with transportation. 

Several ol these original members 
continue to guide the CT system, 
sustaining the Transportation Advisory 
( 'omnnttee. Anne Keuss, Richard Young, 
Richard Stevens and Gary Watros have 
participated in planning Irom the initial 
stages and are already considering 
lutlire prospects for the CT. 

They, along with Transportation 
Coordinator John llcnriques, recently 
characterized the first seven months of 
CT opeintion as “successful”. Henriques 
pointed out that the system was actually 
over burdened during its initial month, 
a.- evidenced by an average ridership of 
.’H riders per vehicle hour. 

Since then “the system has had 
consistent trends in ridership and is 
widely used,” he continued. This 
statement can be verified by an average 
11 I* rshipol Hi riders per vehicle hour for 
tin lirst seven months. 

This figure is in line with what the 
•yslcin was designed to handle, and is 
consistent with the ridership thus far in 
January , indicating that use of Com- 
mnnih 'Transit has stabalized. 

To provide better service to schools 
and commuter trains, and to become 
more realistic with ridership demands 
during peak hours and traffic at these 
same times, a new schedule was in¬ 
troduced in December. 

Headway times were adjusted and a 
lew minor route changes were made to 
better accomodate the majority of rid3rs. 
'Tin changes were published in a new 


schedule. Alter a three-week adjustment 
period it appears they have been well 
received. The new schedule also allows 
the drivers morning and afternoon 

breaks. 

Breakdowns have decreased since the 
early months of operation. Henriques 
reports that "there have been fewer and 
I ewer breakdowns each month. This can 
be attributed to Transportation 
Management’s (the contractor's) in¬ 
creasing familiarity of problems with the 
buses, and to the fact that they now 
provide more frequent maintenance 
checks." Weather may also be a factor in 
the reduction of breakdowns. The high 
temperatures of the summer months 
were a strain on the vehicles, and thus 
far there have been no major storms to 
test their ability to hold up in snow and 
ice. 

Henriques, and Recreation Director 
Ken Cereghino, (whose department 
includes Community Transit) recently 
created an “Operational Policies” 
handbook. After the policies are 
reviewed by the Advisory Committee, 
they will be presented to the contractor 
and the drivers to insure their awareness 
of CT policy. 

Although most of the items cited in the 
handbook relate primarily to the drivers, 
there are several of which the public 
should be aware. Publication will take 
place after the handbook is finalized. 

According to Cereghino and 
Henriques a proposed budget for Fiscal 
Year 1981 has also been drafted. 
Cereghino noted that "unfortunately, to 
be realistic we had to assume a higher 
cost per operational hour for next year. 
This is due primarily to the escalation in 
gas prices, which will most definitely be 
fell in bids from contractors." 

The estimated hike due to the price of 
gas is 15 percent. Cereghino also men¬ 
tioned the possibility of new and-or in¬ 
creased service specifications, possibly 
expanding CT service to include longer 
hours during the week, and the inclusion 
of Saturday service. 

“Basically there has been a 
tremendous demand to run the buses on 
Saturday. We get phone calls all the 
time.” stated Cereghino, noting that it 
would be helpful if more residents pul 
their requests in writing. 

The proposed budget is under $200,000. 
Some of this money will be provided by 
the BMTA, which is presently funding 50 
percent of the CT deficit (after fares). 
However, the MBTA is having financial 
difficulties right now, and the extent of 
future support has not yet been deter¬ 
mined. However, it will not be less than 
$42,000. . 


In 1911, Winchester sponsored adult 
education classes classes primarily for 
immigrants. The classes focused on the 
language, political traditions and history 
of the United STates States. 


A six-member committee, appointed 
by Supt. of Schools William MacDonald, 
recently completed an assessment of the 
kindergarten through grade 12 library 
and audio visual services in the Win¬ 
chester Public Schools for study by the 
School Committee. 

According to the report, the 
assessment focused on four areas: what 
are the current goals, practices and 
services offered in the Winchester school 
libraries and media system; the goals, 
practices and services offered in a well¬ 
functioning library program; what 
recommendations can be made to bridge 
the gap between the two; and should the 
media component remain within the 
purview of the library program. 

In the process of completing the 
report, school department ad¬ 
ministrators within the town, a professor 
of library science from Simmons College, 
elementary school librarians in 
Arlington and Belmont, already com¬ 
pleted reports, and library practices in 
other Mass, towns were consulted. 

According to a survey conducted by 
the committee, some of the results in¬ 
dicated that over 70 percent of those 
responding agreed: libraries in Win¬ 
chester schools contain materials that 
can be used by students for research; 
materials in the Winchester school 
libraries are adequately catalogued; 
staff members in the Winchester school 
department are encouraged to use a wide 
range of audio visual material, and the 
Winchester school libraries are used for 
leisure reading activities. 

Some of the results which were 
reported between 50 and 70 percent of 
those responding include: libraries 
contain a number of both multi racial and 
cultural materials; materials are there 
which reflect contributions to society 
made by both men and women; libraries 
have materials available for a wide 
range of student abilities; libraries have 
students scheduled into them for reading 
and-or instruction; libraries have staff 
available to assist in the selection of 
materials in the secondary school library 
facilities; libraries have a complete 
inventory of books and media; and there 
is an efficient method of ordering and 
distributing films in the Winchester 
school system. 

According to the Director of Library 
Seryices in Winchester, the following are 
examples which are currently done well: 
parent volunteers staffing the elemen¬ 
tary school libraries are organized and 
coordinated; activities of libraries in the 
Winchester schools and the activities of 
the Public Library are coordinated; 
audio visual equipment inventory is 
maintained for the Winchester school 
system; and an annual budget of in¬ 
structional aids is prepared in con¬ 
junction with the principal of each 
building. 


Some areas which need improvement 
include: coordination of the purchase of 
print and non print material; develop¬ 
ment and supervision of a research skills 
program from kindergarten through 
grade 12; training of staff for library, and 
other media services; promotion of, ef¬ 
fective use of a variety of materials in all 
schools; sharing of information with the 
staff regarding reading materials and 
equipment available; and provision for 
staff inservice workshops to improve 
media techniques in the classroom. 

The following recommendations were 
made by the committee: work must be 
done to inform the educational staff of 
resources, procedures and services now 
available; some work should be done to 
extend library services in the support of 
curricular studies; and some equalizing 
of the library resources and services 
available to students and staff in all 
schools must occur. 

The School Committee will now study 
the report during the upcoming year for 
consideration in next year's budget. 
Members of the committee which studied 
this report include: Paula Caffrey, 
Robert Fitzgerald, Robert Forest, 
Evander French Jr., Frances Russell 
and Richard Young.

A Dentist friend of ours has a penchnn! lor constructing additions lo his historic 
farmhouse in Harvard He does practically all the work himsell with great skill, artistry 
and precision A lew years ago this "labor of love" reached an impressive crescendo 
in the completion of a magnificent "barn" which in architecture and quality ol con 
struction more closely resembles a beautiful traditional New England church than a 
utility building 

Attached lo the original historic house via a series ol new entry halls, family rooms, 
and utility rooms, the barn contains a well-equipped wood-workinq shop, a garage lor 
three cars, an art studio, and copious storage space In addition, the born is crowned 
with a lovely steeple-like cupolo

complex After notifying the tire department, our operator telephoned the promises

At that point, the fire department arrived and discovered a fire in the barn caused by 
the wood slove in the workshop Being downstairs in the rambling house the Doctor's

With the spotlight on 
him, he played several guitar solos on the 
Who’s “Summertime Blues,” The 
Beatles’ “Long Tall Sally” and the 
band’s own hit song “School.” 

Steve Viglas (bass) and Mike Guressi 
(drums), the youngest members of the 
band, played with a fine talent rarely 
found in such young musicians. Steven’s 
bass solo “Sweet Little Teaser” was a 
smashing success, as was Mike’s drum 
solo in the instrumental piece “8383.” 

Backing up White Lightning was the 
road and production crew of Nick 
Wencowits, lighting engineer; Trevor 
Bradshaw, Brian Conway and Jon 
Haber, who superivsed the set-up of the 
stage, technical work during the per¬ 
formance and pre-show publicity 
campaign. 

According to one spectator at the 
dance, "it was really fantastic. They 
aren’t just musicians, they’re real 
performers.” Audience attitude on the 
whole reflected this opinion. The crowd 
was high spirited, yet under control. 

Upcoming band engagements include 
the WHS talent show tonight, several 
dances in Weston and surrounding 
communities, and other self-sponsored 
events. White Lightning can also be 
heard on the WHS radio station WHSR-

Macdonald, Saraco 
Borggaard Are All 
Election Winnners 


Winchester’s First Bank Robbery 
Foiled By Off Duty Police Officer 


A voter turnout of 25.6 percent of the 
registered voters in Winchester, elected 
Alan Macdonald, Michael Saraco and 
Clarence Borggaard to contested seats in 
last Tuesday’s town elections. 

Macdonald and Saraco were the two 
top vote getters in the four man Select¬ 
men’ race, as 3223 people went to the 
polls. Macdonald received the highest 
number of votes with 1994, easily out¬ 
distancing runnerup Michael Saraco with 
1376. 

Saraco had a tougher time capturing 
the second vacancy on the Board of 
Selectmen as Town Meeting member 
John Williams finished only 17 votes 
behind with 1351. Town Meeting member 
Clara Hewis received 762 votes 

The two openings on the Board were 
created by the retirements of Arthur - 
Dunbar and Richard Wilsack. 

In the Planning Board race, Town 
Meeting member Clarence Borggaard 
was the winner with 1157 votes, followed 
by Constance Williams with 932 and Eric 
Bradlee with 723 votes. 

The remainder of the elections were 


for uncontested seats. John Sullivan won 
another term as Town Moderator with 
2378 votes and Assessor George Anderson 
was reelected with 2198 votes 

For the Board of Health, Lawrence 
Quigley ran unopposed and was reelected 
with 2141 votes. 

In the School Committee there were 
two openings with present member 
Heinrich Holland retiring. Incumbent 
Catherine Alexander and newcomer 
John Duffy filled the two openings with 
Duffy surprisingly gathering the most 
votes, 1899 to 1883 for Alexander 

In the election for the Library 
Trustees, Austin Broadhurst with 2014 
votes and Loretta Redding with 2001 were 
elected to three-year terms, while Betty 
Haley was elected to a one-year term 
with 2159 votes. 

Mary Murphy, running unopposed, 
won another term on the Housing 
Authority with 2272 votes. PD Macdonald 
received the largest number of votes 
from Precinct Three with 326 votes and 
Precincts Five with 307. Saraco was a big 
winner in Precinct Two with 288 votes 
and Precinct Eight with 270. 


A funny thing happened to Jim Pierce 
on the way to a cub scout meeting last 
Saturday. The off duty Winchester Police 
officer not only ended up in a gun fight, 
but also in a high speed auto chase, all of 
which were part of the first attempted 
bank holdup in Winchester history. 

James C. Chambers, 21, of 34 Medford 
st. in Charlestown and Mark A. Giannino, 
17, of Old Landing Way in Charlestown, 
are being held for $15,000 bail at the 
Billerica House of Correction in con¬ 
nection with the mid-day robbery at¬ 
tempt at the Washington street branch of 
the Winchester Savings Bank. A third 
suspect, who allegedly drove the 
getaway car, is still being sought ac¬ 
cording to the police who report that the 
$28,440 stolen from the bank was all 
recovered. 

Chambers is charged with two counts 
of armed robbery while masked, assualt 
with intent to murder, assault and bat¬ 
tery with a dangerous weapon, unlawful 
possession of a dangerous weapon and 
possession of stolen property. 

Giannino is charged with armed 
robbery while masked and breaking and 
entering in the daytime. 

Pierce, who was with his young son on 
the way to a cub scout meeting, was 
stopped in traffic on Washington street, 
diagonally across from the bank shortly 
before noon. “I noticed there were 
several people with their hands in the air 
and two figures moving among them,’’ 
said Pierce later. 


Realizing that a robbery was in 
progress, Pierce parked his car safely 
away on Park road. “I told my son that 
Daddy would be right back and not to 
leave the car,’’ Pierce recalled. 

According to the five-year police 
veteran, he then went across Washington 
street and hid behind a car parked in 
front of the bank. “Apparently a guy in a 
yellow Ford Torino spotted me and 
started honking his horn,’’ said Pierce. 

At that point, the car drove off, 
leaving the two robbers in the bank. 
Pierce then drew his nine-millimeter 
handgun and moved behind a car parked 
in the parking lot of the bank. From that 
vantage point he could see into the entire 
lobby of the office through the windowed 
walls. 

“I could see everybody had hit the 
floor so I assumed they were armed,’’ 
Pierce noted. As he watched from behind 
an automobile, one of the alleged robbers 
crawled to the front door. Pierce iden¬ 
tified himself as a police officer and 
ordered the masked man to surrender. 

According to a customer in the bank, 
during the robbery, the man at the door 
yelled to his partner “there’s a cop out 
there.’’ 

The masked man fired three shots at 
Pierce. “When he fired a couple of shots 
at me I just ducked/’ said Pierce. “I 
don’t know where the shots went.’’ 

The two robbers then moved to the 
back door of the bank. “I could feel them 
crawling over my legs as they went out,’’ 


Selectmen Temporarily Ban 
Non-Essential Water Use 


The Board of Selectmen voted 
Monday night to approve a recom¬ 
mendation by Department of Public 
Works Water and Sewer Director 
Richard Warrington to impose an im¬ 
mediate ban on all “non-essential use’’ of 
water for the “immediate future’’ in 
Winchester. 

“I would recommend no garden 
sprinkling with a hose,” said Warrington, 
who appeared before the Selectmen 
along with DPW Director Walter 
Tonaszuck. Other items included in the 
ban are car washing and lawn sprinkling. 
“When the car washing and the lawn 
sprinkling begin you’ll see a big jump in 
water use,” said Warrington. “We’re 
currently using two and a half million 
gallons a day and that could jump to six 
million.” He went on to state that the 
purpose of the ban was is to avoid a 
critical water situation later this sum¬ 
mer. 

Warrington told the Selectmen that 
the ban was necessitated by a com¬ 
bination of factors, including the low 
level of the resevoirs in town and the fact 
that Spot Pond will not be available until 


the end of April. He also noted that even 
when water can be pumped from Spot 
Pond it may not be ready for con¬ 
sumption. 

“You would like to be in a position 
right now where you have those resevoirs 
filled right to the brim,” said the recently 
appointed Water and Sewer Director. 

Selectman Barbara Hankins agreed 
with Warrington noting that this has been 
one of the driest winters in history. 

Warrington originally recommended 
April and May be declared water ban 
months “and play it by ear from there 
on.” But the Selectmen were afraid that 
a ban for that length of time may alarm 
the public and that to set it for an in¬ 
definite period would Ik* a better idea. 

On Spot Pond, he stated that “we’re 
looking at sometime around May 1 when 
we can begin to start pumping.” Even 
then, there is concern that the water 
quality will be at a level to meet health 
standards. 

The town has been forced to put an

“Consciously 1 was aiming for them but I 
couldn’t tell you if subconsciously I didn’t 
want to hit them.” 

Pierce then took off on foot after the 
two men. According to the Winchester 
Ppliceman, one went behind Keenan’s 
arid the other in front. Pierce pursued the 
man with the gun. 

As Pierce ran in to the front of 
Keenan’s, he was told that the suspect 
had run in the direction of Neno’s 
Market. Pierce then saw a brown 
Chevrolet backing out fromjn front of the 
store with a number of people yelling and 
pointing at it. 

According to the police, the suspect, 
Chambers, allegedly took the car at 
gunpoint from a woman who was parked 
waiting for her son. According to the 
police, Chambers opened the car door, 
pointed the gun at the woman and or¬ 
dered her out of the car but to leave the 
keys. He then drove off down Swanton 
street in the direction of Main street. 

As Chambers headed down Swanton 
street, with Pierce in pursuit on foot, 
Officer Kenneth Albertelli, who was 
answering the bank alarm, spotted the 
brown Chevrolet pass him and he im¬ 
mediately made a u-turn. Seeing Pierce 
running towards him, Albertelli waited 
and the two pursued the suspect. 

According to the police, as he headed 
up Swanton street, the suspect allegedly 
threw his handgun out of the car. The gun 
was picked up by a bystander who later 
brought it to the Winchester Police

Recreation Budget, Audit 
Discussed At Budget Hearing 


With Finance Committee Chair¬ 
woman Carolyn Ward saying the ad¬ 
ministration should make budget cuts 
and Town Manager Thomas Groux 
saying it should be the Town Meeting, the 
Town Manager’s 1981 fiscal budget was 
reviewed at a public hearing last 
Thursday at the Jenks Center. 

Addressing a crowd composed mainly 
of town officials, Town Meeting mem¬ 
bers, Finance Committee members and 
a sprinkling of Winchester residents, 
Ward said that “we (theFinCom) believe 
that the most effective cuts are best 
made by the administration.” 

Ward pointed out that if an individual 
budget was three percent or more pver 
last year’s budget, the Town Manager 
was asked to substantiate the increase. If 
a particular budget was four percent or 
more over last year’s budget, the 
Finance Committee has asked the Board 
of Selectmen and the Town Manager for 
advice on where to cut. 

Groux, who noted that the budget has 
been subjected to some “heavy cutting” 
during the past few years, stated that 
“I’m concerned about further cutting. 
The cuts last year did result in service 
reductions and people felt them and 
complained about them.” 

By not following any artificial 
guidelines or caps this year, as he has in 
the past, Groux stated that he’s providing 
Town Meeting with a chance to make the 
budget cuts this year. 

When the discussion turned to the 
individual budgets, Board of Assessors 
Chairman George Andersen spoke 
against the proposed cut in staff at the 
Assessor’s office. The Town Manager has 
proposed that one clerk be cut from the 
Assessor’s*office who would then share 
some clerical staff in order to reduce 
administrative costs. 

Andersen noted that with the

Winchester teenagers who can often 
be found outside of the White Hen Pantry 
at night may finally have found a place 
they can call their own. Richard Murphy, 
owner ol the Winchester Center railroad 
station, has made lour rooms available 
upstairs in that building, free of charge, 
as a temporary youth center site. 

“II the students think they want it, 
and if they are willing to do a little work 
on it, they are welcome to use it," 
Murphy said in a telephone interview last 
week. 

Ellen Vincent, chairman of the 
committee to establish a youth center, 
first announced (he news at last week's 
open meeting on the badly needed youth 
center. “It’san extremely generous offer 
the best that we’ve got right now,” 
Vincent told the 15 students and 25 
parents attending the meeting. 

Murphy’s offer includes use of three 


rooms plus ihe use of the wailing room 
after 1 p.m. If the students are in¬ 
terested, Murphy indicated that he 
“would let them set up their own 
timetable for moving in.” 

lie also said that the offer would 
“probably” last as long as the youth 
center did not interfere with any 
possibility of a future elderly housing 
project on the land surrounding the 
railroad station. 

Students attending last week’s 
meeting were supportive of Murphy’s 
offer since, in Chris Wilde’s words, “it is 
for free.” 

Patricia Intravia, WHS Student Union 
president, said that the students would 
decide at the end of this week whether or 
not to take Murphy up on his offer 

The day after the meeting members of 
the youth center committee and a few

complete revaluation of the assessed 
property in town, all staff members 
would be needed. “A cut in services 
would probably be required if we lose one 
staffer,” Andersen told the crowd. 

Assessors Sumner Beal and Werner 
Carlson both rose to speak against the cut 
with Beal saying, "the entire Board is 
opposed 100 percent to this reduction in 
staff.” 

But Groux has also proposed that a 
temporary full-time staff position in the 
Town Treasurer’s office be dropped and 
that the person who has had that position 
become permanent for service in both 
the Treasurer’s office and the Assessor’s 
office. Groux has tried to have this 
position made permanent in the past two 
years. But each time he has included it in 
the budget the Finance Committee has 
cut it out 

The Town Manger noted that $12,000 
has been requested for the purpose of 
conducting a town audit. Groux hopes to 
have the town get into an annual audit 
process. 

Town Comptroller Alphonse Faggiano 
noted that “the present procedure of 
having an audit every three years is 
mainly “cosmetic.” He went on to point 
out that most corporations have an an¬ 
nual audit. “There’s no question that any 
system that’s put into force should be 
monitored.” 

The Recreation Department budget, 
which has risen dramatically to $146,000 
from $114,000 of last year, was the sub¬ 
ject of a good deal of conversation with 
Groux stating that a more adequate 
program is necessary for the town. 

Ward stated that the Finance Com¬ 
mittee has “looked at this one a little 
more carefully than the others.” She 
added that her committee wants the 
Recreation Department to assess the 
needs of the community to a greater 
extent than before, along with some 
private organizations. “We really don’t 
know whether the townspeople of Win¬ 
chester want to increase that budget to 
the extent that it has been,” Ward noted. 

The Recreation Department has been 
viewed as one of the remedies to the 
vandalism problem in Winchester. With 
this in mind, Groux mentioned that “I 
don’t think we’re getting carried away 
with runaway costs in Recreation.” He 
added that in the past “we haven’t known 
how to sell the need,” of a solid 
Recreation Department program. 

Finance Committee member John 
Carroll said that he has “problems” with 
the philosophy of deciding on a position 
and then trying to sell it to the town 
rather than surveying the community for 
its needs and then meeting them. 

Recreation Director Kenneth 
Cereghino agreed with Carroll, then 
added that “1 think we are in fairly good 
touch with the major organizations in 
town. When we have communicated with 
the public the public has responded.” 

Under Transportation, which is 
basically the mini-bus, $187,000 has been 
requested, an increase from the $142,000 
of last year. “I would hope the Town 
Meeting sees fit to consider supporting it, 
said Groux. “It’s been very successful.” 

Finance Committee member Robert 
Frank explained tb the crowd that one of 
the issues with the increase of the mini¬ 
bus budget is that it is a program whose 
cost is naturally rising, while the ad¬ 
ministration is considering increasing its 
service hours. 

Frank noted that trying to make the 
program capable of paying for itself 
would be a mistake. “To raise the fees up 
where the program would be truly self- 
supporting would be to raise the fee up 
around $1 per ride.” He pointed out that a 
selling point for the mini-bus is keeping 
the fee steady. 

Under the Public Works budget, 
which has increased to $265,580 from 
$264,763 of last year, Groux noted that 
most of the increases are related to oil,

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School Comm, Re-Votes Ackerman 


Before an estimated 70-member 
audience at Ambrose School, the School 
Committee rescinded and re-voted 
earlier approval of the new Director For 
Curriculum. 

The Committee first nullified the 
illegal vote of the Feb. 26 School Com- 
mitttee meeting which appointed David 
Ackerman of the Newton Public Schools, 
as the Director For Curriculum. After 
some debate, they then approved 
Ackerman as curriculum director at the 
recommendation of Supt. of Schools 
William MacDonald. 

The vote was illegal because the 
recommendation had been submitted 
and approved by Committee members. 
Under state law. only the Superintendent 
of Schools is allowed to recommend a 
candidate. Before the Committee’s 
approval on Feb. 26, the Superintendent’s 
recommendation that Vinson-Owen 
Principal Clare Corcoran be awarded the 
position had been defeated. 

Although MacDonald recommended 
Monday, and the Committee approved, 
that Ackerman be appointed Director 
For Curriculum, it was not before debate 
from both Committee and audience 
members. 

A 401-signature petition was 
presented to the School Committee in 
which the petitioners questioned the 
methods taken in the evaluation process 
“in an effort to improve the selection 
process." 

“The recent events events hopefully 
will serve as a prologue for the ap¬ 
pointment of future administrators,” 
Kobert McGillicudy told the audience. 

Alice Mirak said she was disturbed by 
the method in which the candidates were 
presented to the Committee. There have 
l)een so many questions raised, she said, 
it would be impossible to act on the 
motion now. 

Thomas Budrewicz, assistant prin¬ 
cipal of Winchester High School and 
president of the principals’ association, 
said that the principals’ contract calls for 
giving preference to personnel who are 
HI Fed (reduction in force) for vacant 
positions. Budrewicz was refering to the 
School Committee’s decision to not 
employ elementary school principals 
George Flynn and William Warnock next 
year. 

Although Committee Chairman 
Constance Papas suggested the Com¬ 
mittee defer voting until that question 
had been clarified, MacDonald said that 
legal counsel had not considered this a 
question in the contract. 

Concern was then raised as to the 
Advisory Committee’s role in these 


proceedings and whether or not the three 
candidates presented to the School 
Committee for consideration should have 
been in ranked preference by the 
Advisory Committee. 

George Greer, a teacher at the Vin¬ 
son-Owen School, said, “Are we to 
believe the School Committee had a 
totally open mind?” in selecting 
Ackerman. 

MacDonald said that his charge to the 
Advisory Committee didn’t require or 
prohibit that the candidates be submitted 
to the Committee in a preferred order. 

The responses of School Committee 
members as to the selection of the 
Director For Curriculum were em¬ 
phatically indicative that the Advisory 
Committee’s ranking did not affect their 
vote. 

Heinrich Holland said that the 
questioning of all three candidates was 
equivalent and that he had been unsure 
as to which way he would vote, until after 
the interviews had taken place. 

Sandra Rodgers said she felt she was 
able to make up her own mind and was 
disuaded neither by the politicking nor by 
the phone calls she received pitting one 
candidate against another. 

Roger Bauman said that the action of 
the Advisory Committee made it harder 
to vote for the candidates because of the 
Advisory Committee’s preferred order. 
He also said he was “upset by remarks 
made about our excellent principal,” and 
that “Ackerman had to prove doubly that 
he was qualified after having been set up 
as a ’superman’ by the Advisory Com¬ 
mittee.” 

On Feb. 25 the Advisory Committee 
brought the names of three candidates to 
the School Committee in order of their 
their preference for the Committee’s 
consideration. The order determined by 
the Advisory Committee was: David 
Ackerman of the Newton Public Schools; 
John Barranco, curriculum director of 
the Ipswich Public Schools; and Vinson- 
Owen Principal Clare Corcoran. 

Advisory Committee Chairman 
Elaine Lowenstein stated that night that 
Corcoran was the choice of the 
Superintendent, not the Advisory 
Committee. 

By a vote of five Committee members 
on Feb. 26, shortly after conducting a 
one-hour interview with each candidate, 
the Committee illegally appointed David 
Ackerman as Director For Curriculum. 
Papas, who was the only member to vote 
in favor of Corcoran, abstained from 
voting for Ackerman so as “not to cast 
any negative aspersions” on the Com¬ 
mittee’s approval. Monday night’s vote, 


remained the same. 

“What I’ve been hearing is that we 
have three well-qualified candidates for 
the position,” said Papas Monday. “The 
concern I am hearing, and that I share, is 
for how the process was carried out - a 
concern that the Advisory Committee 
should do just that.” Papas said that 
School Committee members are elected 
to make the final selection; an Advisory 
Committee should merely advise on the 
selection. 

Papas said the Committee should step 
back and ask the Superintendent to bring 
information to the School Committee so 
. an intelligent decision can be made. “It is 
not a decision that should be made in the 
fever of emotional stress," she said. 

School Committee member Mary 
Jean Weylman said the “underlying 
mood is whether the Advisory Committee 
has done a professional job.” 

Prior to giving his recommendation 
that Ackerman be appointed, MacDonald 
said that there is a larger issue at stake 
than the three “very fine” candidates 
interviewed. The question, MacDonald 
said, “is how we will see ourselves in 
future action and whether the per¬ 
spective will be better.” 

If we don’t have people who can step 
in and take over, refering to his 
recommendation that Corcoran be ap¬ 
pointed, “then we’re doing something 
wrong. I made a recommendation to the 
School Committee that I am proud of,” 
he said. 

In recommending Corcoran to the 
Committee on Feb. 26, MacDonald said 
that he “enthusiastically recommends” 
the Vinson-Owen Principal for the 
following reasons: “she has already 
proven herself to be an extremely in¬ 
telligent, articulate administrator who 
has earned the respect of peers and the 
community; strong educational 
background and an earned doctorate 
from Boston University; well versed in 
curriculum theory and the ad¬ 
ministrative ability to implement ideas; 
and the strength of her convictions to 
make sensitive and difficult decisions." 

MacDonald then proceeded to 
recommend the appointment of 
Ackerman. Ackerman was duly ap¬ 
pointed by the School Committee, ef¬ 
fective July 1, at at an annual salary of 
$32,000.

Saying that ‘we ll do business with 
anyone who'll do business with us," 
Massachusetts Secretary of Manpower 
and Development George Kariotis met 
with the Chamber of Commerce 
Economic Development Committee last 
Friday, offering advice on how Win¬ 
chester’s business district could be 
improved. 

Kariotis, who appeared before the 
committee at the request of Rep Slier 
man (Whip) Saltmarsh, told the mem 
hers that the town was smart to try to 
build its industrial base He mentioned a 
number of agencies that the Chamber 
could contact for possible funding in¬ 
cluding he the Department of Commerce. 

"Commerce is your most important 
link with Beacon Hill," said Kariotis. He 
mentioned that there is a hotline for 
businessmen to call for that department. 
He also noted that they would give 
Winchester a presentation about what 
programs are available if they desired it. 

Kariotis mentioned several agencies 
such as the Massachusetts Industrial 
Finance Agency, who could help the town 
in trying to improve its industrial base. 
“II you're looking to expand your plant or 
expand your equipment, M1FA is the way 
to go," said the former Woburn 
businessman. 

He added that if a company proposes 
a plan to MIFA that would include 
creating jobs, “you won’t have any 
trouble getting money." 

Kariotis also spoke of the 
Massachusetts Captial Resources 
Corporation, which is owned by a number 
of insurance companies who have joined 
to build a $100 million |mh)I of money. 

“It's a pot of dough that’s becoming 
very precious," said Kariotis. He went on 
to note that the group offers financial 
deals for businessmen at rates slightly 
less than banks. He also pointed out that 
anything they get involved in has to be 
creating jobs 

Kariotis also mentioned that a 
possible state plan is a matching fund for 
a town if the town puts up money to start 
an industrial park. Massachusetts will 
provide matching funds, according to 


Kariotis. He noted that this plan still has 
to lie approved by the Massachusetts 
Legislature. 

Saltmarsh pointed out that Win 
Chester has little land left lor industrial* 
development. “The thrust of what the 
Chamber has tried to do is attract any 
dollars they can," said Saltmarsh. He 
added that the Chamber is looking for the 
overall picture on reviving business in 
Winchester. 

Wincheste’s State Representative also 
mentioned that the town was looking for 
funds from the Town Meeting to hire a 
Development Coordinator. “The one 
thing we’ve lacked is continuity," said 
Saltmarsh, citing the continual changing 
of the personnel on the various boards in 
Winchester. 

The Economic Development Com¬ 
mittee is a recent creation of the 
Chamber, having met only a few times 
since it was formed. Presently they are 
still in the information gathering stage 
and inviting in speakers such as 
Secretary Kariotis as well as future 
guests such as Byron Matthews, 
secretary of Community Development 
and James Cowen.the Commissioner of 
Commerce.

Reduces Budget 
Still Further 

Of the $272,000 which must Ik? cut from 
the unspecified reductions portion of the 
school budget, as agreed upon by the 
School and Finance committees, to date 
$192,67(5 has been sliced. .PI) At Monday 
night’s School Committee meeting 
$83,055 in teacher sabbatical provisions 
was eliminated. Uust week the Com 
miittee agreed to reduce the provision for 
band uniforms by $6,000, which lowers 
the budget allocation to $26,900; reduced 
a provision made for an extended kin¬ 
dergarten program from $25,(HH) to 
$14,700; cut two high school teachers 
requested by the principal, which ac¬ 
counts for for $62,000; and reduce the 
high school computer equipment bv 
$11,541 

Previously the Committee had voted 
to reduce one-half clerk aide at the high 
school ($4500), one-half custodian 
($6500); reduce the provision for 
unallocated salaries by $25,000; 
eliminate outside travel by $5600; reduce 
reading supplies by $5,000; and reduce 
computer equipment at the high school 
bv $11,541.

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Profile: 3 Curriculum Director Candidates 


Prior to this week’s vote of David 
Ackerman as the new Director For 
Curriculum, three candidates had 
originally been brought before the School 
Committee by the Advisory Committee 
lor selection. 

The first candidate to be interviewed 
by the School Committee was .John B. 
Barranco, director of curriculum of the 
Ipswich Public School system. 

In his position as curriculum director, 
Barranco is responsible for all 
curriculum development and revision, 
kindergarten through grade 12; budget 
preparation; evaluation of personnel; 
hiring; funding; coordination of all title 
programs; and acting superintendent in 
the absence of Ihe superintendent. 

Barranco’s previous experience in¬ 
cludes: acting director of curriculum for 
the Boston Public Schools; ad¬ 
ministrative assistant to the superin¬ 
tendent of the Boston schools; supervisor 
of the lederally funded open school 
project in East Boston; and a social 
studies teacher in the Boston Public 
Schools. 

Barranco’s accomplishments in¬ 
clude: chairperson of an educational task 
lorce in Ipswich which studied minimal 
competencies; chairperson of the East 
Boston Community School Council;

gasoline, electricity and materials. 

Ward stated that the Finance Com¬ 
mittee is examining the administrative 
staffing at the Public Works Department. 
“We may come to the conclusion that 
next year is the year to reorganize at that 
level,” she said. 

In the Undistributed budget, Groux 
noted that the town has some “major 
expenditures," most notably $1.8 million 
in employee benefits. “The Retirement 
System is going to cost the town quite a 
bit in increasing pension over the next 
several years,” Groux mentioned. 

The Town Manaager also stated that 
the 1981 fiscal budget is the first full year 
the town will handle the burden of 
unemployment compensation. He stated 
that the state had paid that expense but 
the transfer began towards local 
government in 1979. 

Under the Capital Budget, Groux 
stated that the actual total was $794,000, 
not the $814,000 that was incorrectly 
printed in the budget. 

The Town Manager also suggested 
that a consultant be hired to examine the 
needs of the present Police and Fire 
Stations and to explore the possibility of 
placing both groups in a modem 
building. 

“Obviously the Police Station and the 
Fie Station were not designed for the 
needs of 1980,” said Groux. 

The Finance Committee will now 
continue to review the budget for the 
upcoming Town Meeting. All of their 
meetings are open to the public.

students visited the proposed site. Vin¬ 
cent admitted that “there had been a 
little bit of vandalism done to the 
rooms," but added “that it wouldn’t take 
a tremendous amount of money to fix it 
up again.” 

If the students decided that they want 
to temporarily use the four rooms, they 
will submit a list of proposals to the youth 
committee when they meet with them 
next Wednesday. 

Vincent told the students that funding 
from local private organizations would 
be forthcoming once they indicate their 
support and submit concrete plans for a 


center. 

If students and parents both act 
promptly Vincent estimates that the 
center could open by June 1 or June 15. 

For Winchester teenagers that “go 
crazy" sitting around the house every 
night the opportunity to use the four 
rooms at the railroad station is a major 
breakthrough in what appeared to be a 
futile effort to provide a viable meeting 
place for Winchester youths. 

All of the students attending last 
week’s meeting agreed that a youth 
center is necessary. Bob Fiore, a senior, 
and member of the Student Union, ex¬ 
plained that “no matter how involved you 
are in student organizations there are 
still those nights when you get bored and 
just want to hang around with some 
friends.” 

Fiore, who characterized himself “as 
one of those that is constantly running 
into Officer Pierce at night,” felt that it is 
“frustrating to be herded from one place 
to another because there is no place to 
go." Fiore, however, admitted that a 
youth center wouldn’t eliminate all of the 
town’s troubles with teenagers. “Kids 
will still get into trouble,” he added. 

Most of the students believed that the 
idea of a youth center could catch on with 
the students. Charlie Perenick, a senior, 
felt that it was just a matter of getting the 
idea of a youth center circulating. 
Intravia added that students had to feel 
“like they belonged" again. 

All of the students agreed that that the 
closing of the Winchester Theatre was a 
big loss for teenagers which took a little 
air out of their sails. 

Chris Wilde, a senior, suggested that a 
college senior who could be paid on a full 
time basis might be a positive force in 
getting more and more Winchester 
students involved in the operation of the 
center. 

Members of the youth center com¬ 
mittee who have been studying the 
possibilities for a youth center since 
January repeatedly reminded youths 
that the Murphy site was just a begin¬ 
ning. “Just because other attempts to 
operate a youth center have failed 
doesn’t mean that this one should,” 
Vincent told the students. She promised 
the students that if they took care of the 
temporary site and took an active part in 
the renovation that something more 
permanent would be provided within two 
or three years. 

Inquiries into possible permanent 
locations have been unsuccessful thus 
far. Vincent told the audience that there

is very little land now available in 
Winchester, and that the few buildings uf) 
for sale are too expensive. She also 
mentioned that Selectmen refused her 
bid to acquire one of the three school 
buildings that are scheduled to close in 
June.

increasing reliance on water supplied 
from the Metropolitan District Com¬ 
mission during the winter. Due to the dry 
conditions and at the dropping levels of 
the resevoirs in town, the MDC now sells 
the town 75 percent of all the water 
Winchester uses. 

However, the strain on Winchester 
supplies has been somewhat diminished 
this month as March has been unusually 
heavy with rain. 

“We’re basically holding our own as 
far as the water supply is concerned," 
said Warrington on Tuesday. “But we 
hope to save some now for later in the 
summer.” 

This is not the first water ban imposed 
in Winchester. In 1965, with supplies 
again low, a ban was created. The Water 
Department plans on notifying the town 
residents of the ban through the mail.

Before the meeting they joked about 
leaving and missing the experience. “I 
felt u bit nostalgic coming up the stairs 
tonight,” said outgoing Board of 
Selectmen Chairman Richard Wilsack. 
"Wait till you walk down them,” an¬ 
swered fellow Board member Arthur 
Dunbar, the other Selectman sitting at 
the table for the last time. It was the final 
meeting of the Wilsack Board. The 
Chairman had stated a couple of months 
ago that his professional career and 
personal life prevented him from 
carrying on as a Selectman. Dunbar had 
announced last summer that this would 
be his finale. After nine years of Monday 
nights, executive sessions committee 
appointments and collective bargaining, 
he was calling it a career. 

It has been a trying year for this 
Board.

Dunbar in my heart as being someone I 
can disagree with so often, yet like so 
much:” 

To Wilsack, the man who succeeded 
him as chairman he said, “it has been 
enormous pleasure being a part of this 
team I’ve enjoyed your stewardship Mr.

School Board 
Nixes Vote On 
Two Principals 

Although the Superintendent’s 
recommendation still stands, the School 
Committee this week rescinded a two^ 
week-old vote that elementary school 
principals William Warnock and George 
Flynn not be employed for the 1980-1981 
school year. 

The vote was nullified because of 
contractual language which states there 
must be a 30-day waiting period before 
the School Committee takes action. This 
time lapse serves as an appeal period in 
which these staff can request a hearing 

Supt. of Schools William MacDonald 
said that his recommendation two weeks 
ago should have been for informational 
purposes only, not for action by the 
Committee. 

“We acted in haste," said Committee 
Chairman Constance Papas. “There’s 
not no other way we can say it.” 

Alice Osgood of the Lincoln Parents’ 
Association, presented a letter of ap¬ 
preciation to the School Committee, 
praising Lincoln School Principal 
William Warnock and asking for the 
Committee’s reconsideration. 

Alice McCarter said that her children 
have “thrived” at the Lincoln School. 

One parent said that Noonan School 
principal George Flynn was “the very 
model of a principal" and that he "has 
really extended his ability as a person, 
not just as a principal.” 

The Committee now has to recom¬ 
mend a date, at least 30 days hence, in 
which they will vote on the Superin¬ 
tendent’s recommendation.

Station. 

It was later discovered on Tuesday 
through an investigation by the federal 
Alcohol, Tobacco and Firearem 
Department, that the gun was stolen 
from a private owner in Manchester, 
N.H. in August of 1979. 

Chambers had a good lead on the 
police but was apparently slowed by 
traffic on Swanton street. When he did 
make it to Main street, he turned left and 
headed towards Winchester Center, 
passing a number of cars in the process. 

Albertelli pursued him on Main. 
"When we got to Main Kenny closed the 
gap pretty well," recalled Pierce. He 
stated that as the suspect turned onto 
Church street, the police cruiser was 
close behind. 

According to Pierce, Chambers lost 
control at the intersection of Church and 
I)ix street and his vehicle stalled. "He 
realized at that point there was no where 
to go because Kenny pulled right up to 
the drivers side," said Pierce. 

Both officers then ordered the driver 
out of the car with their weapons drawn. 
Chambers was then handcuffed, arrested 
and taken to the police station. 

According to the police, witnesses 
during the holdup heard one of the rob¬ 
bers refer to the other as "Markie." They 
contacted the Charlestown police 
lollowing the arrest of Chambers and 
asked about any associates of his who 
might be called by that name. They gave 
the Winchester police a picture of 
Giannino and when the witnesses at the 
bank recognized him from among a 
number of other pictures, a warrant was 
issued for his arrest. He was picked up 
that night at his home in Charlestown. 


Winchester Police Chief John P. 
McHugh called the event ‘ "unparalleled 
in the history of the Winchester Police 
Department." He added that Pierce’s 
heroics "make you feel that the efforts of 
everyone in administrating and 
developing the police department can be 
demonstrated in this fashion." 

Pierce stated that "I was concerned 
for my safety as well as everyone else's 
at the time." 

With the excitement over, Pierce went 
back to his son, who was still waiting 
patiently in the car, told him a little bit 
about what happened and then proceeded 
to the cub scout meeting.

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David Ackerman 

The smoke has cleared; the final vote has been taken; and David 
Ackerman is the Director For Curriculum in the Winchester Public 
Schools, effective July 1. 

Under the law, the School Committee cannot initiate ap¬ 
pointments. It can only approve or disapprove recommendations 
made by the Superintendent. Recently, after rejecting Supt. William 
MacDonald’s recommendation to appoint an in-house candidate, the 
Committee itself nominated and approved David Ackerman of the 
Newton Public Schools. 

This vote was illegal. On Monday night the School Committee 
rescinded the earlier vote, Supt. MacDonald then recommended that 
Mr. Ackerman be appointed, and the Committee approved the ap¬ 
pointment. 

The appointment has also been clouded by the role of the 
Advisory Committee and whether or not this committee should have 
brought three candidates in ranked order to a public School Com¬ 
mittee meeting. Or, should the names have been submitted to the 
School Committee unranked, and with no recommendation from the 
Advisory Committee. 

Okay, setting aside the role of the Advisory Committee, and the 
fact that the original School Committee vote had to be rescinded and 
re-voted, look at the man whom the School Committee hath wrought. 

Since 1978, David Ackerman has been the administrative 
assistant and project director for the Newton Public Schools. He has 
worked on school consolidation, gifted and talented programs, 
curriculum management, budget preparation and staff develop¬ 
ment. 

In the area of curriculum development he has written elementary 
science and music curricula, was a member of a system wide 
steering committee, and has led staff and student workshops in a 
variety of disciplines. He has done extensive consulting work and 
has been a classroom teacher for eight years. In the Newton Public 
Schools, Mr. Ackerman is known as a “super teacher.” 

In June he expects to receive a doctorate in the administrative 
careers program of Harvard University, from where he received a 
bachelor of arts degree, cum laude, in 1968. 

The Star has had occasion to scrutinize David Ackerman at the 
meeting in which he was interviewed by the School Committee, and 
to speak with him on a separate occasion. And from our ob¬ 
servations, he is outstanding. 

He does his homework; he listens to what one has to say; he has a 
unique ability to look realistically at a situation, determine what the 
problems and implications are, what the future can be, and to work 
towards that goal. 

He has had a wide variety of experience which he will bring to 
Winchester and has been directly concerned with issues which the 
Winchester Public Schools now face. 

Instead of laboring in the mess that has surrounded his ap¬ 
pointment, the Winchester school department should congratulate 
itself on having found such a^pandidate as David Ackerman. And the 
Winchester community Pftyhegpd that Mr. Ackermjan 

has chosen to accept this offer. 

Despite the illegality of the original School Committee vote, the 
fact is that the second vote remained unchanged. On both occasions 
there was one abstention, but, five committee members voted in 
favor of the appointment. 

David Ackerman clearly has the School Committee’s support. He 
has ours. And he should be given a clean slate with which to prove his 
tulents. 

A Legitimate Hero 

It’s not everyone who will lay his life on the line without giving it a 
lot of thought. But fortunately for the Winchester Savings Bank and 
to a larger extent, the people of Winchester, this town is blessed with 
a public servant like Officer Jim Pierce, who put his own safety 
second while foiling a robbery attempt at that bank on Saturday. 

Perhaps Pierce was only acting in the manner in which he has 
been trained. But sometimes we put a little too much emphasis on 
what people are supposed to do in certain situations and what their 
common sense tells them to do. 

As a policeman who was off duty at the time, Pierce had no idea if 
the bank alarm had been sounded, nor did he have a radio to quickly 
call for help. Despite that he acted on his own, outnumbered, and 
flushed the robbers out. If one wants to speculate he may have even 
saved a fellow officer from harm as that policeman was approaching 
the scene alone in a police car. His approach would not have been as 
discrete as Pierce’s. 


His display of courage and valor was something for all to ap¬ 
plaud. He showed outstanding discretion and good sense by knowing 
when to shoot at the robbers and when to hold back for fear of in¬ 
juring a bystander. 

It’s been said that we’ve run out of heroes in our society today. 
But perhaps the problem is that we’re waiting for an event on the 
magnitude of someone single handedly rescuing the hostages in 
Iran. Too often we fail to recognize a legitimate hero, a man who 
risks all to save others, when he’s in our own midsts. Let’s not allow 
this to happen in this instance. Jim Pierce is a hero.

EDITOR OF THE STAR: 

On January 17, 24, 31, Feb. 7, and 21 
the Winchester Star printed no, none, 
zero news stories concerning the Win¬ 
chester School Committee. On February 
14 on page 19 onee third column of in¬ 
nocent “press release” notes was 
published. 

During this time period Winchester 
education people have been actively 
seeking, interviewing, and evaluating 
candidates for the position of Director for 
Curriculum, the second highest paid 
position in the system. 

On February 28 on the front page 
under the headline “School Committee 
Elects Director of Curriculum" two- 
thirds of one column was devoted to the 
story of the final selection meetings. 
(Parenthetically even the headline is no 
longer correct). 

The “Letters" column of the Star on 
March 6, 13. and 20 had printed letters 
totalling 2 columns on the subject from 
Ms. Papas, Ms. Black. Ms. Driscoll, and 
“Name Withheld." Each of these letters 
added or requested additional in¬ 
formation relative to the story.

History Of The Baptist 


By HENRY E. SIMONDS 

In February, 1928 Rev. Benjamin P. 
Browne of Rockland, Maine, accepted 
the pastorate. Rev. Browne immediately 
realized the inadequacy of the Church 
building to conduct proper Sunday School 
and necessary social activities for the 
growth of the young people, and took 
steps to revive the old building com¬ 
mittee of the early 1920s. 

The old building committee was 
revived in the spring of 1928 with the 
addition of new members to raise funds 
for both a Parish House and new Church 
edifice. The executive committee con¬ 
sisted of: Alfred O. Weld, chairman, 
Harry C. Sanborn, Clarence A. Warren 
and nine additional members. The 
Building Finance Committee were Harry 
T. Winn, chairman, Mrs. Charles A. 
Burnham, Daniel C. Linscott, and 
Willard A. Bradley was secretary with 16 
additional members. 

A short vigorous campaign followed 
which resulted in $225,000 raised. George 
F. Newton of Boston was selected as 
architect and Lawson W. Oaks was the 
contractor. Work started in the Spring of 
1928. On Nov. 11, 1928 the corner stone of 
the new Church was luid. The stone was 
set and sealed by Alfred 0. Weld, 
chairman of the Building Committee 
assisted by Harry C. Sanborn and 
Clarence A. Warren of the Executive 
Building Committee. 

Also assisting were Rev. Browne and 
Alvin T. Fuller, Governor of the Com¬ 
monwealth of Massachusetts who 
delivered the principal address. 

The building is built of buff color 
granite stone with English Goethic style 
and has u tower 70 feet high which con¬ 
tains a set of chimes given by Emmeline 
Ewer. The old bell that hung in the old 
church now hangs in this new church 
lower 

In the basement under the chapel in 


the Parish Hall is a dining room seating 
23G people which can also lx? used for 
meetings and social events, a kitchen and 
a men's club room. The large athletic 
floor is under the church auditorium 
which can also be used for various func¬ 
tions. 

The first floor includes the main 
Church Auditorium and gallery seating a 
total of 450 people. The clock on the 
gallery was given by William J. Allen in 
memory of the Dotten family. The 
Chancel has choir stalls seating 30, a 
pulpit and a Baptistery, given by Eileen 
and Vernon Roekwood in memory of 
their mother. 

The Esty organ costing ap¬ 
proximately $17,000 on the left side of the 
chancel, was given by Deacon Harry C. 
Sanborn and family in memory ol Mr. 
Sanborn's father, Deacon Frederick 
Sanborn. The Parish Hall is on the 
Washington street side includes a Chapel 
seating 2U0, a Ladies Parlor and a 
Primary Room. 

The second floor of the Parish Hall 
includes a large Sunday School assembly 
room with eight individual class rooms 
leading off of this main floor and three 
other large class rooms. 

This magnificent Church was 
dedicated on Sept. 29, 1929 with Dr. 
Clarence A. Barbour president of Brown 
University, giving the dedication 
sermon. Many dedication services and 
banquets were held during the month of 
October. 

Many new groups in the church were 
founded in 1930. The second oldest Boy 
Scout troup was organized with 12 boys 
registered under the direction ol Alfred 
(). Weld, Director of Scouting with 
Rayipond D Bohannon as first Scout 
master.

Pulpit Of First Baptist Church in 1924 
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Winchester . . 

The School Committee has recently had to 
rescind two actions taken contrary to established 
rules of procedure. The first was the case of the 
appointment of the new Curriculum Director 
when it initiated the action without a proper 
recommendation from the Superintendent. 

The second was a hasty vote taken not to 
employ two elementary school principals, 
William Warnock and George Flynn, for the 1980- 
81 school year. Under the union contract the 
committee has to give them at least 30 days 
notice to request a hearing. So that vote had to be 
rescinded. 

Such procedural errors are embarassing at 
least and not conducive to smooth ad- 
minstration. 

On another point, a letter in The Star last 
week raised a question about printing or not 
printing School Committee agendas. We print 
them whenever they are received in time for 
publication and do not decide to print or not print 
based on content. Also, agendas are usually 
available to the public at the school department 
several days prior to a meeting for those in¬ 
terested. This information concerning com¬ 
mittee meetings is not withheld by the school 
committee. 

Massachusetts 

The Massachusetts Supreme Judicial Court 
has issued guidelines for a one year experiment 
in photographic coverage of trials starting May 
1. The guidelines cover both video and still photo 
procedures. 


Generally courts have prohibited 
photographic coverage since the early 1930’s 
when popping flashbulbs made a circus out of the 
more notable criminal trials of the day. In the 
past few years several states, with Florida and 
Colorado among the first, have permitted 
cameras in the courtroom under controlled 
conditions. 

In all cases, the results have been en¬ 
couraging, with video coverage providing the 
public with a greater understanding of the 
judicial process and the courtroom atmosphere. 
There is a big difference between actual 
videotape coverage and an announcer repeating 
testimony as pen and ink sketches are flashed on 
the screen. 

The guidelines permit one silently operated 
video camera with microphones pre-positioned 
and one still camera with a quiet shutter and the 
photographer’s movement restricted. The video 
camera’s position on a tripod is also predeter¬ 
mined by the judge and all logos or call letters 
are to be removed. 

If the media uses common sense, there is no 
reason why the experiment should not be suc¬ 
cessful in Massachusetts too. Having recently 
seen the Florida system in action, we can attest 
to the impact of live video coverage on the 
viewer. 

Not only does it add a new dimension to news 
coverage but also to one’s appreciation of the 
judicial system. And participants in the trial 
appear totally oblivious to the cameras, main¬ 
taining proper judicial decorum. 

Coverage of non-jury sessions in 
Massachusetts begins May 1. Jury sessions start 
June 1 in all Trial Courts and Appellate Courts. 


A Report From Washington 


EDITOR’S NOTE: Century Publications 
Inc. publisher and editor C. Peter and 
Kathryn Jorgensen spent two days last 
week being briefed by elected and ap¬ 
pointed federal officials on a variety of 
issues which concerns Americans today. 
The program was the annual Govern¬ 
ment Affairs Conference sponsored by 
the National Press Assn. Highlights of 
some of the major speakers follow. 

Cong. Jack Kemp (R-New York), 
author of the Kemp-Roth tax reform bill 
still pending in Congress, represents the 
Buffal&area of New York and last term 
was elected wjjth over; 94 percent of the 
vote. His committee assignments include 
appropriations, defense and foreign 
relations and he was a delegate to the 
, SALT negotiations. 

Kemp favors changing depreciation 
laws, reducing payroll taxes, lowering 
capital gains taxes, and abolishing estate 
taxes. He refers to the “Marie Antoinette 
School of Economics’’ theory of “let 
them eat cake" for the government to tell 
small businessmen it will control in¬ 
flation by limiting capital, raising taxes, 
raising unemployment and limiting 
credit cards. 

To begin solving the inflation problem 
a sound dollar must be restored. The 
steep nature of income taxes must be 
reduced. Kemp points out that a person 
who earned $15,000 in 1965 was in the 22 
percent tax bracket. Today that person to 
stay even must be earning $30,000 which 
has put him in the 32 percent bracket, 
and in 1990, if there is no change, the 
income would have to be $60,000, putting 
the wage earner in the 50 percent 
bracket. 

Current wage and price guidelines are 
set at 8 percent. A bill in Congress would 
keep cars off the road one day a week. 
There is a proposal to tax savings and 
dividend earnings. “These are not an¬ 
swers," says Kemp. Such measures will 
discourage the private sector from 
growing and will reduce output. 

We do not have inflation because of 
unions, workers, OPEC, profits, credit 
cards or anything else, says Kemp. To 
blame the American people is to 
misunderstand inflation. He blames the 
graduated income tax for making people 
less productive, for inflating people into a 
higher tax bracket while they stand still. 

Inflation is caused by an imbalance 
between the supply of money and the 
supply of goods. It can’t be fought by 
slowing down the economy and putting 
people out of work. Washington’s 
monetary and fiscal policies are to 
blame. 

He says we hope the producers of 
energy will produce more energy, then 
we raise their taxes. With Chrysler we 
established the precedent, which he calls 
dangerous, that if you fail you get help 
and if you are too successful you get 
punished. 


Sen. John Glenn, Democrat from 
Ohio, the first American to orbit the 
earth in 1962, is chairman of sub¬ 
committees on energy, nuclear 
proliferation and federal services and 
East Asian and Pacific affairs. He has 
served on committees on aging, energy, 
foreign relations and governmental 
affairs. 

Glenn says that even if the federal 
budget were balanced that would only 
reduce inflation by one or two percent, 
but he thinks it would be good to do this 
for psychological reasons and to show 
that the country has the leadership and 
can do it. 

He does not dismiss consumer credit 
as a factor in inflation, noting that $4.1 
trillion in credit is outstanding in this 
country. However, he favors direct credit 
control and forcing people to save more 
to make down payments, rather than 


wage and price controls which he calls 
extreme measures. 

Because Americans cannot retain 
earnings under antiquated tax laws and 
businesses cannot retain earnings to 
upgrade plants and equipment we have 
fallen behind Japan and Germany and 
are not competitive with other nations. 
Drastic changes in incentives must be 
made to allow American businesses to do 
research and stay competitive. 

Related to inflation and foreign policy 
problem is energy. American energy 
needs are being met too much from 
outside the U.S. says Glenn. The Persian 
Gulf supplies energy for the industrial 
world and will for the next 10-15 years. 

During these years the gulf will be the 
most important sport in the world. It will 
take 10-15 years to develop energy 
alternates. Glenn says we need a better 
means of storage of electrical energy 
from natural sources such as sun, wind 
and water. 

Such storage capacity would allow 
development of electric cars and would 
reduce the need for new power plants 
now needed for peaks hours from 6:30 to 
10 . 

Until there is alternate energy the 
Persian Gulf area foreign policy will be 
turbulent because of the dependence on 
Mideast oil. Soviet oil production is 
peaking this year and the Soviets are 
expanding in the Persian Gulf area. 

Glenn thinks the Soviets could try to 
move themselves into a position so they 
can control the lifeblood of the world if 
they have to or if they have the op¬ 
portunity to. • 

Hodding Carter III, assistant 
secretary for Assistant Secretary of 
State for Public Affairs and spokesman 
for the State Department, is a former 
newspaperman and writer. He had been 
a campaign staff member for Presidents 
Johnson and Carter. 

Most of the questions directed to 
Carter dealt with Iran and Afghanistan. 
About Iran, Carter said the ad¬ 
ministration’s policy is “not good 
politics," but it is good sense. He said the 
government is not willing to save 
national honor by being pallbearers for 
50 Americans. 

Anyone who says the hostages should 
be rescued by military action should be 
asked to explain how to do it, and 
politicians who say this should pledge to 
go to all 50 funerals, said Garter. 

The government knew there would be 
reaction if the Shah were admitted to this 
country, Carter said. After the few-hour 
occupation earlier the embassy had been 
made more secure. 

No embassy can be secured if the host 
government will not provide protection. 
The U.S. tries to make them secure for 
three hours. After the first incident in 
Iran the government said it would 
provide protection , but it did not. 

As for negotiating with the captors, 
Carter said that if one item of blackmail 
works, then 138 U.S. missions abroad 
would be put at risk since the govern¬ 
ment has demonstrated that there is a 
payoff. 

On Afghanistan, Carter said that up 
until the four months preceding the 
Soviet invasion, intelligence 
coinunications from Moscow and 
Afghanistan said that Russia would not 
invade. Russia had not invaded a country 
since World War Two and could ac¬ 
complish its objectives in other ways. 

When the situation changed the U.S. 
warned Russia privately and publicly 
that invasion would produce results that 
would be unpleasant and destabilizing to 
the area, according to Carter. All that 
could be done diplomatically was done. 

Carter said the intent now is to set a 
price for what was done. Any one 
measure does not seem to be much, but 
the U.S. can tell from propaganda that 


collectively the measures bother the 
Soviet Union, especially not getting the 
world glorification of holding the 
Olympics. 

When asked about allied support, 
Carter said .that the surest way to be 
defeated was for the U.S. to “trim our 
sails" in fear that allies will not be with 
us. The dominant force has to stake out 
its position and lead, he said. One ex¬ 
planation for Soviet adve nturism into 
Afghanistan is that the Western nations 
showed they weren’t serious about the 
Soviets paying after the invasions of 
Czechoslovakia and Hungary. 

Robert L. Barry is Deputy Assistant 
Secretary for Soviet and Eastern 
European Affairs, Bureau of European 
Affairs, Depahtment of State. Former 
positions were with the Bureau of 
International Organization Affairs, 
Office of United Nations Political Affairs 
and the Dept, of State Office of Soviet 
Union Affairs, 

Barry says the U.S. has three aims 
with its relations with the Soviet Union: 
1. Prompt withdrawal of troops from 
Afghanistan; 2. prevention of further 
Soviet aggression in the world; 3. ability 
to manage relations in times of tension. 

As for Afghanistan, he says Russian 
troops are there for the long pull and 
“there is no indication they have any 
plans to pull out." The troops have 
alienated natives, and Muslim troops 
have had to be replaced in Afghanistan 
which is Muslim. 

While America has offered to join 
other countries, presumably Russia also, 
in assuring that Afghanistan would be 
nonaligned, there is no indication that 
Russia will negotiate to withdraw. Barry 
says it will be a long time before a 
Communitst government could survive 
there without Soviet troops to keep it in 
power. 

He thinks that with active and con¬ 
sistent pressure the Soviet Union can be 
persuaded to look for a wdy out of 
Afghanistan. The Salt II treaty Barry 
calls as important if not more important 
as before Afghanistan, noting that the 
Soviets will try to take advantage of 
instability in other parts of the world. 

He says the Soviet Union has a 
traditional sense of insecurity and fears 
being encircled by China and Nato. about 
the U.S. response to the invasion, Barry 
says he does not think the U.S. 
overreacted, saying it is better to make 
our intentions clear early. On the 
Olympics, he says, there is “no chance" 
the American teams will compete.

Castro’s Year Of Decision 


By Elmo R. Zumwalt Jr. and Worth H. Bagley 

1980 is Castro’s year of decision. 

— He has a domestic price to pay for Cuba’s 
revolutionary activities oversea s 

— Within the Third World, Afghanistan has 
tilted the delicate balance between Cuba’s own 
socialist achievements and its partisan links 
with Moscow. 

— In the U.S., election debates may force a 
policy change toward Cuba from benign 
toleration to either economic seduction or active 
sanction. 

Our 4 informants report Castro’s problems. He 
has bloodied Cuban youth in Angola and Ethiopia 
to gain international influence and Soviet money 
and protection. This sacrifice produced the 
wrong results. 

— The economy is distressed and wallowing 
in shortages. 

— Castro’s main symbol of international 
legitimacy — chairmanship of the non-aligned 
nation conference — did not win Cuba a seat in 
the U. N. Security Council. 

— The image of Cuban Titoism is being 
shattered by the increasing Soviet armed 
presence in Cuba which Castro granted for more 
economic assistance and safeguards against U. 
S. attack. 

Castro faces an urgent decision. 

— Should he continue relying on the ego- 
fulfilling export of subversion and revolution, 
increasing Cuban dependence on Moscow? 

— Or, should he abate overseas activity and 
seek an economic opening with Washington? 

Recently, congressional sources emphasized 
the success and point to the continuity in Castro’s 
policy. 

— Some 34,000 Cubans are supporting 
revolution in 14 African countries. 

— Cubans are working with the PLO in the 
Middle East and with the Polisario guerrillas 
fighting Morocco in the Sahara Desert. 

For now, Castro acts as if he intends to 
continue this overseas exposure. 

— Public reports of Soviet arms in Cuba give 
evidence that Castro is logically providing for his 
own protection and for Cuban security. 
Following the MIG 23 fighter-bombers provided 
by the Soviets last year (unprotested by the 
Carter Administration) have come missile 
patrol craft, one or more submarines, and new 
construction of harbor facilities at Cienfuegos. 
The Soviets may man some of these craft. In¬ 
disputably, a large Soviet training group ac¬ 
companied the new arms. 

— Castro flaunted as recently as two weeks 



ago the Soviet combat brigade that President 
Carter called “unacceptable” in August, 1979, 
and accepted in September. 

Castro has become Moscow's surrogate in 
intelligence and subversion. 

1 — He takes the lead in Central America. 

2 — He supports the Soviet KGB penetrations 
in Western Europe and the U.S., which are no - 
longer as easy for the Soviets. 

3 — Castro helped form the rebel group that 
overthrew Somoza in Nicaragua, and he fostered 
the idea of an ambiguous and evolving Marxist 
leadership. 

4 — He supported subversion in Colombia, 
leading to the recent guerrilla capture of foreign 
ambassadors in Bogota. (Naturally, the Soviet 
and East German ambassadors had left the 
Dominican embassy before the guerrilla 
assault.) 

Thus, Castro appears to be giving priority to 
past foreign policies, whatever the difficulties. 

But he recently assumed personal control of 
several Cuban governmental ministries, 
reflecting disputes among his sub-leadership. As 
he tightens internal control, Castro will face 
several apparently conflicting influences. 

— He needs personal security, requiring an 
increasing Soviet presence in Cuba. 

— He desires influence in the Caribbean 
flowing from his support of rebel movements, 
despite President Carter’s promise of armed 
U.S. opposition to aggression there. 

— He needs to show domestic improvements, 
though past sole reliance on Soviet assistance 
has not worked. 

Castro’s success will depend in large part on 
U.S. policies. Three main American alternatives 
are gestating: 

1 — Maintain present policy toward Castro, 
hoping the U.S. economic embargo eventually 
will bring him down. 

2 — Lift the U.S. economic embargo on Cuba, 
giving Castro a choice other than the Soviet 
Union, and fostering Cuban dependence on 
American economic policies. This alternative 
would strengthen Castro’s domestic support, but 
develop some U.S. leverage on what he does. 

3 — Undermine and oppose Castro’s foreign 
policy, continuing the U.S. economic embargo, 
and unleasing the CIA to subvert Castro’s 
position within Cuba. 

These alternatives will attract increasing 
discussions in the United States. President 
Carter will not want any policy change until after 
the election. But we think accelerating events in 
Central America and the mushrooming con¬ 
sequences of Afghanistan will force a decision 
sooner.

Good vs. Bad 

EDITOR OF THE STAR: 

In the early 30s US recognition of the 
USSR literally saved the Red regime 
from collapse. 

It also enabled these suddenly good 
communists to embark on a series of 
bloody purges which left millions dead. 
Then, in 1939 Stalin formally teamed up 
with Hitler to divide Poland. Over night, 
Washington’s attitude changed and the 
Kremlin became bad. 

After Hitler turned on Russia in 1941, 
things looked bleak for Stalin and his 
hencmen. America’s image makers 
quickly designated the Soviets as good 
communists and started a $12 billion 
lend-lease program. 

We not only saved the Soviets once 
again, but we made them a world power. 
After World War II Stalin and company 
showed their thanks by swallowing up 
Eastern Europe and menacing the entire 
free world. From good to bad and back to 
good, it was now official policy to con¬ 
sider them bad again. 

In the late 1940s, meanwhile, official 
policy toward post-war China held that 
the Chinese communists, were good - that 
they were not really communists, in fact, 
but only “agrarian reformers." 

With assistance from Washington, 
Mao-Tse-Tung’s “reformers" eventually 
seized China, putting tens of millions to 
death. In the early 1950s, the Chinese 
Reds killed tens of thousands of 
American G.I.’s in Korea and swore to 
destroy the United States. So, 
Washington rhythmically shifted its 
posture and the Chinese communists 
went from good to bad. 

In fact, the Chinese Reds became very 
bad. So bad that the American people 
were easily convinced that the Soviet 
Union was mellowing. Virtually over¬ 
night a new US policy called for aid to the 
freshly designated good USSR, as a 
strategy against Red China. America 
promptly began “building bridges," a 
program that has sent an enormous flood 
of our nation’s credit, technology and 
hardware to Russia. 

This aid increased even during the 


time that Americans were dying from 
Russian made bullets in Vietnam. 

Of more current interest, our 
generosity helped the Soviets to con¬ 
struct the world’s largest truck factory 
and to build an all-season paved road 
from Central Russia to the Afghan 
border. Trucks from that US built plant 
recently were used in the Soviet invasion 
of Afghanistan. 

The present line from Washington has 
it that the Soviets are now the bad 
communists, not surprisingly the Red 
Chinese are now good and even won the 
title “ally" from numerous official 
spokesmen. 

In the wake of this latest metamor¬ 
phosis, the Carter administration has 
begun a military and industrial buildup 
of Communist China. Having contributed 
massively to the present Soviet might for 
almost three decades, we are now sup¬ 
posed to accept a repeat of the process in 
China - to counter Soviet agressiveness, 
of course! 

Maybe you agree with me that there 
never lias been any such thing as a good 
communist. One wonders why our 
leaders have never adopted a policy 
which refuses aid of any kind to any 
communist tyrant. Who arranges this 
dizzying parade of good-bad tran¬ 
sformations which always benefits 
communism and weakens America?

"We appreciate you coming forth and 
raising your hand." said Chairman 
Richard Wilsack. "We need dedicated 
citizens." 

Pacione, a lawyer who substitutes for 
Chairman Gus Alexander when he sits in, 
mentioned a number of important 
decisions the Board of Appeals has made 
which he has been a part of. 

The Selectmen also interviewed two 
other candidates for the opening on the 
Board, with attorney Edward J. Barrett 
following Null to the Board. Barrett, who 
moved to Winchester in 1972, stated that 
he hasn’t been involved in town govern¬ 
ment before. 

Selectman Barbara Hankins stated 
that on the Board of Appeals, the three 
members are usually drawn from the 
fields of law and construction and joined 
by a lay person of the community. She 
questioned whether Barrett might not be 
better off applying for the associate 
position on the Board where the opening 
was for a lawyer. 

Barrett stated that he was interested 
in the full-time position but would take an 
associates post if the Board thought it 
appropriate. 

Town Counsel Douglas Randall told 
the Selctmen that he didn’t see any 
problems with having two full-time legal 
members on the Board. 

Barrett was thanked by Wilsack for 
applying for the opening. "We’re always 
looking for good people," said the 
Chairman. 

The final candidate for the full-time 
opening was Alexander J. Fay, a resident 
who has been involved in town govern¬ 
ment for 31 years with the Town Meeting 
and the Personnel Board. 

"I would like the opportunity to serve 
Winchester," Fay told the Selectmen. He 
had been a member of the Personnel 
Board in the early 1970s. 

There was again concern over a

was started in 1930. In 1932, the name was 
changed to The Men's Brotherhood; in 
1939, the Men's Bible Class; in 1942, back 
to Everyman’s Bible Class; and in 1943, 
simply the Men’s Class. Besides their 
spiritual devotions, the men’s class 
engaged in social activities and con¬ 
tributed to the reduction of the mortage. 

The Christian Endeavor Society was a 
group of junior and senior high school 
young people which began in 1930 under 
the direction of Eda A. Knowlton, 
driector of Christian Education. The 
young people between the ages of 12 and 
15 became the intermediate group. The 
high school members became the Junior 
group, and the young people who had 
finished high school were the senior 
group. In 1933, the different groups 
combined to form the Young People’s 
Society. Later it became the Baptist 
Youth Fellowship. 

The World Wide Guild consisting of a 
group of girls from the eighth grade 
through high school was started in 1930 
and assisted the church in many social 
activities. 

Rev. Browne resigned in 1931. In 
September, 1931 the Rev. Merritt L. 
Gregg accepted the call to the Church. 
The Women’s League opened a Thrift 
Shop on April 1, 1932 under the direction 
of Mrs. Charles A. Burnham to help raise 
money to pay off the mortgage on the 
new church. Rev. Gregg resigned in 1933. 

Rev. R. Mitchell Rushton became 
pastor in 1933. Under his leadership the 
Church was marked with unusual 
spiritual growth. The Comrades Class, 
which was founded some years earlier by 
Harry T. Winn, united with the Men’s 
Brotherhood in 1936. 

In 1937 a Home Department was 
organized by the women for shut-ins and 
others who could not attend regular 
church services. The Board of Christian 
Education was founded in 1938 which was 
helpful with the young people of the 
Church. 

On May 1, 1938 Martin S. Swanson 


took the chairmanship of the Finance 
Committee which had a debt of $105,710. 
During the 10-year pastorate of Rev. 
Rushton debt was reduced to $73,000. 
Rev. Arthur L. Winn, after many faithful 
years of service as Church School 
Superintendent, resigned in 1939. 

The 19th anniversary was celebrated 
the week of Oct. 25th through Nov. 1, 1942 
with services, a birthday party with a 
huge birthday cake with 90 candles. In 
1943, the Rev. Rushton, after a decade 
marked with unusual spiritual growth, 
resigned. Upon leaving the Church, Rev. 
Rushton entered the “Ministery of The 
Service Men” in World War II. 

Rev. Walter Lee Bailey accepted the 
pastorate in October, 1944. The year 1945 
saw many new clubs and groups formed. 
The men of the church organized a men’s 
club and a social group for young 
married couples called Fi-Ba*Two’s 
(First Baptist Two’s) was organized. 
Also, the Men’s Brotherhood initiated the 
sponsorhip of a Boy Scout Cub Pack for 
younger boys. Seymour Bingham was the 
first Cubmaster, Elmer Ripley was 
chairman of the Pack Committee with 44 
members. They also granted use of the 
Recreation Room to the Girl Scouts, led 
by Hazel McGuire. 

On Feb. 14,1946 the eight O’clock Club 
was organized as a social service group 
of young married women with Arne 
Gudhein as the first president. In the fall 
of 1946 Rev. Arthur L. Winn generously 
presented his home at 15 Fairmount st. to 
the Church for a parsonage. 

The evening of May 14, 1951 marked 
one of the highlights of the Church when a 
victory banquet was held to celebrate the 
burning of the mortgage. The mortgage 
was burned in a Roman bronze brazier 
which had been loaned for this occasion 
by Richard Carlyle, the 14th Earl of 
Foxley and had been in the family of 
Lord Carlyle from the year 1299. The 
brazier w r as used in Rome for heating 
purposes by burning charcoal and live 
coals in the basin. The morgage was 
burned by Rev. Arthur L. Winn, with the 
assistance of Pastor Walter Bailey. Dr. 
Benjamin Browne, former pastor, 
preached the victory sermon. 


The 100th Annivereary of the Church 
was celebrated the week of October 20th 
with special services and highlighted by 
a Centenial Banquet The main address 
was given by Dr. Samuel M. Lindsay. 
The Music Committee was also formed 
the same year with Charles E. Ward as 
chairman. 

The Women’s League was 
reorganized in 1957 into the Women’s 
Fellowship, consisting of six smaller 
"Circles”, two meeting in the morning, 
two in the afternoon and two in the 
evening. A total of 75 women attended the 
first circles. The Women’s Thrift Shop 
was discontinued in 1958, having con¬ 
tributed nearly $70,0000 to the Church 
since it was started in 1932. 

Rev. Bailey resigned in 1967. Under 
his leadership the church staff had been 
increased, the Church School mem¬ 
bership doubled, and 400 members added 
to the church. 

Rev. Isaac Higginbotham served as 
Interim Pastor until Rev. Joseph E. 
O’Donnell accepted the call in June, 1959. 
A new parsonage, located at 10 Lawrence 
st., was purched in 1959 with the proceeds 
from the sale of the original Winn Par¬ 
sonage ($16,000) combined with other 
gifts, including a gift of $10,000 in 
memory of Martin M. Swanson. 

A memorial plaque with the new 
name "Winn-Swanson Memorial Par¬ 
sonage” was placed in the entry hall of 
the new home. 

In 1960, the men’s group were brought 
into an adult study class, formed by Rev. 
O'Donnell. The Brotherhood disbanded. 
Two years later the Brotherhood revived 
for two more years and then ceased. The 


Couple's Club disbanded in 1962 and has 
since revived under the new name "Pairs 
and Spares." 

During Rev. O’Donnell’s ministry 
many major and modern changes and 
improvements were made in the church, 
both spiritually and physically. The 
Kindley Courier, the Church newsletter, 
was also born. A Worship Room was 
constructed in 1958 on the second floor 
from one of the classrooms. Partial 
contributions for this project were made 
by Mr. and Mrs. Edward Newhall and 
family in memory of their daughter and 
sister, Patricia Newhall, and by Mr. and 
Mrs. William R. Sorenson in memory of 
their son, Richard R. Sorenson. On 
Sunday May 17,1964, the Worship Room 
was dedicated to this memorial with the 
unveiling of a small plaque by the Pastor 
Rev. O’Donnell. Rev. O’Donnell resigned 
in 1965. 

Rev. Alexander Henderson filled in as 
interim Pastor until Rev. Everett L. 
Waters answered the call in 1967. He 
resigned in 1970. 

Rev. Mildred B. Palmer filled the 
position of Interim Pastor until Rev. 
Howard A. Krueger accepted the 
pastorate in August, 1973 and is now the 
present pastor. The Church School 
reached its peak in membership in 1955 
with 255 members. Since then the 
membership has averaged a little over a 
100. 

The Church membership went from a 
high of 505 in 1957 to an average of 350 
members in 1975. The Church’s financial 
condition lias been operating with a 
surplus from 1952 to 1969. However, for 
the past few years the church has 


operated on a deficit budget due to a 
decline in loss of members and rising 
costs. 

Mrs. Ralph M. Swanson has served as 
chairman of the Music Committee since 
1961 and under her direction the 20 
member choir has enhanced the Church 
services.

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Meet David Ackerman, Curriculum Director 


He calls himself a “generalist by 
training,” a “believer in the basics," who 
combines theory with specific 
techniques, reality with a sense of 
idealism. 

“There are skills basic to life today 
that were not basic to life 50 years ago,” 
David Ackerman said recently. “I don’t 
know of any older basics that are not 
valid today, but, there are additional 
competencies which are needed.” 

Amid the controversy and the 
questions which have been raised, stands 
David Ackerman, newly appointed to the 
recently created Director For 
Curriculum position of the Winchester 
Public Schools. 

On July 1 he will assume his Win¬ 
chester duties, the specifics of which he 
says will be determined by “the needs of 
the community, the Superintendent and 
those that I see.” He expects to be 
meeting with people in every aspect of 
the curriculum, asking for their 
assessments, and the direction in which 
the curriculum should move to achieve 
excellence. 

“A system can’t remain an excellent 
system by standing still," Ackerman 
says. “There are issues that Winchester 
has begun to address which need further 
thought and effort.” 

A program for gifted and talented 
students, professional development of a 
mostly tenured staff, and a look at the 
way the curriculum allows children to 
enter a world of high technology, he cited 
as examples of these areas. 

One area which Ackerman has 
worked in in the Newton Public Schools, 
where he is currently the administrative 
assistant and project director, is the area 
of professional staff development. 

Like many school systems, teachers 
in Winchester are almost all tenured and 
ways to keep their jobs exciting from 
year to year should be evolved. “A 
system should catch the energy teachers 
already have in their own development 
as teachers,” Ackeman says. Workshops 
are one example, however, he feels they 
have been over-used. 

One of Ackerman’s accomplishments 
includes writing a successful Title 1V-C 
grant which created “The Newton 
Advanced Challenge Project.’’ This 
gifted and talented project began last 
July. “It was started with a goal to 
develop instructional units more 
challenging to students than those 
currently offered, but, which can be done 
in a heterogenous classroom,’’ says 
Ackerman. 

In commenting on the issue of gifted 
and talented, a concern now before the 
Winchester school department, 
Ackerman says, “It’s an issue I feel has 
the potential to be divisive and hurtful on 
one hand, and yet offers growth and 
potential in three areas: quality of 
education for gifted students, curriculum 
improvement for the system and 
professional growth for the staff.” 

Ackerman says it is his proudest 
accomplishment “to have led the system 
(Newton) in a positive direction on a 
potentially negative issue.”

Another area in which David 
Ackerman has had experience is in 
school consolidation. The Newton Public 
Schools are in the process of closing some 
of the systems 23 elementary schools, one 
of two junior high schools, and con¬ 
verting one of two high schools into a 
four-year school. In June three Win¬ 
chester elementary schools will close, 
the two junior high schools will be con¬ 
verted into one school and Winchester 
High will become a four-year school. 

In educational terms, Ackerman 
thinks that consolidation can work well if 
the process is given enough time to work 
out and adjust. However, in saying this 
Ackerman notes, “that doesn’t take 
away from the anger and sadness ex¬ 
pressed when schools close.” He says 
that in Newton he has found once the 
decision to close a school has been made, 
parents are generally supportive. 

Public Works 
Surplus To 
Return To Town 

Of the $313,000 alocated to the Public 
Works Department for snow and ice 
removal during this fiscal year, between 
$150,000 and $170,000 will be returned to 
the town June 30, according to Public 
Works Director Walter Tonaszuck. 

“The money will become available 
cash for next year and will help keep the 
tax rate down,” said Tonaszuck. Public 
Works employees this year have been 
“doing routine maintenance work such 
as patching pot holes, doing a lot of 
drainage work arid some street 
sweeping" because of the lack of snow 
this winter, he said. 

Last year the Department of Public 
Works returned about $100,000 in surplus. 


In the areas of consolidation, gifted 
and talented and professional staff 
development, Ackerman has had con¬ 
siderable experience. 

In Newton he set up a systemwide 
professional development advisory 
committee. In the area of curriculum 
development Ackerman has instituted a 
kindergarten through grade 12 
curriculum advisory committee; has 
b^en a member of summer curriculum 
development teams in science and 
music; and directed large curriculum 
development projects in Newton for two 
summers in nearly every major 
discipline, supervising the trial testing of 
these revisions and improvements 
throughout the following year. 

In cosolidation he has instituted a 
curriculum planning committee in each 
discipline for the ninth grade, and has 
worked with a program where high 
school students act as mentors to 
elementary school students. He has also 
tutored high school students studying for 
college level entrance examinations.

school systems, and has also done ex¬ 
tensive consulting work throughout his 
professional career. 

Although he majored in social 
relations — a combination of psychology, 
anthropology and child development — 
as an undergraduate at Harvard, he says 
he turned to teaching for a variety of 
reasons. 

Family background, where both 
parents were involved in education, was 
one reason. Another was being a teacher 
in the Boston public schools from which 
he received “a feeling of concern about 
inner city education.” 

After a three-year stint as a teacher in 
a Roxbury elementary school, “I came 
out with a deep interest in the art of 
teaching, and a desire to contribute to the 
development of elegant methods and 
materials for teaching things that are 
worthwhile.” 

His interest in education has sub¬ 
sequently never wavered and he has high 
regard for the public education system. 
"I see the public schools as a young in¬ 
stitution and 1 have enormous respect for 
what they have accomplished. But, there 
also is an agenda for what has not been 
accomplished,” Ackerman concludes. 

Ackerman is currently finishing a 
paper entitled “Administrative Issues 
Raised By Programs For The Gifted 
Movement” for his doctoral degree from 
Harvard University. He has completed 
all other requirements and expects to 
receive the degree in June. His 
qualifying papers for this degree were 
passed “with distinction." In June, 1968 
he received a bachelor of arts degree 
from Harvard, cum laude. 

His spare time interests include jazz, 
classical and chamber music (he is a 
former leader of a jazz combo), chess 
and basketball. Two mornings weekly, 
Ackerman plays basketball with a group 
of junior high school teachers in Newton. 
He and his wife, Barbara, live in 
Watertown. They have a three-month-old 
daughter, Amy. 

Ackerman says he is “very much 
looking forward” to coming to Win¬ 
chester.

‘Exploration’ Program 


For Teenagers 

A meeting for Winchester teenagers 
and their parents has been scheduled for 
Saturday at Wellesley College to 
acquaint the community with the 
Exploration Summer Program for 
Teenagers, which will be held on the 
Wellesley College Campus again this 
summer.

Today, a good-quality half-carat 
engagement ring can cost from $600 up. 

Value factors 

It is important to know what factors 
affect the price of a ring. One, naturally, 
is the size and quality of the diamond. 

Another is the amount of gold or 
platinum in the design. 

Because although diamonds, like 
everything, have increased in price, gold 
has gone up too. This means that a wide 
ring will cost more than a narrow ring 
with the same size diamond.

Just about every bride-to-be thinks 
about having an old-fashioned wedding 
and capturing the spirit of yesterday for 
a little while.

At the flock of a switch on the set, the 
cable channels can be selected using the 
keyboard, and non-scrambled 
programming can be received without 
the use of a converter or adapter. 


A remote control version allows the 
viewer to turn the set on or off, change 
channels directly, change volume up or 
down through a continuous range, mute 
the sound completely, or zoom in for an 
instant close-up, without going to the set.

You’re in love and you’ve promised to 
marry him.

The key is organization. A beautiful, 
formal wedding involves plenty of 
behind-the-scenes planning.

Artistic Touch 

Cooking can be creative. Most chefs 
consider themselves rare artists, rather 
than slaves of the stove. Adopt the same 
attitude in your kitchen. 

Experiment with unusual dishes from 
a time-honored cookbook when the time 
permits. For rushed moments, get down 
pat a set of easy-to-prepare meals; or 
have quantities of frozen “whatever” on 
hand from a previous cooking spree. 

When you get right down to basics, it’s 
not the cooking you mind. It’s the 
cleaning-up afterwards that turns you 
off. 

Try wiping up spatters and spills as 
you go along with an all-purpose 
degreaser and cleaner. Just spray it on 
soiled washable surfaces and wipe with a 
damp sponge or paper towel.

It is quite common, 
and In some cases even 
necessary, for the seller 
of real estate to finance 
fhe deal on his own. If it 
results in a substantial 
gain, serious con¬ 
sideration should be 

? iven to qualifying the 
ransactlon for the 
installment method of 
reporting the gain. 

Generally, a gain is 
reportable for tax 
purposes in the year of 
the sale. If the seller has 
accepted notes or other 
obligations of the buyer, 
payment of income 
taxes could be a con¬ 
siderable financial 
burden since the seller 
has not yet collected the 
cash from the sale. To 
overcome this dilemma, 
a properly structured 
transaction could 
qualify for the in¬ 
stallment method 
whereby the seller 
would report the gain 
proportionately In those
